Peary with ills ^hip, the Roosevelt, 
damaged after strudng a rock on en- 
ti'rint^ Liatth! Harlior, l^abrador, is still 
detained at that port and will probal)ly 
nut reach .N'ortli .Sydney, C. IS., where 
a great reception awaits liim, \intil the 
present montli i.", Mo.-uiy clo.-sed. Dr. 
Cook, on the otlier liand. conlideiU as 
ever, departed from Christiana, Xor- 
w.ay, 071 the steamsliii) Oskar 11, 
and Is due lo arrive in .Vew 
York, .September J 1st. 'J'lils is 
tlie first date upon which \w will 
toueli the shores of his native land, 
and it has been selected by the Arctic 
Club of America for the date of the 
banquet In his honor.

Timber and Forestry Commis- 
sion Hears Further Evidence 
,From Lumbermen 



PROVINCIAL RANGING 

^SYSTEIVl PRAISED 



Free Lumber From States Must 
Be Combatteci by Local 
Lumber Dealers 



ItGvclstoko, n. C, Septe 11. — Mayor 
Lindemark. general manager of the Rev- 
elstoke Lumber company, testlfled be- 
fore the Tinibi;r and Forest' commission 
this morning that the tiro ranging sys- 
tem of the provincial government and 
the provisions requiring tho taking out 
of permits, by settlers for the settlnn of 
Urea had boon most beneflolal. Fii'o 
could easily bo kept out entirely with 
a complete and efficient system but ho 
suggested that the lumber companies 
choose deputy Are wardens to act under 
tho permanent district wardens, se, as 
to Insure tho obtaining of practical men. 
He considered tho present provincial 
tenure unsatisfactory and uncertain, be- 
ing a groat drawback and loading to 
the* slaughter of thnjor. The rental ho 
tnought too high, but the royalties 
would bo Increased and this should bo 
(lone in (Ixed periods. The cost of 
properly cleaning up limits of debris 
after logging ho gave as under ?10.ihmi 
.'L siiuaro mile, but while it was very 
oeslrable, ho thought the cost prohib- 
Ulvo. 

■ Mayor Lindemark said provincial tim- 
ber was being cut on ticcount of high 
rentals. Dominion timber was thought 
more of by lumberrnoii, because it was 
cheaper and more accessible. Tbero 
was no doubt the province got more 
revenue from its tlm'ier than tho Do- 
minion government from its. Uegard- 
Ing protection, llio mayor pointed out 
that the prairie farmer had protection 
on his cattle and all his produce, of 
which British Columbia lumbermen were 
hirge purchasers, but tho lumbermen 
had to meet free lumber from the states 
In the Prairie market. The duty on 
machinery need not worry the lumber- 
men, he said. It was clearly demon- 
strated to American o|)erator.<j that Can- 
adian machinery Is as good as that Im- 
portetl. 

C. IX. Skene favored government regu- 
lations as to cutting, under competent 
officials and everything should bo cut 
down to ten Inches on the stump. 

.T. M. Kellle believed In the perpetu- 
ity of license where tho land is only lit 
for timber. A nominal rental of $5 or 
?10. after a man had paid for two or 
three years, would be beneficial to the 
provtnco and the operator. In tsn or 
twelve year.-), ho considered, tho roy- 
alties would bo greater than all tho 
rentals. The present reserve he looked 
on as a good thing for all concerned.

London, Sept. 11. — Canadian ofhcials 
here and in Canada have frequently 
discussed moans of stop))ing tho Iraud- 
ulent export of German and other 
foreign goods to Canada as British in 
order to secure tho l(^nelit ot the pref- 
erence. It hag often ijoon asserted 
that the Canadian customs are de- 
frauded of large sums, while, of course, 
tho object of tho preterence are de- 
feated to the detriment of British 
trade. 

Tho Australian governniont /las car- 
ried the question to a fresh st.age. It 
has this week issued a circular to 
British manufacturers, inviting them 
to assist by ascertaining, as t'ncy can 
often do, through agents, tlic country 
of origin of the goods falsely marked; 
also the names of the persons respon- 
sible 

It is believed the British manufac- 
turers and chambers of commerce here 
will be greatly encouraged to take vig- 
orous action as Canada has followed 
Australia's example. The Canadian 
government offlcials here say they of- 
ten receive allegations of fraud, gener- 
ally fropi aggrieved rivals or discharg- 
ed i^mpioyees, but the allegations gen- 
erally lack deflnltehess. ,Such Investi- 
gations as are possible In conjunction 
with Britlsli cnstomcrs only Indicate 
the possibility of fraud by small 
liouses. The bulk of the trade Is done 
by a f ew large houses, whose honor is 
unimpeachable.

WOOD ALCOHOL 

The st.-itement is mude that a pro- 
cess of manufacturing alcohol from 

.sawdust has been perfected commer- 
cially, and that u perfectly pure articlo 
is being made at a cnsl of sineii cents 
a gallon. If this is true, the invention 
is one Of very great Importance. The 
wood alcohol Is said to be chemically 
pure: that is, It Is free from fusil oil; 
and tle.-rc-rori- if used for the iiiamifac- 
ture of wlliskey it wnuld, when new, 
iiave the same .smoothness wiilch- Is 
only acquired by grain aieoiiol after 
years in wood casks. Hut It is not for 
the m;uuifai-tiire nf intnxic.-ints that 
tlie new disco\-ery is of importam-e, 
although it might supersede the use of 
grain fur tliat [lurpose. The wnrld 
cnuld get along without intoxii.-ints, 
but it cannnt gel ainng without heal, 
light and power, and cheap alcohol 
will supply these fn tlie very best 
r irm. Of course for such uses the al- 
cnhol must be denatured; tluit is. it 
must lie treated with sulist.-ini'es UiaL 
will render it unlit for drinking. These 
substances do not in any way add to 
lis value for mechanical purposes; 
they simply take it out of the list of 
intoxii-ants. ft is said that if denatur- 
ed alcohol could he retailed at li.'i cents 
a gallon it wniild drive kero.sene :ind 
gasoline out of tli<. market. I..ike all 
general propositions of iliis nature, 
such a stalenii-nt as tins is doulitloss 
an exug,geration ; but there seems to 
be no doubt that (-heap alcoiiol would 
be largely used for fuel, for the devel- 
opment of power, and to furnish port- 
able lights. The discovery will tie a 
means of utilizing a \-ast waste pro- 
duct. It will liiive a nialerhil inlluence 
in forest coiiKervutlon. for It will les- 
sen the consumption of wood fm fm l. 
It will operate In other ways, lor it is 
oln lons that if sawdust can Vie used 
fni- tin- manufacture of cheap aU-nhnl. 
• it 111 r M getable substances can he. and 
thereby the sources of rtrtlflclal liglil, 
heat and power will he Indefinitely 
expanded.

The wind came" sweeping through 
tho'garden of an old Lincolnshire rec- 
tory one morning In the beginning ot 
last century, and blew uiion a child of 
five ye.irs old, who opened his arms 
to the blast and let it carry him along, 
crying as he tra^'elled, "I liear a voice 
tliat's calling in tlie wind." That was 
Tennyson's lirst line of jioetry. 'l''lie 
lirst poem he (!Ver c()mpnse<l was writ- 
ten upon a sinte one Sunday m truing 
at I,iOuth, The subject, set him by his 



brother (^harles, was "Flowers," and 
little Alfred covered his slate witli 
blank \-erse after the model of Thom- 
son's "Seasons."

Ilut there is a need, and a very 
grave one, tliat Canadian fathers and 
mothers should devoti' more of their 
time, tlieir sympathy, and their atteii- 
tlon to their boys and girls than m-'ny 
of them do. They should see 1 it 
that they have the confidence . 'heir 
children, that they know where ilie>' 
are going and with whom they asso- 
cl.nfe. 

There is no need of severe (llsclpliiic 
and vexatious rc^strlctlons, still less 
slioiild anything be done to interfere 
witli the enjoyment of the young folks.

Denied the 
privilege of returning to their homes 
and with their future i>lans upset 
these men are besieging- the offices 
of the Japanese consul, holding in- 
dignation meetings and discussing 
vigorously every possible suggestion 
that affords a way out of their dil- 
emma. 

The Japane.se are mostly men who 
have worked on farms, in sawmills and 
at other la'.iorln:? eniplojTnant In the 
slate of Washington. This year expect- 
ing the salmon run to be heavy they 
came to Vancouver and have been em- 
ployed several months on the Fraser 
river. Many have lived for a number 
of years in the United States and they 
declare thoy have made suqh trips be- 
fore returnlDS to the south , wlthoyi 
hindrance beretofpre. But they^ declare 
that they have been told bythe 'Uniied, 
states' officlHi that becatiss , they v are 
admittedly laborers and have passports 
reading to Canada only, present laws 
hinder their rcndnilttance to the Unlt'ed 
.■jt.ites notwithstanding their previous', 
residence there. ' '.'•■ 

Some of them have been in Washing- 
ton state ten years and some have prop- 
erty and personal belongings In (Seattle.

After a review of the situation It 
was agreed that ?.s the preparation ot 
the main estimates is so well lulv.-inc- 
ed It nilglU be possible for the gnv- 
crnment to meet the House on No- 
venil;er 4tli, Sir Wilfrid is said to 
have made this date, and to have Im- 
Iiressed uiioii his colleagues the im- 
portance of being ready enrl.v, Intl- 
imitliig that if not on the ttli, jiarlia- 
ment should bo summoned to meet not 
later than the lUh. The op.^nlng will 
be either of 'these dates, but linal de- 
cision will not lie in;nl.- until the fin-

Xow and then there waa an in- 
I'reased outburst, and then a silence, 
then a ripple of hand clapping, as the 
parade circled about among the great 
cluster or buildings, while a pitiless 
sun glared on it all.

Tile art gallery was 
well liUed, but it did not include many 
picliin's of national importance. There 
was a Turner, though, his Venice, and 
a few iiiliiules spent In front of this 
picture pro\-oked mixed sensations, not 
the least being that pro\-ided by listen- 
ing to the comrnent of ih.K art crlHci 
from Puyallup and other art eentros.

the many articles from Japan, but on 
tho whole, the Japanese exhibit was 
not particularly striking, and the Jap- 
anese In charge admit this. 

"Of course this Is not an art centre," 
said a frock -coated young Nipponese, 
with smiling condescension. "In two 
or three generations, maybe" — and ho 
shrugged his shoulders. "Just now the 
people of the Pacific coast are too busy 
•with business, too busy making money. 
They haven't time for art, or to ap- 
preciate art, if they understood it. In 
tv,-o or three generations, perhaps. 
"Who luiows^.'" 

"Oh. isn't that "cute." broke In a 
sharp featured young lady, pointing to 
an elaborate cloisonne vase, "is the 
decoration put on with a brush'.'" 

"No, madam, it's — it's oh, please 

excuse me" — and he disappeared. 

There was much for the eye, much 
for the mind, in all the numerous 
buildings — It would take many days to 
casually see them, longer to describe 
'.hem. and this is a story of how Major 
Currie and his cohorts invaded Seattle, 
not a catalogue. 

At night two hundred tired sight- 
seers, a few bottle-scarrcd veterans, 
assenibleil when the "fall-in" was 
sounded, to put on their haversacks 
and tal^e up their riflos. In twos and 
threes they came, some with new 
found friends.

Manoeuvres on a grand scale, in 
which 50,000 troops are engaged, are 
being conducted in the west of ISng- 
land. The manoeuvres are on a greater 
scale than those of 1898. A rough ap- 
proximation places the strength at 50.- 
«J00 men, :;0,000 horses and. nearly 300 
guns. In these (jperations a reversion 
Is being made to tho plan abandoned 
liiftei; the Boer war of running the liiial 
atttumn manoeuvres from the War 
OfHc'e.

The area over which the forces will 
operate has boon proclaimed by an 
Order in Council under the provisions 
of the .Military Manoeuvres Act, to 
consist of jiortions of Berkshire, Wilt- 
shire, Gloucestoj-shlre, Oxfordshire, 
Hampshire, Warwickshire, and Wor- 
cestershire. The area is seventy miles' 
across from east- to^ west;- and mearljr 
fifty miles from north to south. The 
I central point Is Lochdalc, near where 
i tho county boundaries of Berkshire, 
j \\ iltshlre, and Gloucestershire meet, 
I The towns of Evesham and Banbury 
i mark tlie northern line, and the south- 
ern Is from Hath to I.iaslngstoke. On 
the east the boundary Is a line through- 
li.i;,iding, 0.xf(n-d, and Blcoster, and the 
western limit is Gloucester, Tewkea- 
inir.s'. and the river Severn. 

A very Important move is being 
made tills year In lonmetloii with the 
manoeuvres, sa.\s the military corre- 
spoiiilent of the. London .standard. In 
previous despatches 1 hnvo. detailed 
till' realism tha.t is lieiiig Imparted Into 
the training, both as to life and move- 
ment, in tile tlieatr(> of war, and Avltir 
res|ii'ct to iiroviding casualties on the 
battlclield. In order to give .strength to 
tho decisions of umpires.

ing troops for war is In reconnaisance 
work and the' collecting of information. 
The attempts hitherto made to train 
olHcers and men in the art of obtain- 
ing knowledge of an enemy have been 
abortiv(!, owing to the difficulty of re- 
presenting the risks and conditions in- 
separable from the game of observa- 
tion in war. This .\ear special officers 
are to be emjiloyod at the manoeuvres 
on intelligence duties and to transmit 
reports on a war scale, in war, of 
course. Information is obtained from 
maps, reports, observation, agents, In- 
'habltants, telegrapli ,-*nd telephone 
tapping, searcdiing the living and dead, 
and from newspapers, letters, liles, 
documents, and the like. The most re- 
mote and unlikely means sometimes 
give Just that information of an enemy 
which leads to success In •war. In 
manoeuvres many such means cannot 
be employed, but, outside the obvious 
limitations, these si)ecial ollicers are 
not to be tied down in method, as in 
former years. Tlii' means ein|)lii\-ed to 
obtain facts must be such as are avail- 
able In war. and evidently this allous 
the use of disguise and tlu' exercise of 
wits. In sending a report, the means 
by which the Information was obtain- 
ed are to be stated, as well as the par- 
ticulars as to whom, and by what 
means it would bu transmitted In war. 
.Such Inl'ormtttion Is to be carefully 
Nvelghed by the senior umpire, ,iiid 
then passed on to generals for use if it 
has been obtained by a means avail- 
able In war. 

.This intolllgenLO work should, if 
Iiroperly carried out, add enormously 
to th(! value of manoeuvres and to the 
training of officers In those vital and 
responsible duties. A general staff of- 
tlcer and three onieers may be appoint- 
ed to each cavalry force, and a general 
staff olllcer and two officers to each di- 
vision. Herein the cavalryman will 
play a great part in manoeuvres like 
these now coming on, where the area 
is of considerable size. 

The largest reconnaissance by a 
cavalry force that has ever been held 
in the United Kingdom took place on 
August 2, when thirteen regiments, or 
one more than Is contained In the four 
brigades In England, were employed. 
Those are the day.-) of the big units 
of mounted arms, and much that Is 
l>elng done is experimental. Much In- 
terest was centred in the wOrk of 
I strategical e.xploratlon. which'cngaged 
the attention of commandors. 

For the benellt of non-mllltary 
reader.s, it might be explained that re- 
connaissance, or the art of obtaining 
infovmation. Is of vastly Increased Im- 
portance today. The power of mod- 
ern arms, the. use of smokeless powder, 
and all the newer melboils of nioderu 
warfare make It Increasingly Imper- 
ative for ft commander in the field to 
be well informed very qiilekly. A few 
minutes' oarl.v possession of' valuable 
knowledge may win a battle, and It is 
for the cavalry to seek for and dis- 
cover all the facts they can and trans- 
mit them by "wireless" backwards, to 
be sifted and sorted by the general 
who Is waiting behind for knowledge 
and opportunity.

near-Admiral .Steiege, of the Ger- 
man nin'y. In a lengthy article In the 
Vosslscho Zeltung, In refutation of al- 
legations by other German writers that 
the Teuton Dreadnoughts are Inferior 
to those of Great Britain, says: "As.

Tho chief | 
factor In si'lecting the main armament i 
for n hattb'shiii is that its proji'ctiles I 
should at least he capabli' of penetriit- 1 
ing hostile armor at the same distance 
that hostile iirojcctlles can^penotratpj 
our o>yn armor. , It,.,niiii'y ,bo.\aBBumod 1 



that this question has been answered 
In a satisfactory manner, unless one 
desires • to accuse the authorities of 
gross carelessness. The advantage the 
German guns have as tiulck-flrlng guns 
must not^ be under- rated. Neither 
must the fact that twelve guns can be 
used against ten bo lost sight of. It 
is more diflioult to put out of action 
twelve guns than ten. 1 do not think, 
therefore, that there Is any reason for 
characterizing the main armament of 
the Nassau as inferior to that ot the 
Dreadnought. The entire absence of 
an effective central battery on tho 
Dreadnought is a great disadvantage 
in comparison with the German iiattle- 
slilp, which Is fitted wltli twelve 
c(uillrnetre qiilck-liring guns, and 
which, therefore, is able to rain ex- 
plosive projectiles (ui her opponent at 
the greatest distances. 'I'lie battle of 
Tsu-shlma has shown the destructive 
effects of such central battery lire, , and 
it remains a riddle why the Droad- 
nouglil is not provided witli the same." 

Adndral yt(dege goes on to say that 
the maximnm speed of the Dread- 
nounht is only 21 1,. l<nots, and for 
sliort dista'ici's 22 l<nots, and ho adds 
lliat on tlie trial trijis, when these 
siieeds wi're olitained, tile ship was not 
In a lighting condition, and that her 
draught waa only 7.0 mr-tres, whereas, 
when fully loaded, her draiiiglu Is 0.1 
metres, which reduces the speed to 
i;i',o knots. The .Vassau is to lie l)iiilt 
to stoain over 19 knots when fully 
loaded; therefore, in this respect, the 
admiral concludes that there is no dif- 
ference worth mentioning. After going 
into details as to the practical value of 
a Knot more or less in sjieed as com- 
pared with Increased tonnage. Admiral 
Stelego concludes as follows: "As far 
as can bo judged, the Nassau need fear 
no comparison with the Dreadnought."

It 
was at once suspected that Riley had 
an accomplice, and, after inquiries had 
been made, It was decided to makcfan- 
othcr arrest, in the person of private 
Manard. Both men were placed under 
a strong guard, pending further in- 
vestigation.

English ordnance experts are said 
to have invented a gun that will ex- 
terminate airships. It is a wonderful 
weapon of offence, from all accounts, 
because It can destroy a balloon at a 
height of twenty thousand feet (nearly 
four miles) and Is light enough to be 
mounted on an .'uitomoblle. This gun 
throws a shell wliicli is eqiiall.v mar- 
vellous. In daytime its liight can be 
traced by the dense smoke it gives oft 
en route, and at night by its luminous 
aura. This, it Is claimed, will enable 
gunners to secure accurate range ami 
annibila'le any hostile air-craft with a 
few shots.

The Florida's course was changed to 
take her iitarer the object and xviien 
the steamer was within a couple of 
vessel lengths away it was found that 
the mast was attached by rigging to 
a vessel about IHO feet long. The 
derelict Is In the path of navigation 
and Is an extremely dangerous ob- 
struction.

tlement. The leader of the young wo- 
men, who Is presideni of the Ih-essmak- 
ei-s' Art Cliih. In answer lo ciupstlons, 
said: "I am tr.'. lug to get the girls iiilor- 
ested in fruit farming. II offers such a 
i,ojod Held for tli.-m away from the 
erowd.vl cities. There aie iilenly of 
avenues open to young women besides 
the grind and drudgery of the factory." 

Tlie British ministry is very niiicli 
in earnest In the matter of social re- 
form. It lias already provided for old- 
age pensions — a measure which has 
been denounced as revolutionary, and 
It has now turned its attention to 
hours of labor in shops. A measure 
has been introduced into the Mouse of 
Commons which contains provisions 
which may be thus summarized: A 
sixty-hours' week for shops, exclusive 
of moiil times; early closing at 'i p. m. 
on one day in the week; total closing 
(ui Sundays; overtime for two hours a 
day on not more 'than 30 days in the 
year; shops must not be open after 8 
p. m. on more than three days a week; 
Jewish shops may remain open tiulll 
2 on .Siuida.\ s if lliey have been closed 
for the .lewlsh Sabliatli. These jirovi- 
slon.s do not apjily for obvious reasons 
lo places where medicines, medical or 
medical appllancos, or refreshments 
consumed on tlu; promises are sold. 
Neither are ibey applicable to new.s 
and fruit stands or tobacco shops. 

.N'olice has been sent b\- the bureiui 
of labor of tin. .stat(- of IVew York to 
all rniiiloycrs of lalioi- ualling atti;ntli)ii 
to important changes in tin- labor 
law ;itfectin,y' dangerous cmiiloyment, 
which becomes openttU'e on October I. 
The new I;uv iirohiblls tho emplu.\-mcnt 
of children under sLxloon ye-ars old in 
the i.'iieratloii of various forms of ma- 
ehiner.v, such as circular .saw.s, iilanors, 
pickers, iirltitiiig pressos operated by 
motive power other than foot, stniiip- 
ing inachku's, rolling mill machinery 
and lauiulerliig: machinery. 'Pho law 
also prcliiblts the employ mont of oliil- 
dron In adjusting any belt to nmcliln- 
ery, In the preparation of any composi- 
tion In which poisonous adds arc used. 
In tho packing of matches, in tlie 
manufacture o£ powder, or in any 
place where alcoholic liquors nro 
manufactured or bottled, airls. under 
the age of sixteen shall not be em- 
ployed lo any capacity where such

Judgment was g.von in the House 
of Lords recently li the appeal of Con- 
way vs. Wiule, whicri raised an import- 
ant fp:estion as to tho right of trade 
unionists to xiar- Influence with an cni- 
))loyer to got i d oi a person who was 
dlsilUed hy li-^- othi r workers because 
of some su'ppos--d breach of trade union 
ruli'S. Cnnw:,. was ;i member of a 
South .Shields branch of the Natibiial 
Amalgamated '.".>loii of Labor. He was 
fined 10s in I SOiS for superintesidlrig 
Jobs at one. time. Coiiwa,-.- did not \iuy 
the fine, but subseriucnlly he Joiiiod 
another branch. In 1907 he was em- 
ployed ill a. slil|)-rcpairing yard in 
South Shields, in wliieh aleMit forty 
members of the union were emplo>'cd, 
and the.s- tlircateiiod to cease work un- 
less (,'onway was dismissed. This news 
was coniiminicated to A\'a<lc, an offi- 
cial of the union, and he informed llie 
foreman of tlu- Kaiig. ("onway \v,as 
spoken to, and altliough not formally 
discharged lie bad to leave his employ- 
ment. He raised an action against 
Wade, claiming: £50 as damages, for 
his having unlawfully and maliciously 
lirocurcd his diBmlssiil. The County 
Court Judge and a Jury awarded (Con- 
way £50 as damage. This was upheld 
by the King's Bench, but reversed b>' 
the Court of Appeal. Tho Lord Chan- 
c<!|lor. Lords Macnaghtcn, James, At- 
kinson, Collins, Gorell and..Sho\v were 
unanimously of opinion that the judg- 
ment of tho Court of Appeal should be 
reversed and tho appeal allowed. The 
view of the Lord Chancellor was that 
the defendant acted as a mlachicf- 
iiiaker in order to ln.tnre the plaintiff 
from uiiwortli.v motives, accomp.an led 
by threats that be would cause tliij 
other workmen lo come out in a mai- 
ler In which be had no concern, for 
It was admitted that though district 
delegate nf the union, he was acting 
without authority.

Mr, Marconi Gives His Vews on

Sir Joseph Ward, premier of Xew

These are the In- 
anda and the Inkosi, both of the 
Aberdeen line.

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Some - weeks ago a deputation from the 
neighbor city of Vancouver waited upon the 
Government here and discussed with Premier 
McBride and his colleagues a variety of mat- 
ters of more than local import, amnn;:^ which 
was a suggestion that work in llic direction of 
attracting tourists to British Cohimbia should 
be brought within the sco[)c of one of the ex- 
isting departments of the public service, or of 
a new and special department to he de\'oted 
exclusi\'ely to that field of modern activity. 
No specific request was presented by the up- 
to-date Vancouveritcs, the interview being 
rather in the nature of an amicable conference 
for the interchange of ideas. Little attention 
was paid to the matter at the time or since by 
the public press, and \et the subject and the 
suggestion are of vital inomcnt to all com- 
munities within this Pacific province, and most 
particularly to the city aiitl citizens of Victoria, 
where the enlertainnient of the tourist is a 
very important fe;itiire (if ci\'ic liie and trade. 

Hitherto the work of tonrist-attraction has 
been prr)secuted in hapliazai'd fashion by sev- 
eral of the chief cities of British Columbia, 
according to the methods seeming best to each 
individually, and whicli methods hax'e been al- 
most e.xcliisi\-cly local, and largely experi- 
mental. It is notliini,' nmre than un v.arnislu'd 
if uupahitable truth to admit thai m nian_\' 
cases one city's chamijions lia\i_' dfientinies 
dc[)rcciatcd the charms and special ,a;l\-aiitag('S 
advanced by the s[)ukesmcn of some ntlicr sis- 
ter city, so that much energy has been wasted 
in such childish friction which might and 
should have been utilized for the general pub- 
lic benefit. Such a suggestion as that put 
forward by the Vancouver delegates would 
first of all score palpably by showing a way 
to minimize the waste of \aluablc power 
through petty local jealousies. 

This stimmcr season X'ictoria and Vancou- 
ver — in fad all I'acific X'orthwest centres — 
ha\-e been fortun-ile in reaping tlu' \-aluable ad- 
vantages in tourist attraction of the <;-reat Ex-

ncccssary. The F.xposilion is nut a pi'rman- 
ency, however, and there is certain to he a 
partial reaction and less-than-nornml voluine 
of travel during the. next few years from Am- 
erican central points; and it is therefore the 
part of wisdom and necessity to consider well 
and soon tlie very licst methods and general 
system to arlopt in order to obtain for iirilish 
Columbia the largest volume and most sub- 
stantial profit from the tomdst enterprise, upon 
the lowest intelligently-directed expenditure. 



only of the attractions of the interested places, 
but of their enterprise. They have uncon- 
sciously brought the cities closer together in 
patriotic endeavor. But at this, results have 
been far from what they might have been and 
may he when united effort shall be put forth,' 
with more compreh.ci>5i">ie. diro.adcrv. t"ore bu'.d- 
liesslike system, for the common advantage. 

The bid of an individual city for visitors 
of the better class is very well indeed, when 
made to near-at-hand prospective visitors, 
whose holiday or summer sojourning is merely 
a pleasant vacation of days or weeks at best — ■ 
a st6len leave of absence from I'amiliar scenes 
and the cares and iabors of home. Such local 
propaganda is not exactly the thing required, 
however, to make the country famous for its 
scenic, climatic and other si)ecial attractions 
ajipcaling to the greater world of tourists, 
Switzerland, as the world's greatest pleasuring 
ground, was not built up by the exploitation 
of local, but of consolidated, national attrac- 
tions and by national advertising. New Zea- 
land, the Switzerland of the Souther,! Contin- 
ent, has to a large extent copied with care the 
general method of the pioneer European re- 
l)ublic girt by the everlasting hills. In each 
case the ground is taken and the system never 
forgets that tourists from far distant parts de- 
varied sight-seeing and special entertainment, 
maiid a comprehensive programme, contain- 
each chapter and feature of which fits in con- 
ing as much as possible of the unusual, of 
veniently with each other chapter and feature 
to make' up a holiday of never-flagging charm 
and with the least possible waste in either tirne 
or travel. It is in this connection that Victoria 



111 this. ,is in almost all matters of private 
or public ]iolicy, it is well to take cognizance 
of the lessons that are to be learned through 
dear exjiericnce in other lands which, like this 
fa\ored heritage of ours, offer esi^ecial attrac- 
tions to holiday-makers of taste, discrimination 
and a\'ailable means for enjo}-ing themselves 
where nature has been most lavish in the be- 
slov.'al of her charms. 

Tltc primary weakness of all efforts in the 
l-iromotion of tourist patronage in the past 
throughout British Columbia — indeed through- 
out all Canada — has been that efforts in this 
direction have been almost entirely local and, 
sporadic. Individual cities have organized 
very efficient campaigns and have circulated 
vast quantities of attractive literature referring 
to their especial and predominant delights, 
while special agents of the several wideawake 
cities iiave tirged with commendable euter- 
jjiise the cnniing thither of such convention 
delegates or .limilar bodies of distinguished vis- 
itors as have been known to contemplate in-, 
vasion of the Coast. The spirit of such ac- 
tivities has been eminently praiseworthy, yet 
the system has been manifestly ^veak in .lining 
not f.'ir enough — iiulccd there may be said to 
lia\-e iic\'er been a comprehensive sj^stciu dis- 
cussed or advocated, each cit}' Tourist Associ- 
ation or lliiiuhed 'J housand Club or other or- 
ganization working 011 lines of self-origination 
for purely local and limited results, and at a 
cost necessarily very much greater than would 
have been entailed had the interested town or 
city been a contributor to and sharer in a 
larger and a comprehensive system of tourist- 
trade promotion. Such campaigns as have 
been conducted by the several British Colum- 
bia Tourist Associations in the past have 
served as excellent civic advertisements, not

and all British Columbia cities may well revise 
their programmes for the temptation of -the 
tourist. No concentrated and comprehensive 
tourist-attracting plan has yet been put for- 
ward in .this- western province, ..jAndfiny no 
country of -,the . worl^ can a. more^ajluni^gjp 
gramme for the sight-seer of ineans^^ 
crjmination.'be put together, ' " ' - * >' ^-^yk 
™'But if the tourist is 'to be teiiiptea froth 'th§;*§)S 
establisiied avenues of sightseeing where alb' 
the conveniences of comfort and elegant enter- 
tainment are well known to exist in their per- 
fect development attractions to- please the 
jaded appetite, and in some sort of sequence, 
must be set before him, as well as individual 
attractions of potent magnetism. British Co- 
lumbia need have no difficulty in formulating 
just such a magnetic and comprehensive pro- 
gramme. The land is new, and in its very 
nev/ness — the mighty forests of r.romatic fir 
and cedar, still peopled by many of their native 
denizens; the towering mountains and awe- 
inspiring glaciers; the virile activities of the 
backwoodsman in lumber-camp or mine; the 
reaping of the harvest of the seaj the fari 
stretching farms of fruit; the incomparable 
hunting and fishing in what is still largely a 
\ irgin land — is to be found an appeal much 
stronger in its very naturalness than the cu- 
mulative artificialities of highly-developed 
civilization. 

Nature is still the foundational element-in 
Bril'ish Columbia's bid for tourists, supple- 
mented and well-supported by modern con- 
veniences and accessories, enabling the charms 
of Nature to be enjoyed with practically a 
maximum of comfort. The field for atourist's 
playground is limited, too, only by the far-* 
separated boundaries of the province, 'extend- 
ing from north to south, from the interesting 
fish-traps of the Point Roberts neighborhood 
to the majestic fiords of the Alaskan boun- 
dary ; and from west to cast, from the magnifi- 
cent beaches of Clayoquot and Ucluelet to the 
further slopes of the titanic 'Rockies — every- 
where crowded with special and individual 
charms which but require adequate presenta- 
tion in their congregated strength and natural 
order to attract tens of thousands where hun- 
dreds in the past have been drawn hither. 

An all-T'rovincial handbook fortourists, ig- 
noring local jealousies and covering the multi- 
plied attractions of the country, with some at- 
tempt at more than statistical or catalogue ar- 
rangement, siiould he found in every city of the 
world to which people of wealth and leisure, 
commonlv resort. Particularly its circulation 
should he hooked to in those places which now 
enjo)' the reputation of rest-houses to vvfhich 
come some time or other all the traveling 
world — Paris and Marseilles, Naples and 
l^lomc, Vienna and Berlin, Lucerne and Berne, 
Colombo and Singapore, Hongkong and Yoko- 
liama. 

And such a handbook should he written as 
is the widely-circulated and beautifully illus- 
trateil guide to the New Zealand wonderland, 
with due regard to literary quality, the poetry 
;ind legends of the soil and of its original in- 
habitants, and always with the object kept in 
view of showing plainly how an extended holi- 
day can be delightfully employed in passing 
from place to place conveniently and quickly, 
the visit to British Columbia being mapped 
out in alternative itineraries to fit the avail- 
able time of prospective visitors in^ days, or., 
weeks, or months or even years, b'or if o>'' 
come to British Columbia for a slay of sev 
months the charm of the land, if properl/ h 
sentcd, should be sufficient to induco/ ' I 
mancnt residence. ■ A guide or hahdtv J fl 
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tiic cliaraclcr indicalcd, covcriiicr comjirchcn- 
sively the Icngentkiry and the iihtc modern 
liislory of ihc land, as well as its scenic and 
sporting atlractions, its types of peoples, its 
representative industries, its social, edncational 
and political conditions, and its facditics for 
travel and acconiinodation, while necessarily 
sonicw'hal expensive in the production invest- 
ment, need not neeessarily he a charge citliei 
upon the \-oluntary subscriptions ol the patri- 
otic public or upon the revenue of the pro\ - 
ince.

New Zealand's practice. \>.'liich has proven 
very satisfatory m an exlcndcil experience, 
has been to incorporate adverti.-int^ i).ages rej)- 
re.scntativc of the steamship, hotel and Icadinr^ 
cotnmercial interests, in their tourist litera- 
ture, such literature lieinfj compiled hy the best 
of able writer^ and most (listitijjuishcd art ])ho- 
togra])hers. under the sn|)ervi-.ion if !:,'overn- 
nicnt, and a w orld-w ide di--t ribut ion beiuq 
|)rovidc(l by the },,a)v ernnient, possc>siu;; ;is it 
ilocs more economical and in every way su- 
j)erior facilities to those that any indei)cndeni 
organization could hope to enjoy. 

Xew Zealand, which, with all its mistakes 
it} extra-radical legislation and practice, must 
fairl}' be given credit for splendid protriessi vc- 
ness in governmental methods, some time a^o 
awakened to full realization of how much is 
meant in a Inisinc-s way to anv naiurallv allur- 
ing land by fostering toui'ist ir.ivel. A special 
department of the public service aeeoriliuu;! v 
exists in the Xew Doniin'on, which not on!v 
prepares attractive j^eneml handbooks, but 
special and detailed ptd)lications on cacli scp- 

■ arate feature of interest ; maintains its agencies 
in every conspicuous centre ;i! home and luauv 
points abroad, where information of reliable 
character may always be oblanud: overlooks 

■ and guarantees facilities in ;ravcl and luitel ac- 
commodation ; erects and operates hotels 
where tourists find pleasant halts acceptable, 
if private enterprise has not alroiady acted in 
the matter; furnishes guides— in fact d(x\s 
everything, and docs it ihoroufrhly, to brin^' 
visitors into the country in the first place, and 
to inakc their stay interesting,, enjoyable and 
profitable when they have liecu induced to 
view the land. The government even finds 
it jnood business to make and operate sani- 
lariiuns and to erect and manage theatres, 
anniscnient parks, etc. 

In contrast with the haphazard system 



heretofore oblainin<j in this western province, 
the .\e\v Zealand method is eminently ])rac- 
tical and businesslike. Hut a fraction of the 
volume of lileralnre if j)ublislie(l liy separate 
cities is rccpiired to produce larger and belter 
results, and the output of literature is obtained 
more cconomicallv throupfh the priiitinpf and 
illu.-'t ration beini;' taken in hand by tlie g'ov- 
erumeiu with its superior facilities. The dis- 
tribution service is infinitely wider and more 
effective. .Monc}' is sa\ed in the elimiii;itioii 
i>f scattered salaries .-uid in the upkec]) of manv 
a},'encies. staffs and iudepciideni hoards of ail- 
minislraliou. .AdoiJtin^ the .\evv Zealand 
method, much larger results mipht naturally 
be looked for if the cities of British Columbia 
would support the jTovcrnment in the estab- 
lishment of a Tourist Department on a thor- 
ou£;hlv comprehensive scale ami in control of 
.m exjicrt who — if the ri^tjht man — v\oidd be a 
lii^hlv profitable luvcstmem :il $500 ;i uionih 
oi- even more, -uch salarv beiiur less than the 
.■i,L;.L;'i'CL;ate of li;ilf a ilozen >;ilaries now ]);nd to 
loeal secretaries who can do no more than iiro- 
mote imrely local attractions in a decidcrllv 
limiietl way and a restricted field. ']"hc point 
should never he lost siRhl of that tourist trade 
to mean anything must be the trade attracted 
from the leisure classes of iMirope and the 
.i,M"eat centres of pojnilatioti and f>\ wealth in 
other p.arts of the world, lo which .-i^ yet Ilrit- 
i.-li C'obini!)!,! lias made no iutcllitreiit and sys- 
tematic appeal. 

Java and japan, wiili Tasmania. Xev\' South 
Wales and Western .\ustralia arc other hi.uli- 
Iv protjressiv e stales that li.av e i^ivcn especial 
atteiuion to the tourist trade, and eaeli of these 
has loi^tj since abandoned the local conduct of 
the campaign of attraction and entertainment, 
and vested such work in a department of gov- 
ernment, lloth Java and Japan include in the 
activities of their tom'ist bureaux the irainini;, 
ort^.-mization and supplv of guides and inter- 
preter:-; the ao;enls of this department of the 
|iublie ser\ice meet all .'irnviiiL; steamers to 
vveleoiue tr;iveller-, provide them with instnic- 
live and appealiu;;" liter.ature, ;iii(l facilitate 
I heir business with the customs or other simi- 
lar agencies. The countries named, as also 
.Xevv Zealand, arc doing world-wide advertis- 
ing by means of handsome j^ictiircs of char- 
acteristic scenes, liung jwomincntlv in rill the 
gie.il meeting places of the vvoidd. This is a 
feature ne,L;lected liy I'.ritish Columbia and by 
Canada to date, altiioiigh of very cnn.siderable 
itiiportancc in first enlisting interest. These 
countries, too, have arrangements with Cooks 
and similar Continental agencies by v.diich the 
eo-operation of these great organizers of 
world-touring jiartics is secured. The 'estab- 
lishment of local agencies of Cooks vvithni .the 
countries themselves follo\vs as a matter of 
course. Should British Columbia fall into line 
with these progressive countries in recognizing 
the commercial opportunities of the tourist 
trade, Cook's offices would very qttickly be 



established m butli Victoria and Vancouver 
least. 

L\) to the present tunc the onlv world-wide 
advertismg obtamed' by British Commbia or 
bv Canada for the attraction of other than the 
artisan or unskilleii latior classes, has been iett 
tri the private enterprise of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. It is through the C. .P. R.'s 
activities that pictures of British Columbia 
scenery adorn the majority of the great hotels 
of the world and are found at man_\- go\-ern- 
ment railway stations and the headquarters of 
.threat steamship lines. The C. P. R., too, has 
led the way in presenting Canada's attractions 
to pleasnre-^cekers and investors, to sports- 
men, and- indeed, all classes of desirable char- 
acter to whom this country might be expected 
to appeal as a place of transient resort or for 
investiiient or residence. Of course, the policy 
of the railvvav eonipauy has l)cen largely dic- 
t;ited by selfish business reasons, but the coun- 
try has. nev erthelcss, shared in securing bene- 
fits, and the activity of the private company 
has shown to all who care to examine, how 
great the opportunities in this direction are if 
systematic measures for their exploitattmi be 
adopted and mcthodicalh' i~airsticd. .Mmost 
each separate s(.'ctioii of the world has so.mc 
portion o; population to which profitable np- 
pcal mav be made. l-",v en in India there exists 
.a verv coiisider.'iblc class of lime-expired arni}' 
officers and civil service men who only recpiirc 
to be tlioroughly informed of the conditions 
prevailing on Vancouver Island to lo.se no time 
in taking up residence here. These gcntlehien 
arc for the most part in rcccijjt of moderate in- 
comc^. and long for ,1 home amid atiraetivi 
.scenic environments w ith a salubrious chmalc, 
facilities of sporl, ;ind soei^il and educational 
ad\aiilages. where the cost of living is not es- 
sentially higli. To such Vancouver Island 
mil >t ajipeal |)arlieularly. .\nd there are others 
ill almost c\ery land to whom especial appeal 
might with ecpial hope of success be made, it 
originating with and i)rescnted by a govern- 
ment dc])artmcnt. 

The suggestion of Vancouver's citizens 
made to the goxcrnment has matter in it oi 
\ery great public iiniiort. and it is much to 
be hoped that it will not be i)igcoiilioled or 
forgotten. The scope and ntilily of the 1.5u- 
reau of I n lornial iou ;uid luimigraliou might 
very well he erihuged to meet the points de- 
sired, and there can be no doubt that the 
accruing benefits would be of such a char- 
acter as to surpri.sc and thoroughly delight the 
people of British Columbia.

Sprinf^ bedding, as it is termed in l^nslatid, 
where the cool spring season often extends 
from the end of January until early June, gives 
ample scope for the exercise of the use of this 
class of early decorative plants. With our 
usually short, uncertain spring- weather, this 
system of spring- bedding cannot, as a rule, 
be successfully carried out. Although wc may 
not be able to have whole beds or borders en- 
tirely of these plants, such as pansy, \iolas, 
primula.-, I'hln.N subulala, forget-me-nots, 
.Alyssum saxatilc, ami others of a like nature, 
many of theiii can be used \ ery successfully in 
an ordinary perennial or mixed flower border 
with i-narked success and effectiveness. 

Corydalis Xobilis. — This perfectly hardy 
and showy border plant, a native of the frozen 
north of Siberia, shoulrl be in every collection. 
Its long, drooping racemes of pale yellow flow-- 
ers, together \vith its attractive and graceful 
fern-like fo'-age, make it a pleasing and showy 
•object in the border in April or early in May. 
Very earlv spring or early in autumn is the 
best time to transplant this Corydalis. 

Corydalis bulhosa is another variety very 
useful as an early flowering plant. This, as its 
name implies, is a bnlbonr-rooted variety, very 
useful as a border <<\- for rookeries. The bulbs 
should be planted carlv in autumn, 

Phlox subulata (Moss Pink) — The se\-crai 
\-arieties of these beautiful dwarf-like plants, 
with their show\-. C'ltniiact nias'^cs of pii-ik, red- 
dish purple, and lilac flower-, make theni in- 
dispensable amongst oin- low-growing border 
and rookery plains. The \ arietics rosea, atro- 
purpurea, and lilacina, are the most effective 
and hardv for border work, the diffeent shades 
of color being i.rlicated in the spectfij varie- 
ties mentioned, A mass of these showy little 
plants makes a \-ery conspicuous spot in a 
border. The bv-i time to plant or divide the 
clumps of till- plant is as soon as they are out 
of flower. A\ riid planiihg them in low groum 
where water lies during winter. Shade a.id 
water after planting tor a \\-hik'.

Primula officinalis (English cowslip)— It is 
quite hardx- as a rule, arid when trca'.cl as de- 
scribed fi>r other primulas, makes ;i pretty bor- 
der plain. In very ex|ii-.iscd borders or in the 
nothern sections of the province a light wiii- 
ter iprotection may be required. Some light 
rubbish, such as old rasphcry canes, or a few 
small pieces of bush wood with a leaves 
of some strau-y ma.nnre lightly pl;iced over the 
plants ahiiut the middle of Xo\-eml)::r, or .-i 
tew i)iiie boughs placed over the plants until 
spring, makes a good winter protection for 
primulas. 

Primula Cashmcriaiia is a very beautiful 
early flowering variety, its pale hue flowers 
being very loeautifiil in early spr'ing. Unfor- 
tunately, this variety is more tender than the 
ordinary garden primula or primrose of the 
polyantha l\'pe. 

Primula vulgaris, the well known English 
hedge primrose, is also tender and requires 




protection in winter. Some new and strong; 
growing types of the polyantha primrose have 
been introduced recently that arc \ery effec- 
tive as border plains, and are (|uite hardy in 
most sections of ( )iitarii\ 

['ai)a\'er .\ndicaule (Iceland IV.pijy) — 
riants of this pretty little hardy pop]\\- that 
lia\-e wintered o\-ei- will also gi\e .i line dis- 
play of its jjrctty «hcll-lik-c flo\\-ers.

MUSHROOMS IN BUILDINGS 

The best time for an amateur to 
mushroom culture is iji (October, becaii 
takes him aboii' a month (m get 
manure rradv ;iii(| make the hcil, .Niter thai 
II IS a week' hrf'Tc llie lied i- ready lo spawn, 
and then liv-f or six week- till llie mn-liidMni.- 
a|)i)ear. This brings you. lo Thanksgiving, 
from which titne you should he able to pick 
mushrooms until the end of Febrttary — but 
not continuously- from the same bed. Tliere- 
forc it is best to spawn another bed in Xo- 
vember, .'\fter that il is usually imnrai'iu-al 
for the amateur to start mushrooni ciiltuie lie- 
cause he has no jilace lo compost the manure. 
X'oi il is practical to raise mushrooms in hot 
weal her. 

.Mushrooms can De grown liv anyr)nc who 
has a cellar, a barn i^r any building where a 
temperature of 43 degrees to 70 degrees can 
lie maintained. .Success depends upon close 
attention to details, rather than special skill 
or knowledge. 

The bed can be made in a good cellar, or a 
.warrn spot in the barn, but, of course, a green- 
house offers ;i l.ielter opjiortunil \- for ciillival- 
ing this cr(.)p in ■ inter, because it gives yon 
belter control of ic.i'.j)erature and moisture 
Moreover, the crop can often lie grc.ivvn in 
space that would (Tthcrwisc be wasted, vi/.,, 
under the l)cnches, ibougli the piping some- 
times interferes with this in small greenhouses. 
In this case, a bench can be raised about the 
pipe's for the mushrooms and still another 
above this for light-requiring plants. If you 
make a bench of this kind reserve enough room 
to get the bod^' in so that the mushrooms 
can be picked — say, about two feet — for doors. 



when mushroom beds are located direet- 
}■ over healing |ii])es some precaution must 
le t;d<en lo prevent the heat fri-im getting into 
the bed w here il w ill quickly drv out the dri 
l>ings. .\ good layer ol -od on a tight boi- 
onted heiu'li will accoin|iiisli this. .\ belter 
lilt costlier w ay is to place pans on top of the 
pipes and keep these filled with water, so that 
the moisture from the pan will enter the beds 
instead of the <lry air. 

The beds in which mushrooms are grown 
are composed of lirirse manure, which 
used aldiic or iiiiNCfl either with an equal biil 
of good lihiiiiis lo;nn, or spent manure from an 
bed. The I;itter method is preferred by 
^orne bee.-uise it i- qiiiel 

I'lefoie m.ikiiig ilie bed he sure llu 
pings are s\i II leien 1 1 v moi^i, \ j;ood lest is 
to s(|iu.eze .1 li.in.lliil of the nialenal. If no 
waler can be scpiee/.ed 0111 and il holds lo- 
gethcr well when the pressure is released, the 
material is in good condition. 

Tread tli,e bed thoroughly and then go 
over it carefully with a brick and pound it 
until it re(|iiires quite an el'lorl to run a slick 
do\sn into ihe bed. I'lil a iherniometer in 
the bed ami read it often. The temperature 
will rise, ll it goes over 1 jo degrees loosen up 
the bed either liv punching holes in it or by 
turning it several limes. Tread it down again 
a day or two l;ncr. 

There is a great difiercnce among growers 
as to the proper temperature ai which to 
spawn. Opinions vary from 60 degrees to ijo 
degrees; but I find that if the dr-qipings are 
well moistened and have plenty of life in ilu-m, 
the bed can be spawned at any temperature 
between these exlremes. hast year I spawned 
one-half of ;i bed at ')o ilegrees and the ollu'r 
half al do degrees and there was ii(-i pei-ce|)t ible 
dilfercnce in the croji. 

.Mushrooms are grown frr)m "sjiawn" which 
may be bought from the seedsman. It comes 
in bricks, each one being 5'-' x 8''i x i '< inches, 
and weighing roughly one pound each. This 
spawn is^ simply ^ cry greatly enriched soil, 
such indeed as is used for the mushroom bed 
itself which is thoroughly impregnated with 
the mycelium of the mushroom in a dormant 
state. It needs only moisture and heat to start 
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the fungus "rumiiug. " .S]);iwn is made bv 
taking the soil of a bed and drying it olT while 
threads of (he fungus are still grow ing. ( )i\ 
breaking a bricl<, the white tlireafl.-- of the 
spawn will be seen all tlirougli it. If the ma- 
terial of the mnslirooni bed is lalcen up loo^,ely, 
vvilliiiiit being compressed into brick's, ii is 
eipiallv good bill is less convenient to handle. 

The bricUs are known as "Kiighsh'' spawn 
(or "mil! Ir.ick" spawn, because the enriched 
and well tramped earth from the horse-track 
of the old-fashioned inill provided a lirst class 
natural spawn"). 

The edible mushrooni is the fruit, or si)ore 
growth of the plant, but it is not practicable 
to propagate the mushroom from spores. The 
pure culture spawn is produced directly from 
a part of the tissue of the edible mushroom it- 
self, whereas the old-style spawn i.s merely a 
continuation of the mycelium. 

The French or Virgin spawn wliich comes 
loose and is rather difficult lo handle -is very;

qiavvn a bed lu'eak up ihe bricks into 
piece- tile -i/.e of .-iii egg and lay them on the 
one fool aiiari. W hen the bed is co\-crcd 
coinnience |)utling them in. .Vlake the holes 
with the hand .and place the spawn three pr 
four inches deep. The deeper the spawn is 
])laeed the later the mushrooms will appear. 
Init the belter the si/e. (,'over the sjiawn and 
pound the loose dropi-)ings l)ack into place. If 
llie spawn is o|d soak it in warm water before 
pla' ing it in 1 he kiefl. .\fter the bed is spawn- 
ed the tcinpcratuie must be watched and if it 
ri-es above 100 ilegrees inmcli holes in the 
lied with a stick or loosen it with a fork. This 
will allow- some of ihe heat lo escape, but ii. 
some cases the spawn must be removed and 
the droppings again turned. If the tenipcra- 
ture remains about the same as at spawtiing 
time for a week, it is safe then to apply a top 
dressing two inches thick of good sifted loam, 
llrined down, but before applying the soil cx- 
;imiiie the bed, ;nid if it is drv', water sparingly 
with water live degrees warmer than the bed. 

If the bed is in a light place. co\-cr it with 
boards to kecji out the light, and to prevent 
draughts and rapid drying of ihe bed. Litter 
can be used for this purpose, but it is frOuble- 
somc when the mushrooms appear, I£ all cofl<- 
ditions are favorable the young mu'sjirppltis 
will begin to appear in from five to six weeks 
after spawnii-ig. 

The proper way to pick mushrooms is to^ 
lake Ihe lop of the mushroom between tj>^ 
thumb and forefinger and give it a ge-'"' •'; 
twist. This will loosen it from all surr/ 
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BUNKER HILL 

There stands a monument in Boston, which 
has been described as imiqiie because it is the 
only one ever erected by a people to commem- 
orate a defeat. As a battle the fight at Bunker 
Hill was a matter of no great importance, and 
and the advantage, such as ft was, rested with 
the Englisli troops hut it cliangcd the Ameri- 
can reljcUion into a revolution, and inadc im- 
possible a ])eaceful settlement of the difficul- 
ties tiuit had arisen between England and her 
i.'olonies. There was no valid reason for a last- 
ing breach between the two branches of the 
Enghsh familj'. Indeed it was their rights as 
Englishmen, which the colonists asserted and 
to defend which they took up arms. Perhaps 
there is no matter of history about Avhich so 
j.'reat misconception has occnrrctl as about 
the liroalciiip, of the tics between the two coun- 
tries. There was justice on both sides, it was 
just iliat the colonists shoidd bear some share 
of the cost of the war with France, for it had 
been waged to a large extent in their interest. 
None of the leaders of the .Americans offered 
any oldt.'i'iidii c mt rilnuing. It \vas also 
just thai llic coll mists shoidd have a right to 
sa\- lor ihcnisc:\''.'s how ihc\- should contribute. 
So fa;' as can in- <,'.itluTed fioni correspondence 
of the period, there was n.) difference of \-iew 
on tlie \vcstcrii side of the Atlantic on this 
ciucstion. and the he.- 1 opuiion on the oilier 
side wfs to the same effect. It was little 
more than the stubbornness of George III., a 
king whose intellectual i|ualities were never 
very high, and wiicjse only definite object was 
1o iive up to his mother's injunction, "Cicorgc, 
be a king," thai precipitated a cri.^is. The 
Lo}'nlist ])arly. as the}- called themfeK'es, or 
the Tories, as they \vere called by their oppon- 
ents, did not defend the course of the King; 
the}' were only opposed to the course of the 
dominant section of the colonists. They con- 
tended that the remedy for the undisputed ills, 
to which the colonies were subject, was within 
the Empire and not out of it. Later they came 
to be known as United Empire Loyalists, the 
name signif\'ing the principle which underlay 
iheir action, i'.oih the Rebels and the Tories, 
to use the names they applied to each oilier, 
appealed to the J5rili.sh Constitution in justi- 
fication of the course taken by them. Time 
has shown that the Loyalists were right and 
that within the Empire there was ample scope 
for the fullest development of the principles 
of self-government and individual liberty. But 
this was not as obvious then as it is now ; and 
it can be said with truth of the revolutionary 
leaders and the people wdio followed them, 
that they were as readily caught by phrases 
as any people of wdiom history tells us any- 
thing. An impartial student must concede 
that there were faults on Tioth sides, and yet 
he must also admit that the colonists would 
not have shown themselves worthy of the 
stock from which they came, if they had not 
opposed force to force. Nevertheless U is quite 
possible that ihe Loyalist element would have 
prevailed, and that mutual concession.s would 
liave resulted in the retcnlion of firitish sov- 
ereignly, if il had not been for the folly c.xhihit- 
ed by the home government in sending for- 
eign mercenaries to impose the will of the 
English King upon an English people. 
Whether Lord Chrahrni ever used the words 
attributed to him by Dr. johr.sion jind de- 
clared: "If 1 were an AniCTican, as I am an 
Englishman, and a foreign tr)rce were landed 
on mv shores, I woidil nc\cr la}' donn my 
arms, ne\ei'. never!" it is certain that thou- 
sands of people in England fell as he did, and 
that the enii)loyiucnt of the Hessians was re- 
garded with dec]) disfavor by the Loyalists. 

There is another aspect of the American 
Revolution which cannot wholly be disregard- 
ed. It was to a large riegree a struggle of the 
democracy against the aristocracy. Sabine, 
himself a resident of Massaidiusetts, in his • 
History of the Loyalists, sr.ys that iindouht- 
cdh' these people constituted the nrijority of 
the eilucaled aii.l rctiiicd clement oi the com- 
munity. They resented the assumption of the 
l(jwcr raiik.s of the commimily of the right to 
control its aft'airs, ^'et they were jealous of 
the right of self-govermnenl. and in the new 
homes Where they souj^lit refuge after the war 
was over, they w ere promjit to assert it to the 
fullest degree. There had grown up in the 
colonies under the la.\it\' ot pioiiee!' life man}' 
conceptions of individual frecdoni. \shich arc 
not entertained in an_\' settled conimnnily lo- 
fl;i\-. It mav be remembered that when the 
Tzar proninlgalcd a C'oiistituiioii lor Ivussia 
many of his subjects sup])osed it to mean that 
it conferred upon them the right to do exaclK' 
as they jdeascd, and some of them began to 
kill Jews, and others to take timber and other 
property of their landlords. \\ bile things were 
not quite as bad in the re\ohed Colonies, it 
is undisputed that many of the colonists un- 
,derstood the T'c^-' ioion of Independence to 
mean that thei:.'' < there was to be no gov- 
crmnent. but tha! ,icli person \v'as to lie a law 
unto himself. The ireatmeiil accorded to the 
Loyalists in numberless instances shows that 
the rebellious element was lacking in appre- 
ciation of the simplest principles of fair play. 
This same spirit of individual independence 
was largely in c\'idence in Washington's arm}' 
and did much to hamper his operations. Men- 
tion of Washington's name recall.': the fact that 
he himself was an aristocrat hv birth, erluca- 
tion and iustincLs. lie is one of the few con- 
spicuou;5 instances in which men of his class 
actircly espoused the revolutionary cause. 
There is rca.'ion to believe that he would uoi 
have been unwilling- Lo have returned to his 
former allegiance, if an honorable settlement 
t on Id ha ve been reached, «id if it could have 



been jjossihlc to lia\'c secured the consent (jf 
the people who were intoxicated with their 
new-found and little understoudi liberty. 
Washington's strgenth of character, his un- 
compromising manliness and his lofty patriot- 
ism undoubtedly saved his' country from a 
\ period of anarchy, the outcome of which might 
not have been very different to that of the 
French Ke\'olution, when absoliitisni in the 
person of Napoleon enthroned itself upon the 
ruins of flcmocrac}-. 

The battle of Hunker Hill was fought on 
June 15. 1775. It was not the first collision be- 
tween the royal forces and the Colonists, two 
minor engagements having occurred earlier in 
the year at Lexington and Concord. In 'the 
spiric year an expedition was sent to imade 
Canada under the command of Montgomer\-. 
It met with some success, but \vas deteated 
at Ouebec, where Montgomery was shiin. ()n 
May 15. 1776, a congress, comi>osed of repre- 
senlati\-cs of the se\'eral Colonies, declared that 
the authority of the Crown had cca;;ed. This 
was largely due to the laiuling of 17,000 Hes- 
sians in the country. On June 7 the Congress 
declared the Colonies independent, and on 
July 4 the Declaration, as written by Thomas 
Jefferson, was proclaimed. The New York 
delegation refused to vote for independence. 
Ilostilities continued with var\'iug success. 
In 1778 a I'rench fleet .and land force came to 
the assistance of the .Americans. Militar}- 
operations dragged along until October K), 
1781. when Lord Cornwallis, hemmed in on the 
land by the Americans and French, and cut off 
from the sea by the French fleet, surrendered. 
This ended the war, although the formal treaty 
ol peace was not signed until September 3rd, 
1783. Il is worthy of passing notice that the 
forces of h'rance contributed to the success of 
the Colonies, although the first strain upon 
the relations between ihen-i and the Mother 
Country arose out of the wars waged by the 
latter to defend them fiom France. 

The number of Loyalists who left the 
United States during and after the war was 
between 40,000 and 50,000. Most of them went 
to New Brunswick and Ontario, although some 
made their homes in .Nova .Scotia and others 
went to lingland. It was stipulated in the 
treaty of i)eace that the Loyalists, if they 
wished, might remain in the country, and 
Congress undertook to carry the agreement 
into effect, hut was unable io do so because of 
the opposition of the .State governments. The 
majority of the Loyalists did not, however, 
wait for any such action, but sacrificed every- 
thing they had and left the country. It is 
known that Washington greatly desired tlieir 
rcpatriotism, but even his great influence was 
"inablc to bring it about. 

REIGNING HOUSES 

The Royal House of the L'liiteil Kingdom 
is in some respects unique. Wc have seen in 
the references to continental reigning families 
that there has been in every case a founder of 
a dynasty, a man whose commanding ability 
and great achievements secured the recogni- 
tion of persons already occupying sovereign 
positions, or else they were ahlc hv reason ni 
their own strength of character [o impose 
their rule upon a people. In the case of the 
United Kingdtun there has been nothing of 
this kind. At every stage in the development 
of the Hritish monarchy we find the will of 
the j)eoplc asserted in one way or another, 
going e\-en sri far as to change the line of de-S- 
ceiit. The King rides by a parliamentary title. 
Personally, he inherited the crown, as did his 
successors for nearly two hundred years but 
his title and theirs rests upon an .Act c)f f'ar- 
liament. The nature of this will be considered 
ill its i)r(-ipcr jilace. In tracing the history of 
the family it will be' necessary to refer from 
lime to time to the means by which the suc- 
cession to the throne has been decided, and 
this can be done better in connection with 
the individuals immediatel}' concerned than 
111 aii\- other way. 

lulward \dl. is son (,f Oiieeii Victoria and 
h"raiicis Charles .Augustus .Albert F.mmanuel. 
Prince of Saxe-Cobiirg-C.otha. He has no 
claim to a royal prisition in the United King- 
dom by virtue of his father's lineage, but it 
may not be uninteresting to note in passing 
that he is descended in this line from the 
reigning family of Saxony. At the time of 
the Reformation, the Ernestine branch of the 
Saxou family ocupied the throne, but was de- 
posed because of its adherence to that move- 
ment, and the succession passed to the 
younger hranch, which has C(Tntinued to oc- 
ciijiy it. This fainil)- ti'aces to Count Conrad 
of Wettiii, wh(-) in obtained possession of 

what is now .Saxony and cstabli.-died a line of 
princes that has remained unbroken to the 
|)rcscnt. If His Majesty has any surname it is 
Wettin, for that is the faniil\- name of the 
1 louse of Saxony. 

N'ictoria was daughter of Edward. Duke id 
Kent, fi.iirth son of Ueorge ill,, and a daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Saalfield. 
Therefore cm her mother's side she traced back 
to the ICrnestine branch of tlic Sa.xon roval 
family. This Saxon house was identified with 
the Uuelphs in the famous struggle with the 
Ghibbelines, which for a long time d^ 'turbed 
F^uropc. and this is one reason why (he Brit- 
ish royal family is frequently spoken of as 
the Ciucli)lis. 

Cjcorge III. was grandson of Gecirge H., 
his predecessor. His mother was a i)riiiccss 
of ,Saxc-Cotha, and therefore sprang from the 
same lineage as gave kings Icj ,Saxoiiy. His 
graiidniothcr, wife of George il., was a daugh- 
ter of MargravQ of Anspach. who was of 
Hohcnzollern descent, that is, of the family ^ 



from which the German Kai.scr is descended. 
George II. was son of tjcorge 1. lie vvas son 
of Ernest Augustus, Elector of Hanover, and 
Sophia, granddaughter of James I. of England. 
His mother was declared heiress to the throne 
of England by the /\ct of .Settlement pssscd 
in the year 1701. The Elector Ernest was des- 
cended frrim Henry the L^ioii of the famous 
I louse of Guelpli. wli(-)se desceuflants foimcied 
the House of llrunswick, which is the official 
designation of the Royal Family of Ivngland. 
The Duchess Sophia's mother was Elizabeth, 
daughter of James I., of Great Britain. Her 
father was Frederick V.., Elector Palatine and 
King of Bohemia. Thus^ it is seen how the 
Royal Family is traced out of Germany into 
England and Scotland, for, as every one 
knows, JaiTics I. of England was also King of 
.Scotland. It will also l)e seen that the lineage 
oi the King does not embrace either .Anne, 
William and Mary. James 11.. Charles H. or 
Charles 1. This is the rcas(-m why certain 
peojde yet holdvlhal while he is king dc facto 
he is not king de jure. 

James I. united the crowns of England and 
.Scotland. He w.as son of Mary, (Jueen of 
Scots, and her Imsband Darnlcv. Darnlcy had 
■ royal blood in his veins, his grandmother hie- 
ing Margaret Tudor, daugli'.er of llenry YII. 
.Mary was of the great Scottish House of 
Stuart, ddiis family traces its descent lo .Alan, 
a .Norman haron, who came to England with 
William the Conqueror. One of the Stuarts 
married a daughter of Robert the Bruce, and 
his son ascended the throne of Scotland in 
1370. The Bruces were descended from Rob- 
ert de Bruis, a .Norman knight, who accom- 
panied the Coiuiueror lo Fngland. It is im- 
possible in the si>ace at our disposal to trace 
the descent of Bruce through David I. and 
his long list of ancestors. It can be carried 
back with fair accuracy to Kenneth Macalpiuc, 
who assumed the crown in A. D. 844, and 
united the Picts and Scots under one rule. 
The story of Scotland antecedent to this time 
is one of romantic obscurity and may be told 
on another occasion. For the present il is 
sufficient t(.i say that students claim to lie able 
to trace the royal house of the liruce lo a very 
remote date. It is said lo have come from 
Ireland, bringing with it the Coroualioii 
Stone of Scone, which now has its place in 
A\'cstminster Abbey, and upon which all the 
British Kings are crowned. 

James I. vvas held to be entitled to the 
crown of England by virtue of his descent 
from Henry VII. His title was parliamcntarv, 
but he had overthrown his predecessor, Rich- 
ard III. before having his right to the crown 
sanctioned by the representatives of the i)eo- 
plc. He claimed the right to succession be- 
cause his mother was granddaughter of John 
of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster, .son of Edward 
HI. On his father's side he was of Welsh des- 
cent, whereby a strain of the ancient British 
race was introduced into the royal house of 
England. Edward III. was .son of Edward II., 
who was son of Edward I., who was son of 
Henry HI. The last named was son of John, 
son of Henry II., who was grandson of Henry 
I., who was son of William the Coiupicror. 
Thus the Royal h'amily is descended in one 
line from the Norman Duke Rollc-a famous 
Norse chieftain, whose lineage is a matter of 
fable. Henry 1, married a daughter of Mal- 
colm Canmore, King of Scotland, whose wife 
was gfranddaughter of Ednuiiid Ironside, who 
was descended from .Alfrcl the C.reat. and thus 
His Majesty traces hack to the Sax(jni kings. 

This necossariU- incomplete r(■^■ie^v shcnys 
that the descent of the Roy.al House of Britain 
is indeed remarkable. If space had permitted 
us to follow out the family history on the fe- 
male side previous lo the time of Edward IH. 
il would be seen that the line of descent ra- 
mified into nearly every dynasty in F.uropc 
before the rise of the present Continental 
reigning houses. Thus, while at several stages 
such for example as after the victory of W il- 
liam ihe CoiKpieror .it Hastings, that of llen- 
ry \dl. :il I'.osuorth iMciil, and ;it the time id 
tile .Act of Settlement in 1701, as well ;is on 
other occasions, Parliamem exercise 1 its uii- 
ipieslioned right to determine the succession, 
the crown has remained in the same line of 
descent from the Sa.von kings of England, the 
Scottish kings of Scotland anil the ancient 
.sovereigns of Ireland. It is a wonderful story 
and it makes the lineage of every other ruler 
of today seem like a story of yesterday.

THE SHADOW OF THE ALMIGHTY 

'die that dwcdleth in the secret place of 
the Most High, shall abide under the Shadow 
of the .Almighty." with these strong words 
the .Ninety-first Psalm begins. We do not 
know with certainty who wrote it. but there 
is no reason for disputing the claim that 
Dayid. King of Israel, was the author of that 
womierful ]K)em. 1 lie Mf)st High is also re- 
ferred to therein as a refuge and bunress, .and 
is likened to sheltering wings. The Sev'cm- 
tceulh Psalm is directly .atlribuled to Da\id 
and there we find a praver that he may be 
l)roteclcd beneath the wings of the .Mmighly. 
Wc find the same thought of divine protection 
in the blessing which Moses gave the Children 
of Israel before his death. "The Eternal God 
is tb.y refuge and under thee arc the everlast- 
ing ariTis." Throughoiii the P'^alms we find 
the same idea put forward, so thai it may be 
said lo be one of the fundamental principles 
the Jewish religion. The Ihiutghl that one 
abides under the Sh.adow of the .Almighty is 
an ins])iriiig one. Of course the cxiiressioi; is 
a ligurativ'e one, and indeed, \'cry many of llie 
great truths of religion have heeu set forth in 
liguros. A little thought will show that this 



must necessarily be so. When we speak of -the 
relation between the Almighty and humanity, 
we are driven to employ words intended to 
describe the relations between men or between 
men and nature. Language has its limitations. 
Wc must describe new things or express new 
thoughts in old words, and every one ad- 
'\ancing a new proposition feels the inadequacy 
of ^yords already in use to express exactly 
what he has in his mind. Herein is the source 
of much profitless disputation. Things arc 
called by certain names and there is not quite 
an agreement between people as to what the 
names mean. Often in the end there is found 
to be harmony where once there was discord. 
Religious people would do well to bear the 
insufficiency of language in mind, for often 
what they condemn as new and unwarranted 
is only something that is old slated in a new 
way. 

One has to think a little of the topographi- 
cal and social conditions of ^^'cslern .Asia to 
ai)preciate just what the royal poet had in mind 
when he spoke of the Shadow of the Almighty. 
Isaiah speaks of a man being "as the shadow 
of a great rock in a weary land." In a part of 
the world where there were long stretches of 
arid land upon udiich the merciless rays of the 
sun shone down for days together, the shadow 
of ;i great rock would he welcome to the weary 
trav'cler ,and in coniniunities where \'iolence 
and warfare were common, the shelter of some 
rocky natural fortress woulrl be of inestimable 
value. When we think of these things we gain 
some conception of the nature of that which 
the poet had in mind when he used the words 
with which this article opens. He desired to 
convey the idea of the prefection of protection. 

.And now for a moment let us consider if 
it is all a mere figure of speech. Is there a 
"secret place of the Most High," wherein man 
may abide as if under "the Shadow of the 
Almighty"? Or, to state the thought in 
prosaic terms, is there a divine Beiug who will 
be a protection to those who look to him for 
protection? We think that the majority of 
people fail to find an affirmative answer to this 
question, because they are unwilling to open 
their minds to the operations of the Divine 
Spirit. Wdicn Jesus was on earth it was said 
that in certain places he could do no mighty 
works because of the unbelief of the peojile. 
There seems to he reason for thinking, apart 
from anything contained in the Bible, that a 
certain atmosphere — to use the word as signi- 
fying environment — is necessary before men 
can get themselves fully in touch with the 
Power, which is the only manifestation of the 
Deity which we arc capable of comprehending. 
This atmosphere may pertain to an individual 
only or to a number of individuals simul- 
taneously, but there seems good reason to 
claim that until it has been created the sense of 
a Divine Presence is impossible. It is hopeless 
for man lo conceive of God as a creator, for 
we are unable to grasp the idea of a beginning 
of things. Neither can we grasp the idea of a 
God who is all-wise, all-knowing, everywhere 
present. These things are beyond the com pro- 
he nsioii of human intelligence. Neither are 
we able with our limited understanding to 
explain how the existence of evil is compatible 
with the existence of an Omnipotent God of 
love. \\'c cannot hoj^e to measure the infinite 
with our finite standards. But unless the ex- 
perience of humanity through the centuries is 
to be wholly discredited, it is possible for us 
to realize the idea of a Divine Protector, There 
are too many witnesses to the fact that there 
is a Shadow of the Almighty, wherein one may 
abide, to permit any one to deny it. And the 
pniof is not a matter of belief; it is a matter 
of iudiyidual experience, not one for argument. 
If a persfm says his head aches, we believe 
him. thongli he cannot show us the ache. If 
he says his heart aches, we belieye him though 
physicians may tell us that the heart cannot 
experience emotions. Why then should -'e 
not believe one who says that he is conscious 
of abiding under the Shadow of the Almighty? 
It is perhaps beyond all question that mankind 
has missed happiness because we all look for 
it at a distance and as attainable only by cease- 
less toil and endeavor, whereas it is near at 
hand. We need only lo step within the Shadow 
to be ])rolectcd from all evil.

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The Poles 

The very name of Poland is sufficient to 
awaken .sym]-)athy in the hearts of all patriots 
no matter what their nationality. Nowhere in 
history can we find a sadder story than the 
one of this country's fall from greatness and 
her final overthrow and absorption by the state 
ndiich once owncil her as its sovereig-n. Inhere 
are said to he at present nearly ten million 
Poles, l)ut Russia refuses to recognize even 
the name td the kingdom of Poland and has 
tried to obliterate it, referring lo it always in 
official documents simply as the ^kTsI j a gov- 
ernment. Nothing dies harder thatt io- ilty to 
one's country, if indeed it cai' ever ..aid to 
die at all, and even today when P ii.tnd has 
become sini]dy a ]iart of Russia, her pcojdc 
will not reliiupiisli their hope for eventual 
freedom and independence. Therefore are the 
mindier of her reyoUilioiiaries many, aiul the 
number of her susi.iects still .greater. There- 
fore ;ire the pen.al settlements of Silicria the 
lionic of many hundreds whose noble wish to 



be a savior to their people, and to give back 
to their beloved laud a little of the prestige 
she was lost, arc the sole reasons for their im- 
prisonment. 

The Poles, in common with all the Rus- 
sians belong to the great Slavonic race, which 
has a great many branches, and which origi- 
nally spread itself as far west as northern Ger- 
many. Even now though the Slavs have lost 
in Wes firn Europe they have gained in the 
East as "Russia has encroached upon the 
Ugro-Finiiish tribes of the northern and east- 
ern portions of the empire and many of those 
races are in various stages of Russification." 

The Slavs came from .Asia and probably 
settled in Europe either at the same time or 
shortly after the arrival of the Teutonic fami- 
lies. As proof of this, Schafanck tells us that 
the Slavs were always spoken of by the early 
writers as if the race were an ancient Euro- 
Iiean nation. Besides, had a great horde of 
lieople arrived in Europe at a comparatively 
recent dale, history must bear some record of 
the fact, which it does not. 

.As early as the second century after Christ 
we find the Polish branch of the Slav race 
mentioned by the gcograjdicr Ptolcm}', -who 
designated tl^.cm as Bulares. They were a 
quiet, industrious people, very different from 
the fierce and wandering Teutonic tribes. They 
cultivated the land and lived a pastoral life 
in villages which had a tribal government. 
Originally there does not seem to have been 
a class of serfs, but wdien war ensued and 
prisoners were taken in battle, the latter were 
reduced lo the condition of slaves, and this 
was probably the birth of the different social 
classes of the community. Later on there 
wer^ three divisions. .It is a curious fact, and 
one that seems to prove the fallacy of some of 
the doctrines of socialism, that no matter what 
conditions a people may have to start with — jf 
every man be equal to his neighbor in regard 
to birth, position and wealth — given time, they 
must resolve themselves into three distinct 
classes, which briefly may be termed the high, 
the middle and the low. Human nature is 
bound to vary and Ruskin was more correct 
than most of us care to admit when he insist- 
ed upon maintaining the difference in social 
position, Oliver Wendell Holmes was no less 
correct, however, when he said : "Our social ar- 
rangement has this great beauty that the strata 
shift up and down as they change specific 
gravity, wtihout being clogged by layers of 
prescription." The division of the Poles was 
as follows: I — The nobility, who throughout 
Polish history constituted the nation so-called ; 
II — A peasant class, who were free, but oblig- 
ed to perform certain services, and were called 
the Polish Kmieci; III — A lower class of peas- 
ants, who had no rights or privileges and who 
were virtually the property of their masters. 
Gradually the nobles attained absolute power 
over the other two classe.-_ and thus formed a 
proud military aristocracy which had complete 
control of the country and the king. 

Polish history proper begins with the reign 
of Mieczyslaw I., 962-992. Idc was a very 
brave and able sovereign and said to have been 
possessed of all the manly virtues. The king 
of Boliiemia had a charming daughter and the 
Polish king and the Bohemian princess, having 
met, fell in love with one another. Dabrowha, 
the princess, had become converted to Christ- 
ianity however, and Mieqzyslaw was a pagan, 
therefore, the girl feeling that in Justice to her 
religion she could not marr}' her royal lover 
refused him wdth many tears. The Polish king 
went l)ack to his kingdom sorrowfully enough 
for the old gods called him to be faithful to 
them, and yet his love for' the princess was 
strong. Finally love triumphed and in 965 
Mieczyslaw con.6iented to become baptized and 
the two were immediately afterward married. 
Their reign was one' of peace and prosperity. 
Boleslow, their son succeeded them. 

With Boleslow began the trouble writh 
Russia for the new king was eager td aggran- 
dize himself at the expense of the latter coun- 
try. The trouble thus begun over a thousand 
years ago has never ended. 

Among the Polish heroes no name stands 
forth with brighter prominence than that of 
Jcdin Zobieski. Indeed, he may be described 
as one of the grandest figures in all history. 
1 le had already distinguished himself in the 
wars against the 'Furks when he u'as chosen 
king of his country. Michael, the former king, 
had died, poisoned, no doubt, and the diet had 
met at Warsaw to nominate a ruler. Zobieski 
fresh from glorious victory entered the coun- 
cil chamber. He nominated as king, the Prince 
of Conde, but one of the nobles called out "Let 
a Pole rule over Poland. Let John Zobieski, 
the greatest of our countrymen, be chosen 
king." vSo the famous general vs-as made ruler 
over the country he had served so well, and as 
his exploits have l)eeii treated on this ])age 
no more need be said, except that under him 
Poland enjoyed many peaceful years, and that 
before he died he distinguished himself as the 
leader of the victorious forces in one of the 
greatest battles ever fought. 

Upon his deathbed he is quoted as saying, 
with that mysterious prophetic insight some- 
times observed in those about to die., that he 
could foresee the downfall of the country he 
loved. 1 lis words proved too true. With him 
sank the glory of Poland, never to rise again.

Dudley Buck Arrives in America 
Dudley Buck, the veteran composer, has 
arrived in America, with his wife, after four 
years' stay in Europe.

"The e.xrmiplc of the illustrious R(jssini," 
he said, "whose '^\'illiaIn 'Pell' I h;u'c recently 
h.eard, has not been wasted on nic. 1 have 
done my best work and have stopped compos- 
ing." 

I ha\'e read in a Dem-er iiaiier that the 
"Tannhauser" chorus of that cit\-, a bofly of 
200 singers, began a recent concert with 'T)ich, 
iheure Halle." I always supposed that that 
particular aria was the intimate expression 
of the love of a particular individual for a 
particular spot — the very antithesis of the 
choral idea. But here e\'crything has to be 
the "biggest in America." 

Wc shall soon be hearing MacDowclTs 
"To a Wild Rose" on a brass hand with an ex- 
tra jgroiip of sixteen kettledrums as in Berlioz's 



"Requiem." Mere bulk is still impressive to 
the ordinary American, who would rather hear 
the C. Major chord on i.ooo trombones than 
a melody in a Schubert string quartette. As 
Abraham Lincoln, said, "If a man likes that 
kind of thing, that's about the kind of thing he 
likes." 

FUit it woidd jirofit a lot of self-satisfied 
mortals to spend fi\'e minutes a day thinking 
if there isn't something more worth while 
thinking. — JMusical America. 

Canadian Singer 

!Much satisfaction is expressed here by the 
many friends of Eva Gauthicr on her signal 
success in making her debut in grarnl opera. 

is.s Cjauthier i.s a daughter ol Loins Cauthier, 
of the Department of the Interior, and is also 
;i favorite and protege of .Sir ^Vilfrid Lanricr. 
Miss Oauthicr's debut was niaile at l'a\-ia, 
Jtaly, near .Milan. k,a rVo\dncia i'aresc says : 
"Signora Eva Gauthicr was greatly applauded, 
her name being called by the audience with 
persistence until she had to appear seven or 
eight times. She was singing the part of 
Micacla, in "Carmen," for the first time. Her 
voice is limpid, of great range and perfect in- 
tonation. She conquered the public instantly." 

Melba in New Zealand 

It would he difficult to count the voices 
that Nellie Melba has "disccwered"' and "taken 
an interest in" during her public career, but — ■ 
where are they all? And she has not stop])ed 
discovering )'et. Over in Kcw Zealand she 
has dragged out of more or less blissful ob- 
.scurity a contralto with "a voice of two and 
a half octaves without a break.'' The possess- 
or of this desirable organ was born in Scot-' 
land, but was taken in infancy to \cw Zealand, 
and has li\efl there ever since. 

The .-Xustralian diva ga\-e sixteen concerts 
in Xew Zealand, where her single disagreeable 
experience came in the form of an earthquake 
shock m Wellington. VVhen she visited Ro- 
torua the Maoris treated her to the kind of 
hospitality with which they welcomed Teresa 
Marreno two years ago. "As her carriage pull- 
ed up at A\'liakarewarewa the Maoris, who had 
a,-^senil)led in force, honored her with a haka of 
welcome. This unexpected greeting greatly 
pleased her, and the weird cries and contor- 
tions iji the haka were the more effective and 
warlike through being given in the semih 
darkness." 

Then the natives arranged an entertain- 
ment in honor of their, distinguished guest. 
"The Maoris were effectively grouped on the 
stage, and as Melba entered the hall they be- 
gan a chant of welcome. This w-as the "po- 
whiri rauc rakau," a characteristic ]\laori wel- 
come, and it was made more than ordinaril}' 
beautiful because Maggie Papakura— the same 
Maggie that arranged the Carreno demonstra- 
tion — having noted Melba's admiration for the 
lycopodium, had wreathed the shoulders of her 
choir and poi dancers with that exquisite 
l)l;'nt. " The song of welcome composed for 
the occasion was entitled "Hacremai ra 
Madame Melba." 

Big Incomes from Concert Field 

The many newspaper articles concerning 
the fabulous sums [)aid artists on the oper- 
atic stage have been largely the cause of con- 
vincing most people that opera offers, to the 
singer, the greatest income with the least ef- 
fort, to say nothing of the glitter and glory, 
Mme. Schumann-Heink and her managers, the 
Wolfsohn Bureau, think differently. 

They point out that an operatic star ap- 
pears from tAventy to fifty times during the 
season, and for such ai^pearances earns from 
$250 to ,S2,ooo per night, averaging from 
95,000 to ,$100,000 per season. C)n the other 
h.and, the work is exacting and strenuous and 
leaves little time for study along broader musi- 
cal lines. As a contrast to this, they declare 
that Mme. Schumann-Heink's income from 
her singing last sea.son was $150,000 and that 
they have already booked that nnich for the 
coming season, with the expectation of doing 
more than $200,000 worth of business. And 
all this in the legitimate concert fielrl. 

It is true that the constant trav(ding en- 
tailed is just as stri'niious as sonii- operatic 
work, but it is just as true that i1 leaves more 
time for the .artist to aci|uire ;i broader reper- 
toire, nor does it preclude operatic appear- 
ances. Mme. Schumann-Heink has made ap- 
pearances in opera each year, either here or in 
Europe", but always at a sacrifice financially. 

.\or does the lact of not belonging to any 
opera company detract from the great con- 
tralto's popularity. On the other hand, it 
probabl)' adds to it. for it enables her to \dsit 
all portions (if America and, b}' i}ersonal ccjii- 
tact with people, make her individuality and 
art better l<nown than cuild possibl\- he done 
by remaining in one place. This is not con- 
jecture, for the receipts from Mme. Schumann- 
Heink's concerts prove it to be a fact. So 
certain has it become that the house will 
always be crowded wdicn she sings, it has be- 
come the policy of her managers to hook her 
on a percentage basis. 

Some of her most notable concerts have 
been those in San l-'raneisco, her farewell con- 
cert of last year, wdicrc she received over 
$S,ooo for her share ; the two Sangerfest con- 
certs at Madison Square Garden, in New York, 
where the receipts were close to $20,000; Pat- 
erson, N. J., where she was heard by over 
7,000 people; Monmouth, 111., where she sang 
before 5,000 people in .a tent erected especially 
for the concert ; Ocean Grove, where over 9,000 
heard her, and various concerts in New York, 
Chicago, Boston and other great cities where 
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her rccei[5ts have been more than $25,000, as 
her share for each apj^earance. 

European managers complain that the Am- 
erican opera houses are taking all their great 
artists because they are offering exorbitant sal- 
aries. If the opera singers take a lesson from 
i\lme. Schumann-Mcink it will not be long un- 
til the managers of both America and Europe 
will be complaining that the more lucrative 
concert field is ruining their business. 

Loie Puller's Reheairsals 

Loie Euller is busy rehearsing in Paris the 
dancing act which is to he the big operatic 
sensation of Xew York next season. The per- 
formance, in \vliich Miss h'nller is assisted by 
crowds of children, lasts three hours. .Alas- 
senct, wdu) ])rovides the music for the act, is 
so enchanted wdth the iierformance th;it he 
declines to take any money in fees for 'he use 
of his music. "I have seen nothing like it," he 
says. "It is wonderful." 

Miss Fuller says that her children teach 
her. They are turned onto the stage and are 
left to dance naturally, to gambol as if in a 
game. .Suddenly the stage becomes a shower 
of butterflies, and the \\liide ennxd of \-oiing- 
stcrs starts catching them to .Massenet's niusic. 

.Many of the great think-ers, writers, ru'tists 
and men of letters may often be seen at tiie re- 
harsals of Loie Fuller and her fifty muses, who 
are now preparing for their "syni])honic 
dances" to be given next season. Caniille 
Flammarion, the a.-,tronomcr ; Jflles Claretie, 
director of the Theatre Francaise ; Mme. Curie, 
of radium fame; Massenet and Florent 
Schmidt, the com|)osers, and others wdiose 
names are household words in Paris arc 
among the friends of the little American dan- 
cer. 
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GEORGE FREDERICK HANDEL 

George Frederick Handel, whose name is 
usually written in English form, was born at 
Halle an der Salle on February 23, 1685. His 
father was a barber in early life and after- 
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wards a surgeon. Ilandel the elder was grcatlv 
opposed to his son's musical aspirations, but 
the lad was able to secure a small clavichord, 
which he concealed in the attic, and on wdiich 
he played when the f.imilv were asleep. In 
\-oun.t;- ll;ind(d, then sc'.-en \-ears oji| ac- 
comprmied his lath-T on .-i \-;-.ii to hi;-, step-on, 
\v\\i\ WA< in the sersdee of ilu' I )uke of .'<a.\e- 
\\ eisseiifels, .ami he seized iwciw opport iini 1 v 
ol stealing intcj th<' l)uke's chapel jiiid i)laying 
the organ. The result was that the Duke, who 
chanced to hear, him overcame the father's ob- 
jections and the lad was iierinitted to study 
music. In his eighteenth year be took a posi- 
tion in an orchesir,i in flaniburg, and from lli.it 
time forward his ])rogress was r;ipid. I lis 
first opera, .Alniir.-f, w;is ])ro(liiced when he 
was t\sent\-. In 1700 he eiiiei'ed the ^er\d(•e 
<if the I'.leetor. CiCor^e of llanmer, ai'terwards 
Geoi'i^e I. of k'ngland. to which I'oiiiitry he 
went the follow ing _\ ear, and the rem.ainder of 
his life was spent therv, except iuv short visits 
to the Continent. In 1713 he composed his 
Te Deum and Jubilate in commemoration of 
the Peace of Utrecht, for which he received a 
life pension of £200. Suhsecpiently he re- 
ceived another pension of like amount lor hav- 
ing composed the "W'att'r .Music" for a fete on 
the Thames, i le ga\ e his .attention to oratorio 
first in i/,^';, coni])osiipL;' "Saul" and "Israel in 
l\g3']H" in tlnil ye.ar. d'wo years later- he jn-o- 
duccd "'Jdie ^Messiah," wdiich is popularly re- 
garded as his greatest work, although he him- 
self preferred "Israel in Egypt." He died in 
1759, and was buried in Westminster Abbey. 

The strength of Handel's genius lay in the 
manner in which he could combine grace, free- 
dom and force, of wdiich the " 1 1 allehijali 
.Chorus" is an example. It is told that wiicu . 



George II. was present at the first perform- 
ance of "The Messiah" he became wearied 
with sitting, and when the first notes of this 
chorus were struck, he arose to his feet. Out 
of courtesy the audience arose also, and thus 
arose the habit of standing during the singing 
of that part of the Oratorio. Another illustra- 
tion of Handel's peculiar genius is the famous 
"Dead March" in "Saul," i)erliai)s the most 
complete musical expression of an idea that 
was ever written. Personally he was liberal 
with his money, but imjiatient of restraint, and 
his circle of friends was not large. The last 
seven years of his life were saddened by total 
blindness.

IN REGARD TO PRISONS 

A large percentage of people think our 
prison system a very deplorable one, and be- 
lieve that the majority of the inmates are very 
much to be pitied, on account of having to 
suffer the degradation of what prison life 
means; still, again, many people -would like to 
convince the rest of mankind that ;ill prisons 
slioiild be abolished; that incarceration for 
any but the gravest crimes is a niistak-e; and 
that the punitive effect of confinement is total- 
ly overbalanced by the evil influences engen- 
clered thereby. Just what such men would gi\ e 
us in lieu of the gaol and [jcnitentiary is not 
quite clear, and it is very probable that the 
most of people who condemn ]ninitivc systems 
reall_v understand \ery little about them, 
forming their judgment principalh' on the evi- 
dence furnished l)y son-ie one wdio has no 
scruples at all about telling wdiat is untrue, 
and misrepresenting prison conditions entire- 
1}' ; or else they have retained as a sort of 
heritage the horror inspired in the breasts of 
their forefathers by such iniquitous institu- 
tions as the Bastile or Newgate. Many peo- 
ple otherwise Avorthy enough are doing their 
I)est to make a farce of the ])enalties demanded 
of those who break the laws, and the}- con- 
done \v\ih those wdio not only do not deserve 
sympathy, but do not appreciate it in the 
smallest degree. The most daring murderer, 
if he has an enterprising counsel, can make his 
case appear to the highest extent romantic 
and pitiable, and if he has committed the 
crime in the United States will at the end of 
a farcical trial probably find himself accpiittcd 
on the plea of insanity or soine tr'iiiipcd-up 
excuse. We (\n unt s])eak here of the case of 
]->olitical prisoners, the punishment of this 
class of people is very often unmerited; but as 
far as our own ]:)ri^.ons arc concerned \cvv few 
of us know anything- about the real conditions. 
Therefore an article dealing with this ques- 
tion in the National Review for August is of 
])eculiar interest. It is written by a man who 
lias experienced prison, life, and extracts from 
the article are as follows: 

Towards the close of last year I chanced to 
fall into the han<ls of the police in connection 
with a matter wdncli was very much before 
the public eye at the time anrl has not yet 
been cntirel}' forgotten. .Xs a result of my 
conduct I underwent a term ('f one month's 
imprisom-i-ient wiih hard labor in a West 
couiitry prison. It is not ni\' intention to dis- 
cuss the incidents which led to my incarcer- 
ation ; suffice it to say that the sentence was 
regarded by my friends and by all those who 
under-stood my motives as unnece.ssarilv se- 
\-ere and calculated to do me noth.ing but 
harm. I'or this the harrowiiiL;' iien-piclnrcs of 
the life of convicted criminals, which respect- 
able, kind-hearted citizens read, shudder at, 
;ind h.elieve, were ntaiirly responsible. .As an 
Oxford graduate, brought up in comfort if not 
in luxury, and accustomed to the enjoyment 
of considerably niore than the necessities of 
life, it is only reasonable to suppose that I 
was less suited to the conditions of prison life 
than members of the cla^s from which the ma- 
jority (if criminals are drawn, .At home, at 
school, ;in(l at the uiii\'ersit \', mv tastes had 
always inclined towards refinement, freedom, 
and intellectual i)iirsuits. d'hough by nature 
an o]itimist, it was with some misgiving there- 
fore that I regarded my sentence. Had there 
been cause for complaint, such cause would 
not have escaped my notice, but experience 
(piickly scattered all my preconceived notions 
(.if prison conditons to the winds. Mam- have 
on their release written despairingly and even 
l)ittei-|y of jirison regime, Init lor the most 
jian they ha\'e done so to furtlier their own 
interests .'ind. if p>issible. lo excite ])i"ofital)le 
pity. 1 h;i\'e stri\-en to set forth in these pai^es 
a plain and truthful narrati\'e, l(jgcther with 
the conclusions which I have drawn, in the 
hope that their publication may do something 
to check false impressions. 

The first two "ordeals" (pace the humani- 
tarians) that await the crimin,-il rm entering 
prison arc the medical examination and the 
liot bath. It is onl}' i-easonalde to suppose 
that both these ai-c luxuries to which the ma- 
jority of prisoners are not accustomed, ddiey 
are, nKjrcovei-, luxuries which, had thev been 
attainable, might have given fresh lease of 
life to many a neglected and emaciated body. 
The regular allowance of three hot baths per 
month leaves little to be desired from a hy- 
gienic point of view; while the doctor is in 
constant attendance with his cheery "All right 
this morning?" to each prisoner as he files into 
morning chapel. 

Prison clothing is made from thick, warm, 
and .serviceable cloth, and I could not help 
making a mental comparison between my own 
condition and that of thousands of London 
hawd<ers.

warm blankets, a mat, a pillow, and two sheets. 
These are spread upon a large board composed 
of three planks joined together by cross- 
pieces which raise it from the floor. Short- 
term prisoners like myself are obliged to sleep 
w-ithout a mattress during the first fori.night 
of their sentence, but the regulation, it should 
be added, ajiplics only to male prisoners be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and sixty. My own 
recollection of it is one of distinct discomfort, 
followed by stiffness in the morning; but it 
Avas never sufficiently marked to deprive me of 
the requisite amount of sleep. "When it is 
remembered that prison is intended as a place 
of punishment, not of reward, there appears 
less just ground for complaint in this tempor- 
ary inconvenience. The criminals have no 
reason to cn\y the thousands wdio during the 
winter snowstorn-is spent their days on the 
London streets and their nights on the Thames 
Embankment. 

It is sometimes stated by sentimental peo- 
ple that to force a prisoner to clean, scrub, 
l)riish, and polish is to degrade his better in- 
stincts. It would, however, be a problem of 
more than passing difficulty to suggest an 
alternative were manual labor forbidden. 
"Educate the criminal!" "Lift him out of him- 
self!" ".Ai)|)eal to his better instincts!'' "Make 
him a nobler eitiyen !" These arc .a few- of 
mall)' suggestions. They look well as planks 
in a Socialistic platform. They sound well on 
the lips of enthusiastic visionaries. But they 
lack that essential virtue-r-practicability. They 
are repudiated by the criminals themselves 
and by those wdio are conversant with the 
ways and peculiarities of criminals. They are 
intelligible enough a mere Englishman ; but 
they would be "[Maetical politics" only to a 
citizen of Utopia. There may, of course, be 
one criminal in a hundred worthy of better 
things, but to abolish manual labor for the 
99 per cent in his interests would be folly. 
Rather is there need to increase both the 
amount and the severity. In prison the Brit- 
ish workman scrubs his own floor; in- freedom 
'he makes his wife do it. 

History has proved beyond dispute that 
there is no time more precarious, no time in 
which it is more essential for governments to 
walk warily, than the time when old institu- 
tions (however worthless in themselves) are 
being subjected to alteration and improve- 
ment. It is the one great lesson of European 
history during the eighteenth century, when 
the benevolent despots attempted, with the 
very best intentions and the very worst re- 
sults, to force sweeping reforms upon their 
respective countries in' (what they considered 
to he) the interests of the people. Plumani- 
tarians arc the benovclent despots of the 
twentieth century, and slum misery the insti- 
tution wdiich they set themselves to uproot. 
It is by no means a necessary institution. 
Humanitarians recognize this, but they do not 
recognize, sometimes, the delicacy of the task 
which they are undertaking. They set about 
it in the wrong way. It is a task which can 
only be accomplished gradually. As in de- 
molishing to useless house, the work must be 
commenced at the top, lest th.e wdiole edifice 
tumble about the ears of the workers. Prison 
is one of the bulwarks which defend the work- 
ers from catastrophes while they work, and it 
must be maintained in an efficient condition 
for that purpose. 

The ideal to which all movement ought to 
tend is admittedly the lenient prison. But the 
ideal can only be attained at the coming of 
that happy era wdien only the lenient prison is 
required. At present a much harder and more 
dour treatment of prisoners is needed, for this 
is the dangei-time when society is being grad- 
uualh- and practically evolutionizcd. At such 
a stage (.if human progress humauitarianism is 
found to bless only those that give, not those 
that receive, for tliere is a ruffianly minority in 
everv state or society, composed of men who 
do not appreciate kindness at its true value. 
Against these society is in duty^ bound- to pro- 
tect it-self. 

«It has been my object throughout this arti- 
cle to give a truthful, unbiassed account of the 
chief features of prison life, together with 
some exiiositioii of the danger that exists so 
long as tlu' go\-erning classes and public gcn- 
erall)' form their opinions of it from unreli- 
able and interested sources. No practical sys- 
tem of s(jcial reform can be safely attempted if 
prison is not meanwhile exercising that whole- 
.some restraint over the millions which is the 
primary object of its existence. The work of 
reform has been rendered trebly difficult by 
the vaporings of the sentimentalists, which 
unsettle men's minds, and lead them, in the 
ine\-itable disappointn-icnt which ensues, to 
look- to re\'olution and anarchy for relief. It 
\\ill be rendered impossible if the sufferers 
discover the true state of affairs before'" SO- 
cietv has agreed upon a remedy.

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THE EVOLUTION OF A DRY FLY 
FISHERMAN 

A\"hcii the ^vcatller is warm ami ihc walcr 
lov.' and clear should be a good time for those 
who arc used to the wet fly only to experiment 
in the use of the dry fly. The following ex- 
tract from an article in Recrcatio-.i describes 
graphically the success of a convert to the dry 
f!y on w-aters similar to those we have in 
this country. About now on rivers like the 
Cowichan the fisli are lying in the long smooth 
reaches below the deep pools where the water 
is clear and (piiet. The average wet fly man 
flogs in vain, but probably a skilful use <<i 
the methods described in this article would 
bring better success. The writer says: 

I was spending the latter part of -May at 
De Bnice. X. Y., on the Willowemoc, and 
fished cvery-ilay with varying success; one 
day taking four' fish, another eight, the best 
dav fourteen, and none over ten inches in 
length. .Ml were taken in the usual maimer 
termed "wet fly" fishing. Twm flies, -^nnictimcs 
three, were used, and ever}' effort was bent 
toward gix'ing ihcm what 1 thouglri to be a 
lifelike appearance by dancing lliem on the 



jumped that way; that he had tried them theFC 
for years but never got a fish over eight inches; 
and had seen fish jum|) that would weigh a 
pound or two. 1 asked for a reason, but he 
could not give a good (uic, even to satisfy him- 
self. Without (iisclosing my plan to liim, I 
a,sked him lo pick a fly from my collection 
which bore the closest resemblance to the in- 
sects the fish were feeding upon. He select- 
ed a Beaverkill and a very small (pieen of the 
waters, noi. verv good imitations of the flies 
on the water, but the best either of us bad. 
Though T wanted to he alone, I bad to invite 
him 111 gri with me the next evening, but lie 
laughingly declined, saying "That time of day 
is too in-ecious to spend on such a fruitless 
jjool." lie must have been impressed by my 
earnestness, however, for he finally said lie 
might get to the pool before dark, to see what 
success I had met with. 

Xot having the material nor the ability to 
make over the flies selected into the proper 
fnrm. it became necessary t(T "doctor" them 
^(1 ihcy woulil apjiroximat e the shape of llie 
I'.ngiis'h fly. The flies I br.d were of the regu- 
lar patterns, with the hackle and wings tied 
on at an angle of about 45 degrees, forming an 



the leader. For a moment I was not certain 
whether the fly I was looking at was mine or 
a natural insect. As I watched it. it floated 
smoothly along and as smoothly slipped into 
a little round hole which opened in the water 
below it! Instinctively I lifted tlie tip of the 
rod, which action seemingly had the effect of 
a signal for every trout in the stream to leap 
at once. However, it was only the one which 
had been struck. It was out of the water a 
half-dozen times in as many seconds, and 
seemingly in every corner of the j^ool at once. 
This was most surprising to me, as I had never 
liefore we hooked a rainbow trout. J did not 
know where to look for it next, and must con- 
fess that the strength of my tackle alone saved 
the fish. But 1 was soon brought to my 
senses by sundry exclamations and advice de- 
livered by my entomologist friend, who had 
.stolen down to see Vibat I was rloing. The 
fish was about lifelf^s when 1 netted it, and I 
pnimpilv complied with the reciuest to "llring 
him over and let me see him," I'nt on the 
\\av 1 stepped on a firm, flat black stone, 
which proved to be a hole, and down I went 
into four feet of water. \o, I didn't lose my 
fish, but under other circumstances the wet- 
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water — always keeping them in motion. Some- 
times the fly would be taken iniinediately, 
more often after it had been sawed up and 
down and across the stream. Sometimes the 
trout took the dropper fly, more often the 
stretcher. The fish I caught seemed to like a 
fly that was offered imder the water. And 
they were always small lish. 

Directh- in front of the hou^^e at wliich I 
was stopping the large stream is met by a 
smaller one called the Mongaup. .At the junc- 
tion is a \erv long jiool, and each evening it 
was ali\'e \rith trout up to fifteen inches in 
length, feeding on the ci)hemcridae which w ere 
hatching by the hundreds. I fished this pool 
carefully every day for an hour or two before 
sundown; and tried every fly 1 had, but all to 
no purpose. The moment m\ fics touched the 
water all rising ceasetl. to recommence imme- 
diately- they were taken nff. It was cxas|)cr- 
ating and indeed a jxior cimplimeiit tn my 
ability. I carried in ni\ fly book, among ^oiuc 
others, a clijijiing taken from an b.nglisli fi-^lt- 
ing paper, describing the "dry fly" cast and 
how to fish it. and 1 read and re-read it very 
careful!^'. Two essential points the writer 
dwelt upoti, and I felt certain success depend- 
ed upon my ability to execute them projjcrly. 
The first was. a single fly should be ca'^t 
lightly upon the \saier "above" a rising fish, 
and allowed to "flo.ai" down over bun — ami 
the other, in the language of the l-'.nglishman, 
"\\'as to the effect that, ■'ibere nnist be abso- 
Tutely no drag r.imn the fly: i.e., the line .'iiid 
leader must be above ;unl up stream fr(jm the 
fly, so the current could not exert a inill,. on 
them, and in con.sequencc carry tiic fly down 
stream at an unnatural i)acc. f^ay no atten- 
tion to any belly or looseness of the cast 
;( leader) providetl the same be up stream," In 
other words, the leader and line offering a 
greater resistance, the\' were carried down 
more rapidlv hv the current, and h\ exerting 
a drag (J.i the fly submerged it, thus defeating 
the object of "floating the fly." To obviate 
this to some extent he advised rubbing the line 
and leader very lightly with deer-fat, and us- 
ing an application of liquid paraffine on the 
hackle of the fly. 

If these things were helpful to a man who 
knew how to cast a dry fly, I felt I was in a 
bad way. 1 realized, of course, that there 
niiglit be such a thing as deer-fat — but where 
was it to be foinid? .And 1 might as well have 
sought the philosopher's stone, as to look f. -.r 
"liquid" paraffine in Sullivan county. No 
one had ever even heard of it': h'urthcrmore, 
by no stretch of the imagination could any 
fly that I had be said to resemble the Eng- 
lishman's descriotion of a "dry fly." .Aside 
frbm the fact that they were not imitations of 
the natural insects, the material difference was 
that the hackle and wings of the English fly 
were tied at right angles to the body— the 
wings being upright and o[)eii, aufl the hackle 
standing almost straight out. ( h'lics made in 
this manner will float well and bast for iiiany 
casts without an application of the paraffine.) 

Counsel was taken of a gentleman stopping 
at the same house who fisiied with flies only 
and was somewhat of an entomologist. He 
?ai(l it wati 'Useless to try th^ trout when they 



acute angle where the\' were fastened at the 
head. I began by tying a piece of silk thread 
about the body close up to where the wings 
were joined, then fiJi'cing the latter into an 
upright position, passed an end of the silk 
aroiunl each wing, sectn^ing them by a double 
turn about the head of the fly. The hackle 
could not be treated this way, but by running 
the fingers along the body from the tail to 
the head, the light, hairlike feather was made 
to stand (Hit (juite straight, making a very pre- 
.sentabk^ dry fly. It floated very nicely when 
tried in a glass of water, ami to impro\-p this 
(pialitx- I tried, in lieu of the liquid paraffine, 
.some melted shavings from a paraffine candle 
— and promjitly r'liincd the fly! N'aselinO had 
the same effect. I tried olive oil, obtained from 
the dining mom table, and while it did not 
thicken, it came off the fly and left a scum 
on the water, which did nut seem desirable. 
( I have since learned that paraffine will do the 
.same unless applied very lightly 1. I had de- 
termined, after preparing another fly or two, 
to use them as thev ere, w lieii it occurrcfl to 
me that if 1 could grease the ferrules oi my 
rod by rubbing them in my hair, enough oil 
might be similarly obtained to rub on the 
hackles. My scalp yielded the exact thing; a 
very small quantity to be sure, but 1 am con- 
vinced this was one reason my dry fly floated. 
W hen 1 placed the fly on the water in the 
glass, it stood right up on its "hind legs." arm 
for a long time. 

\'ery little did T sleep that night. Like the 
college oarsman who is lo go out on the mor- 
row ami imll four miles fdv the honor of bis 
.Alma .Mater. 1 did a deal (pf mcni.tl rt hears- 
ing wdien 1 shonbl h.-sve slept. I'lu' morning 
sun rose ou <iiie of those days th.il make a 
man want to shout for the sheer jo}- of living — 
if he has nothing to worrv him — but to me it 
was just a good dav for fishing, with no sign 
of rain. Starting off earlv , 1 plav ^Ml at fishing 
and dilly-<lallied all day, arriv iiu; at the l)attle- 
ground about a half-hour befori' sundown, and 
there, upon a rork at the head ot the pool, sat 
a bi,)v "dredging" iiiv ]iri\;ile aipiarinni with a 
worm! .\ bit of chocolate lured him away, 
and we sat together on the bank waiting fur 
the rise to begin. In a few moments a deli- 
cate little yellow .May fly fell on the surface 
of the pool, and was snatched immediately. 
Socni others came, and went the same w;iy, I 
began my pre])arations with many misgiv ings 
as 1 gazed on the same imitation I held in 
my hand. I low ev er. I tried on the Number 10 
lieaxerkill which I harl kept carefully dr_\-. ami 
looker! out lor the best place to cast from, i 
had to ca.sl across stream, as the fish were 
all on one sicie, and if a cast were made direct- 
ly upstream the leader would have had to pre- 
cede the fly coming doAvn, and so frighten the 
fish. As I began my preliminary casts in or- 
fler to lengthen the line m}- teeth actually chat- 
tered, this time the iish ^verc rising every- 
where, ami as the line lengthened to about 25 
feet, I dropped the fly on the water, I was 
.•'inazcil at the lightness with which it fell and 
the easv way it floaterl. To me, used to drag- 
ging flies across the water, it seemed too life- 
less, and while it floated down slowly I ro- 
•tice<l that it did not appear to attached to 



ting I got would have provoked some pro- 
fanity. I now prepared to go back to "the 
house, but the old gentleman suggested ' that 
I try for another fish. However, I felt I had 
bungled so Ij'adly that I would rather rest on 
my laurels than to exhibit my awkwardness 
again before such a keen judge. But there was 
to be no escape; my friend insisted, and so. 
using the same fly with a little more "hair oil" 
on it, I cast once again. The very first cast 
was a duplicate of the previous killing one, and 
I was fast to another good trout. I handled 
my fish in better fashion this time, and my 
friend helped me out by netting it. Another 
rainbow trout — thirteen inches long. Two 



latter, I thought I should be fairly safe. Hav- 
ing seen everything rigged nj) to my satisfac- 
tion, I went to camp t:o fortify the inner man 
before returning to lake up my position for 
the night. 

My wife, who generally accompanies mc on 
my tiger trips, came with mc, and having trav- 
eled as far as the base of a hill thp.t ran along 
between my camp and the kill on one of my 
elephants, we were soon on the spot and set- 
tled down on our somewhat rickety perch. It 
was now about five o'clock, and the evening 
promised to be fine and clear, but as the moon 
rose a storm caine on, and the thiclc lilaclc 
clonds that filled the sky left us in aliiiosi; 
r'",gvi)tian darkness. It was a curious situation; 
the loneliness of the jungle, the feeling that 
a tiger was near at hand, the inky blackness 
of the sky. and' the thunder roaring amongst 
the hills made the night one of the weirdest 
in my experiences, and one which I shall never 
forget. 

The nullah in which the kill was lying ran 
out of a horseshoe ridge, and although quite 
20 feet deep where we were situated, it shal- 
lowed rai)idly in the direction of the ridge, and 

about a dozen yards higher up it was no more 
than 3 feet or .\ feet. 1 was seatcil on the end 
of the char|)o\- overhanging the bush, and im- 
mediately above the kill, whilst my wife sat 
behind me on the end that was resting on the 
path, from which the ground sloped sharply 
up. 

About nine o'clock T heard the tiger come 
up to the kill, crunching the siDnes umler his 
feet and sniffing loudlv as he vvallced along; 
this continued for some little time, and I 
warned- my wife, by a nudge of my elbow, to 
keep quiet. For about ten minutes all was still 
and I could hear nothing, when suddenly we 
heard the tiger approaching by the pa'li on 
which the charpo}- was actually resting, lie 
had, of course, winded us, and began sniffing 
loudlv again, and seemed to come so close that 
1 fell I cinild have touched him with m\- rifle, 
l ie had evidentlv susi)ected something wl en 
he was down in the nullah, and had come up 
to reconnoitre, and having ap])roachcd as near 
as possible, retired. .As soon as I heard the 
tiger coming along the path I slewed round 
and rested ni}- rifle on my wife's knees, and 
although the tiger must have come within a 
couj/le of yar'1'5 of us. absoliitelv nothing could 
be seen, not even the luminous eves that 
sportsmen mention, so intense was the dark- 
ness at the time, and under tlic cu'cumstances 
I could not fire. There was anoth.er pause, 
and then the tiger was heard again, this time 
on the other side, sniffing as loudly at us and 
coming as unpleasantly close 'as before. How- 
ever, he again retired, and nothing more was 
heard for some time. Still unsatisfied, he 
made }-et a third reconnaissance, this lime 
more noisily, bv the slope in the rear of my 
wife, and stones displaced by his feet rolled 
down on to our charpoy. .Again the snorting 
and sniffing ceased, and all was (piiet My 
wife then askctl me in a whisper whether I 
thought we were safe, as 1 was unable to fire. 
I said I thought the tiger, having winded .us, 
was sniffing round out of inquisiti venes.s. No 
doubt he was very hungry and anxious to get 



off a cou];le more shots in quick succession. 

W e were now reallj' in a very dangerous 
situation — between the devil and the deep sea 
— as we were down in the nullah between the 
tigress and her kill. However, having gained 
the opposite bank, I hauled my wife up and 
put her in front, whilst I followed, holding the 
lantern behind me so as to expose the. light in 
the probable direction of the attack, for there 
was little douljt (he tigress was coming up. 
behiufl. In this way, with many a backward 
glance, we reached the watershed of the range 
in safety, and descended to tlie loot of the hill. 
W e found our eleidiani u-aiting for us, after 
having had about as un])le-isani an hour as I 
ever remember in air my experience. 

Early next morning I went back to inspect 
the ground ^vl1ich had been the dark theatre 
of our adventures, and found that the kill had 
been entirely devoured during the night, and 
by the pug marks discovered we liacl been 
visited b}- a large tigress and two fair-sized 
cubs. This accounted for the per.sistency with 
which she attempted and finally succeeded in 
getting rid of us. From the appearance of the 
remains of the carcase the next morning it was 
evident the happy family were not long in get- 
ting to work as soon as all wa.^ reported clear 
for action. So they got their dinner after all, 
.-iml prnbaby without ever appreciating the 
kindness of the moon in jilaying the part of the 
ideal chaperon. — I'",. A. i'i-)wn, in The Field.

IN THE HOUR OF DANGER 

One e\-ening 1 was encamped at a spot 
where the Ri\'er Jumna cuts Ihrougli a range 
of hills called the Sewaliks, when information 
was brought in that a tiger had killed a bul- 
lock in rather a weird and unfrequented part 
of the jungle about two miles from niy camp. 
I immediately went out to ascertain the truth 
of the re7.-ort and, if possible, to have a look 
at the kill, ind found- it lying^^in a nulhih on 
one side of Avhich was a sheer bank cf . about 
20 feet high, and, us there was no tree any- 
where suitable for a machan, I got a charpoy 
(native bed) and fixed it up with t'.vo legs on 
th.e top f,i the bank and the other twJ resting 
on a thick bush growing out of the steep bank 
whilst the .front, were directly, ovefhanging 
ine nullah, arid, on account of thp defAh of th?

A ROCKEFELLER STORY . . 

Of the many stories that are in circulation 
about Mr. Rockefeller here is one which is 
not only absolutely authentic, but wliich 
throws a curious light u]Km the character of 
the famous millionaire.

Rockefeller was a clerk in a Cliicago house, 
at a salary of two pounds a w-eek. 1 Ic had air 
ailment which rcf|uired a simple and harmless 
operation. He went to a surgeon of high 
repute in Cleveland, and arranged to pay so 
much a month. Not long ago the old com- 
plaint manifested itself again-, and Mr. Rocke- 
feller sent for the doctor of his youtVi.

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Mount Pele as It /s Today 



Seven years have passed since Mont Pclcc 
discharged its torrent ot lava on the smiling 
town of St. Pierre and laid waste no incon- 
siderable portion of the Island of Martinique. 
More than one expedition has visited jthe 
Island to note the changes wrought by time 
and the agents that arc active in healing the 
scar occasioned by the flow of lava and ashes 
over a charming country. The latest of these 
expeditions was under the charijc of Dr. Ed- 
mund Hovcy, in connection with the .'\mcri- 
can Museum of Natural History; this was 
the third time that he had visited the Island 
since the disaster. St. Pierre, (Mice the scat 
of flourishing industry and a convenient mar- 
ket for the products of the district, is like a 
town destroyed a hundred years ago and 
abandoned to decay. Most of the walls that 
were left standing have now fallen down. 
Grass and shrubs grow in ihe crevices be- 
tween the ruins. Hopeless despair and in- 
competence in presence of the Herculean la- 
iii\'olvrd in clearing awav the stones and 
rubbish are everywhere evident. The Rue 
Victor Hugo, the principal street and once 
the pride of the town, lias been cleared of 
the ashes that blocked it, and some of the 
side streets rendered passable. Here and 
there a few buildings have lu-cn marie habit- 
able, and a modest hotel stri\ es ii> cater f^r the 
few stragglers who have been l:)rouglu tri the 
place by curiosity or necessit}-. The feeble 
atteiTipts of a few tradesmen to carry nn 
business serve to emphasize the coiTipletenc>s 
of the destruction that overtook the town, lint 
St. Pierre will rise again — literally, from its 
ashes — because it is necessary to the coun- 
try. The harbor is of importance. .-Mrcady 
a solid wooden pier has been constructed 
near the lighthouse, which is still efficient. 
There is regular steamboat "communication 
with Fort de France. 

But there can be no decisive iniprox emcnt 
till confidcjice is re-established antong Ithe 
inhabitants. The paralyzing effects of panic 
linger still among them. They need to be 
assured that no such overwhelming disaster 
can again bring death and ruin. Fortun- 
ately, accurate scientific examination of the 
crater of Mont Pclee encourages a hopeful 
view. Before the 8th of May, the day of the 
eruption. Mont Pelee exhibited a huge open 
crater, about a kilometre in diameter; the 
deepest part sank some 650 feet below^ the 
highest point of the surrounding wall. This 
wall, however, was not continuous or of uni- 
form height. On the southwest side the wall 
was broken by a V-shaped chasm, while else- 
where the wall stood firm and solid. When 
the eruption took place the continuous wall 
offered a very effective resistance to the flow 
of lava and other ejected luaterial, and com- 
pelled the river of fire to take the path of 
least resistance through the gap towards the 
southwest, where, unfortunately, lay St. 
Pierre. Not only was direction given by this 
aperture to the issuing iava, but velncit\- 
also; and the slrcaiu was carried further on 
its career towards St. Pierre than would have 
been the case had the crater wall been entire. 
Now a new cone, composed mainly of solid 
rock, fills the old crater and rises some 400 
feet above the highest part of the old crater 
edge. There is no longer a chasm in the higli 
wall to give direction to outflowing material, 
and in the later storms, p.;. in August, igoj, 
the destructive ashes were scattered unil'orni- 
Iv in all directions or as determined by the 
direction nf the wind. .At the distance of St. 
Pierre such a rain of ashes CDuld work little 
mischief, and in the town neither life nor 
property was endangered. In any future 
eruption it may be confidently anticipated 
that the distribution and character of tlie 
damage will present the milder features of 
the August outbreak. 

The internal energy nf the \f)lcano. hov,- 
cvcr. effected such changes nf figure in it-, 
summit that (n the terrified iiihaliitanls tlir 
unexpected is always pfissible. Like a nion- 
strous needle of solid rock, the new cone or 
spire could i)e seen standing erect, incr<'asing 
its stature at the rate of some fifty feet a day, 
and men shuddered at this fresh evidence of 
latent force. The growth was not altogether 
uniform. Sometimes the upper portiiui would 
fall, but the damage was (piickly repaired, 
and in May, 1903. ^^!K■^ ilie pinnacle attnin- 
cil its gr^ale-^t altitude, the new ■-trnrtnre 
st'-iofl c(ursider.abl_\' higher tli.m tlu' nid sum- 
mit, and for a whde Mont i'clee enjoyed tlie 
reputation ol being the highest mouiUaiii in 
the Antilles. .Apparently dissatisfied with 
this colossal monument on which so mucii 
labor had been bestowed, no sooner was it 
finished than Nature set to work to destni\- 
it. Destructioti was the easier in that tlie ])in- 
nacle, though huill up 1)\- rock acctiniulation 
and net formed of detached fragments, was 
fissured and cracked throughout. L'nable tn 
bear its own weight, a thousand feet \\;is 
^\•re5ted frrun the summit of the new s[)ire. 
and the huge block-s of which it was cmu- 
posed lay scattered at the foot of the cone 
and in the valley beneath. The display of 
such stores of force and the exercise of latent 
energy worked irreparable mischief on the 
distracted inhabitants. Here, again, scientific 
examination proves reasstiring. These mam- 
moth rtiins are the results of expiring energy. 
They tell of tlic throes of a decaying giant. 

Another feature which has no doubt lend- 
cA to delay the lebuilding of tlic town of St. 
Pierre is the formation i)f "fumaroles" on 
tlic up]ier portion of the volcano. These con- 
sist of fissures and holes in the ashes depos- 
ited seven years ago, from which steam is- 
iicd they cannot regarded as of a supcr- 
btlt from the hig^h temperature attained and 



the length of time that the heat has contin- 
ued they cannot l)c regandtl as eof a super- 
ficial character, but are probably deep-seat- 
ed and owe their temperature to the earth's 
store of internal heat. There is very con- 
siderable variation in the temperature of these 
"fumaroles ;" some reach only about 150 deg. 
Fahr., others attain 600 deg. Fahr., and at the 
top of the crater ^lie temperature was so high 
that at night the rocks might be expected to 
glow red hot. Dr. Hovey relates that, una- 
ware of the extent aiul convenience of this 
soiu'ce of heat, he provided himself with a 
petroleum stove for the purpose of camp cook- 
ery. This precaution proved superfluous. 
All that was necessary was to dig a small 
hole near the "fumarolc." insert the kettle, 
and the earth's internal heat boiled the water. 
Stich a source of heat ma\- minister to the 
comfort <if the scientific explo\'er, but it is 
ver}' disipiieting to the terror-stricken nati\-e. 
-Moreover, the iniiuediate neighborhood of 
these "luniaroles" is sniitlcii with the curse 
of a \'ast desolation. N'n blade of grass is to 
be seen on the naked rock, no fly or ant 
ventures near these gaping fissures. .A si- 
lence that is uncanny reigns around, and the 
dismal loneliness is utterly unrelieved. There 
are, however, grounds for hope even amid 
this lifelcssness. Though steam still issues in 
large ciuantities from tlie "fumaroles," for the 
last three > ears no ashes ha\ e been ejected.

THE SEASON IN JERSEY 

Battle of Flowers 

The Channel Islands have long been a 
favorite holiday resort, and even this year, 
\ dicn, until lately, the weather in Soi;ihern 
Tngland was unfavorable to those in search of 
hctdth and rest. Jersc}- at any rate seei.'.s to 
have suffered little [vom elmiatic vacraries and 
has had many \isilors. At this time of the 
} c;ir, saws the L^ondon Morning Post, Jersc ^' is 
indeed a little paradise, with its dancirig, 
laughing seas, its perfumed breezes, its stalely 
;.nd rugged cliffs, its verdant valley.-;. It has, 
however; other attractions. Its inhabit^ants .arc 
a compound of two races, and the is'and, with 
its peculiar constitution, is the meeting iilace 
of two nationalities. There is enougii o*f 
h'rance to interest one; yet enough of F.ngland 
to make one feel at home. In the towns I'hig- 
iish is mainly spoken, though nuist people are 
bi-linguai ; but today the men, women, ami 
children of the country parishes — there are 
tv.'elvc of them in Jersey — have invaded the 
town, and I have heard on every side the old 
Norman patois. Speak to a farmer in French, 
he understands you; but }-ou may have to puz- 
zle over his reply, delivered in his own pecu- 
liar dialed. .And what fine men thcv are, most 
of these country farmers! .\'o bent backs and 
slouching gait with them! Thcv \\n.\k erect, 
w'wh a sharp step. In coii\-ei's;itinn w^itli M. 
.Aidiin, the Connetable, or .Mayor, of St. He- 
liers. I remarked on the fact. "Yes," lie re- 
plied, "that is, in my opinion, due to our sys- 
tem of compulsory military service. We have 
three battalions of militia and a battery of 
artillery, and have almost too many recruits 
lor them. You see our population is 54,000, 
of whr)iii 2').cion reside in this to\\ii ; nnd 
tliough }-ou wo\il(l hardly belie\e it. tlie oop- 
ulation is one "I tlic densest in b.urope— 1,500 
to the S(piare mile." 

The battle of flowers took place on \"ic- 
loria a\"enue, which runs along the sea fn^int. 
( )n the one si<le of the field of battle were 
the rugged height'^ of \\'e-t Mount, with jag- 
ged rocks peeping through the pui'])!e heather; 
on the other the kiue \\;i1ers of the bav. out 
(li which ri^c^ tlie imp(ising historical pile of 
I'dizabcth Castle, with its moss-grown battle- 
ments. .Ml along the a\enne. from an arch of 
gi'eenery which ni;irked il-^ beginning. \'epe- 
li'in m;i-;ts e'i\-ere(l with ewi'gi'eens and flow- 
ers were erecled. fcstoiuis of greencr\- hang- 
:ng from one to another and the \ cry barrels 
of earth in which were thiven the posts siip- 
norting the ropes in front of the stands were 
wrapped in shea\ es of corn. 

It was a huge crowd that witnes.sed tlie 
parade. On either side of the avenue stands 
had been ereeleil, and in ilic centre was that 
rercri.'cd lor the l.ieuieiiaiit ( io\'eriior, the 
C'onnetalile and oihcr not;d)ilities. There \s-erc 
liine classes. h'irst came the idiildren. the 
cyclists juid the c (|nest ri.ans. Then follo\', ed 
the schools ;nid (.'.her juvenile institutions, 
which sent groujis of fi\c to twenty chiifiren 
tn coiupcte for the Ciiallenge Shield, dreat 
local interest centred in the competitors lor 
the inter-parochial cups, who came next; and 
towards the end there was a parade of two- 
wheeled vehicle/ drawn by ponies, donkeys, 
or horses, of motors, and of four-wheeled carts 
.and carriages. There ^vere mmierous ])rizes for 
ilie ckisscs and special i)rizes, notabh' one for 
\ isitnrs . ;iiiotlier for farmers''earts, and a third 
for \eliiclcs decorated with wild fInwTrs oulw 
No one could watch the parade without pleas- 
urable emotion ; and not only the local people, 
but many visitors had entered into the idea of 
a floral fete heart and soul. Among the chil- 
dren there were some dainty and original ideas 
in decoration ; and when it came to the 
wheeled \'ehicles the honors were awarded h}' 
])opular vole to a Japanese merchant in the 
town, who had a rickshaw daintily decorale<l 
in delicatcly-hned flowers, in it were his two 
little girls, o\'er whom as parasol, was poised 
a stork, worked out in white flowers. The 
motor-car class was rather small, but the four- 
wheeled vehicles made up for the deficiency. 
It was the best class in the fete, and the vot- 
ing must have been dose. The prize went to 



a car driven by a child and filled with j^otmg 
ladies in graceful poses, over whose heads 
soared a huge dragon {\y in flowers. The same 

car-obtained the prix d'honnei,ir b)'' the vote of 
the public. Throughout it was an extremely 
pretty sight, and when the genera! parade took 
])lacc the applause was continuous. 

Then the bugles rang out and the mimic 
battle began. It waged furiously. There was 
no lack of ammunition. Roses, carnations, 
sweet peas, hydrangea blooms, dahlias, daisies 
— all sorts and kinds of flowers in season were 
thrown, the main engagement being between 
the competitors on one side and the pccu- 
pants of the stands on the other. Laughter 
look the place of the roar of artillery ami good 
humor aiul enthusiasm were the orders of the 
day, horseplay being entirely absent. Indeed 
it seemed a I-'reuch fete somewhat restrained 
by British sedateness, and was quite character- 
istic of the half-way house between France and 
Hngland. It was an exciting half hour, on 
which both the sun and the ladies — many of 
wdiom ^\■ore the most becoming Jersey bonnets 
of all delicate tints — smiled bcnigidy. 

Jn the c\"cniiig there were illuminations, a 
Confetti fight, an allegorical |)rocession aiul a 
ca\'alcade representing the nations of the 
\v(udd. and fireworks. J3oth in the afternoon 
and evening the bands of the King's (.)wn 
Regiment and of the Jersey Royal Militia 
played at intervals. The whole fete was most 
successful and reflected great credit on the 
organizbrs, who year I'.v year improve upon 
the |)revious season's efforts and are rewarded 
bv \ erN' large ;it teiulances. 'idie population of 
St. Heliers must ha\'e reached 45.000, for e\-ei-y 
hotel is full, and the country districts emptied 
themselves into the town. .Many Ciuernsey 
people, too, (orgetting territorial jealousies, 
came over for the fetes.

ROSES FOR THE BF.Al TV OF THEIR 
FRUITS 

Manv Roses are bright vvith color in late 
autumn and winter from the profusion of 
hips, or heps. None is more beautiful than 
our native Dog fxose CRosa canina). Thriugli 
to be seen in many an Lnglish hedgerow, an 
out-of-the-way corner migln be given up to 
our wilding and its varieties for the sake of 
the scarlet heps in autumn. The Penzance 
and Sweet I'.riars are also showy, and of the 
si)ecies— -that is. Roses wild in other countries, 
having been introduced to these shores — one 
ma\' nienti'in the [lopular |a[)anese Rose 
(Rosa rugosa); its flat, orange-shaped heps 
are so abundant and brightly colored that they 
make a brilliant picture. R. microphylla has 
vellow pricklv fruits. whiR those of R, macro- 
jdiylla are pear-shaped and scarlet. The dee]) 
crimson heps of liosa pomifcra (the ajiple- 
shapcd Rnsc. cin'cred w\\h bristl\- hairs lik-e 
those on many a large gooseberry, are as re- 
markable as an\-. Some o[ the ,'\iiieriean 
species, although the fruits ;ire usually small, 
are handsome, such as R. nutkana anr! R, 
Carolina. The elongated pear-shaped fr ..ts of 
R. alpina and its variety pyrenaica arc . I'ight 
red and have a pleasant resinous odor when 
rubbed, ('ne must not forget R. tomenlosa 
and R. inolli-. \\-ild Ro^e^ oi I'.rilain, or llie 
members of the Scotch Rose .group (R. pim- 
pinellifolia) which have black heps.

Four or five thousand feet abo\-c sea Icn'cI, 
between the coast irmge and the ."-^eikirks, lies 
th.c Long Lake l'"orest Rescrs'c, 60,000 acres of 
timber, jealously guarded against fire, not for 
its very slight commercial value, but because 
it holds the snow and rainfall for the Yale 
division of I'rilish Columbia, a land wherein 
moisture is monc}-. It is also a. fish and game 
jircserve, and for the angler its interest cen- 
tres in half a dozen lakes, in which the trout 
fishing is superb. Wonderful ( as 1 know from 
exi)eriencc) in the worst of them, the s|x>rt 
improves in direct ratio to their inaccessibility 
from Kamloops, which is on the main line o{ 
the Canadian Pacific railroad, 250 miles east 
of Vancoviver. I fished the nearest — even this 
took me a drive of twenty-two miles, half of 
it throu.gh \-irgin forest — for two days, and 
should have imagined it the finest lake fishing 
even in that wonderful country, but that 1 was 
assured bv several exf'crts that the rest, which 
can l)e got at only tiy riding and pack horse>, 
give far more amazing results. 

An}diow. Trout Lake, or Fisli Lake (cither 
name is fulh- deser\-ed) sv.'arms with rainbow 
trout, which rise greedily to the fl\' an_\'whero 
near the shores, and on of flag's lalce the sjioou 
out in the deeper water. .My actiiui when 
casting a fly is not unlike that of Bo.sauquet 
on a slow wicket, yet I gladly threw back 
everything under a pound. This ought to say 
something for tlie quality of the fishing. At 
the very first cast I got two, one of 2 pounds, 
the other one-half pound less, and they jumped 
high out of the water, like baby tarpon, six or 
eight limes. Lake trout. e\-en when they take 
the fl_\', arc cr)mmonly adjudged tamer s[)ort 
than those of rivers, but I can truthfully say 
that those of VX'estern Canada leap like acro- 
bats and fight like devils. The m.iddle of the 
lake may be 10 fct deep, but all the fly fishing 
is on the shallows, in the pickets of the reed 
beds, and the only skill called for is in keepiu.g 
clear of the reeds, into which e\'ery fish makes 
instiiicti\-c bolls. Many flics do well on the 
lak'c, and among them none arc better than a 
red-bodied Montreal and a green-bodied cow- 
dung, though March Hrown, Silver Doctor, 
Zulu and Parmachene Belle all have their da} s 
out. All of them can be bought in Vancouver, 
and are to be tied on a 5 or (> hook. 

There have been great catches on this lake 
in the past. Two rods have been known to 
catch forty-five fine trout in a quarter of an 
lioiu". Only the remoteness of the lake finm 
the railroad and the vigilance of Cowan, the 
forest ran.ger (wdio makes anglers comfortable 
;it Rainbo-\v Lodge, the only accom niod.'ition 
on the bake shore 1, ha\'C sa\'e(l the fish, abun- 
dant as thc\- nre. from extcrniinatiiui. The I'"ish 
Commissioners ha\'e their e3-e on the place, 
,-iiid they will be well advised in making .sev- 
eral alterations in the too-easy laws that at 
present govern the sport there. The size 



limit, for instance might well be raised from 
8 inches to 10 inches, and the day's bag of 
t\venty-fi\-c would be a reductiop hy one-fifth. 
.A cheap permit might also be issued, less per- 
haps for the sake of revenue than to enforce 
registration, and thus enable Cowan to keep 
an eye on parties fishing the other lakes, which 
lie some miles further on. Lastly, there is so 
much fishing all o\cv that part of Canada that 
iKJ true sportsman \vould object to the open- 
ing day being postponed from May 1 to June i, 
as the snow is late in melting and the spawn- 
ing fish get no chance, being backward in both 
the lake and in Meadow Creek, its only out- 
let. I throw out these suggestions in no spirit 
of teaching the commissioners their own busi- 
ness, but in pure gratitude for the two most 
enjoyable days of trout fishing I ever had in 
my life. 

.Apart from man, these trout have their 
share of n.atural enemies. .At all times half a 
dozen loons may be seen or heard, thougli 
Cowan floes what he can to keep their num- 
bers down. A pair of osprcy.s, too, generally 
quartered the lake during my stay7 and the 
mink and musk rat take toll along the well- 
timbered l)anks. \\'orst of all, perhaps, arc the 
bea\ ers, whose o\-e'"night activity is evident in 
tangles of newly-felled timber. These busy 
C'trpciitcrs cat not a single fish, it is true, be- 
ing I i,gid ^•egetarians, but they dam the 
sU'eams, and thus cut off the running water, 
which is such a vital necessity to the growing 
fry. A score have had' their home on the lake 
for years, and are strictly protected until' 191 1. 
It is even probable that, in view of 'national 
sentiment, the period of their protection will 
be indefinitely extended. 

My other Canadian lake is less full of fish, 
but has much of the beauty v/hich I recalled 
at Tahoc. It is in Alberta, and lies in the heart 
of the Banff National Park. To its beautiful 
shores, the day after turning my back on Trout 
Lake, I drove nine miles from the springs 
Hotel, through some of the grandest scenery 
in the Canadian Rockies. It goes by the un- 
compromising name of Devil's Lake, or Min- 
newanka Cwhich meant approximately the 
same t(5 the superstitious Indians), for in its 
un fathomed de])ths lusk grisly trout of good- 
ness knows what weight. Specimens have 
been caught \\\) to 30 pounds, and, needless to 
say, all fishing is done by trolling in the deep 
water with a spoon from the middle of June to 
the end of July, I am, personally, not pas- 
sionately addicted to trolling, except in salt 
water, so 1 tried for a short time only, being 
rowed ovr the best grounds by Mr, Collins, 
who owns the inn. The one response to .my 
overtures was a tremendous pull, which all but 
snatched a 20-foot salmon rod out of my 
hands, I was so startled by this wholly unex-' 
peeled attack that I missed the fish, and I 
was not particularly anxious to get a second.

It \s as filled with yomig- 
sters hctween 5 and 14 years of age. pale-faced, 
thin, aiul some ob\ iously delicate. They were 
clean and tidy, and showed the care of mothers 
who had had to deny themselves of a good 
deal to ju'cpare a precious p;ireel ot clothes 
which c\-er\- child bu.gged. The_\- were worthy 
subjects for a holiday, these dweller'^ in n\-er- 
crowded rooms in sunless streets. .M;iny 1 life 
among them may he sa^•ed b\' the fortnight's 
euiovment of the in\igoraling air of the vil- 
k'lges, the medicine they most need. 

The smih s ;ui.l cheers and waving caps as 
the train steamed away was the recognition 
of the children for the fund, but it was left to 
an incoming load to hall-mark the national 
work the organization is doing. P.nuized and 
\igorous, with boots in many cases berniii.g 
signs of long tr.amps in search of noxelt'es, the 
\-oungsters jumped inlo the .irnis ol luolhcrs 
awaiting them, full of i-nergy ;md of talcs of 
the wonders ol the couiilry. There.- wa^^ cease- 
less chatlering, ;uid an anxiety to show the 
gifts the counlrj' folk had showered upon the 
cribbed, cabined and confined children of the 
great metropolis. Here a live rabbit was pro- 
rluced. there a bird now doomed to exile, and 
bunches of flowers galore. I'ruit, the produce, 
of .allotment ground f)r \-illage g.'U'den. was 
brought up as a present for '.be home, and on 
.■ill sides one heard the telling of the stori.'s ol 
the wild flowers which are the greatest ch;iriu 
of I'oppvland. Mere, then, were twci pictures 
— the departure of the weak and ailing, and 
the return of the rejuvenated boy and girl, 
rendered healthier by their stay among kind 
folk, and better fitted mentally and morally to 
face the tasks of their youn.g lives. An appeal 
for the fttnds of an association achieving such 
results ^vas u'e\ er nia<lc in \-ain in London, and 
those whn overlook-ed their duty will (hnibt- 
less hasten to send their dc'iiations to the Larl 
of Arran, the honorar)' treasurer, at the offices. 
45,000 Holiday Makers 

Twent}'-two thousaiul children returiicil 
from their holidays provided by the fund on 
Thursday, They came from the Midlands, the 
bracing Uastern Counties, the South Coast, the 
West, "and from so far afield as Wales. A 
bigger army was sent away rejoicing. Fully 
23,000 found scats in trains leaving .Padding- 
ton, Liverpool street, "Waterloo, London Bridge, 
iSuston, St. Pancras and King's -Cross. The 



biggest parties went on the Great Western and 
Great Eastern systems, and some of the luck- 
ier 3'oungsters will breathe air in Devonshire 
lanes and on the fringe of Dartmoor. As a 
rule they will stay in cottages, but wherever 
they go a responsible person, generally a 
clergyman will look after their comfort and 
arran.ge their amusements. The parents, as a 
rule, pay something, a shilling or so, towards 
the exjienses but a number of cases arc recom- 
mended by the Charit}' Organization Society. 
The average cost per child is 14s, including the 
railway, fare. The donors include the King, 
the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
Princess' Louise of Battenberg, the Princess 
Royal and the Duke of Fife, and Queen Alex- 
aiidr.'i is the patroness of the fund. That the 
work of the council is thorough is assured by 
the fact that Canon luarnett presides over that 
body, which includes in its membership some 
of the hardest workers for the uplifting o£ the 
metropolitan poor. The magnitude of the 
work for 1909 is shown in these figures:

The children are selected from the day- 
sclio(ds on the grounds that they arc ailing, or 
recpiiring change of air: that they have no 
fruuids in the connlry they can visit: that the}' 
do not rccpiire any kind of medical treatment, 
and tliat ihere has been no previous country 
ludiday during the season. It is a painful 
thing that 45,000 children in London can be 
so easily found to fulfil these conditions. The 
fund is now in its twenty-sixth season. Up to 
the end of last year nearly 700,000 fortnight's 
holidays for children had been provided, and 
the numbers annually sent away have grown 
fnuii 4.000 in ](SS_| to 42,510 in iQfjS. It is cal- 
culated th.'il about 600,000 or more than three- 
fourths of the elementary school ))opulation 
of LcMidon, do not leave the metropolis for any 
jjeriod as long as a week during the year.

A PUZZLER FOR M, BLERIOT

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Photo.ijrapln- is one of the newest methods 
in the study of birds. Up to a very few years 
ago apparently no one h.nd p^iven much 
thought to tile possibilities that lay in the 
use of the camera ain(iii<^ the featlicred folk, 
in depicting tlieni and their entertaining ways. 
In ifjoo there ripjieared "liird Studies with a 
Laniera,'" by 1'. -^f. Chapman, one dI the early 
pioneers in this ir^e id the camera. In ii;oj 
"The Home Life mI W ild birds. " by F. U. 
Herrick : "Nature and the Camera." by A. Rad- 
clyffc Dugiiiore. and "Xestlings of Forest and 
Marsh," by Irene (). Whcelock. were l)roiight 
out. Since that time a number of books of 
such nature and many magazine' articles il- 
lustrated reproihictions of Nature photo- 
graphs lia\e ,i])peared. 

In mam- branches nf phut' igraiih;/ certain 
rules mav be laid di'wn. the follnwmi; ul" which 
is ;i ci>mparati\-ely easy matter and means 
success, but m nature photography, and par- 
ticularly in photographing live birds, the cle- 
ment of chance has never been f)vercome, nor 
is there anj' apparent lik-elihood that it will be. 
Mr. William I,. Finley, of ( )rcgon. nne i)f the 
most highh successful hinl phi->tograpliers in 
the CDiiiiirv. will) has a very extensive cullec- 
lioii of be;uilifiil I'eMiIts of his work with the 
camera. sa\-s lliat he has wasted thon.sands of 
l)latcs. and he considers that with the best ap- 
paratus and the utmost skill nne may expect 
to expose an average of a dozen plates for each 
thoroughly good negative secure<l. 

There are .some few birds whicii. under 
favorable ronditituis (usually ivith yiMUig or 
eggs in the nest i. afford comi)arali'.ely easy 
sniiji^'cts for the ph' itographcr, but, for the 
most part, birds are very shy and suspicious 
regarding a camera. 

W ith some species it has been fouitd nearly 
or cpiitc impossible t(i gel them to come to 
their nests while camera and operator were 
near, even though both were well concealed. 
Mr. Chapman introduced a portable blind for 
concealing camera and operator, which has 
been widclv adopted with various modifica- 
tions, and which has contributrd grcall\ to 
the success thai has been achieved in bird phi>- 
uigrapln-. This arrangement consists oi an 
umbrella, the handle set in a telescoping Ijrass 
rod, one end of which is sharpened to push into 
llie ground, the middle of the umbrella toi^ Ijc- 
ing left open for ventilation, and a round tent 
of green cloth, gatlicred at the top, is draped 
over the frame and falls to the ground. 'rhe>c 
•tents offer no rude contrast to narural sm- 
ronndiiig^, and they may easily be draped v.ith 
branches or \"iiies : making tliciii >till Ics-^ 
coiispiciioii>. Small slits (or pccp-hoics or to 
admit th.e icn> of the camera ai-e made in the 
walls of the tent a> desired. 

No single ride applies, even with different 
individuals of the same spi^cies of bird. ^Tbc 
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bob-white has usually been found an easy 
subject for photogra[)hy when sitting, yet the 
writer found this to be far from the case with 
one of these birds found incubating her eggs 
on Jnn(> 7. 1006. This biril was \-cry wild and 
successfully I'ni^ii ati. (l .ill efforts to photo- 
graph her. The luindred feel (d rubber tubing 
and bicycle pump, wdiich lias so nflen been 
siiccesslnlly used to o|)erate the camera frmn 
a disiaiice. was brciuglit into play, but, tliongli 
the camera was \ery carefidly co\-ered, she 
refused to go on her nest while it was there. 
An arched-topped tin and wood cover was 
then made and painted green. This coukl be 
placed over the camera, entirely concealing it 
except the lens, A "fake" camera was placed 
under this blind and left there for several 
clays for the bird to become accustomed to, 
when the^ real caniefa was snl)St it tited. i)iU 
Mrs. Hob refuseij to lie trapped. ]'"inally, the 
camera was left liii positjtjii iiver night, and. 
though the bird \vas on the nest w.licn the ex- 
posure was made the iicxt moriung, she 
moved S'j iiad!)- as to spoil the photo. Despite 
this disturbance of her household affairs, iMrs. 
Rob hatched sixteen young Bobs. 

Some bluejays are IkiKI about their nests, 
and allow photijs to be made witiiout much 
difficnlix-; other- are ainin'.t impo-sible ^ub- 
ject-^. I )iie I ; Hie gn- ■.' di llicu 1 1 ies in photo- 
gr:i]iliing many bird- . .1 ilieir i.csls is the fact 
that the nest'-, being in liie shade, the light will 
not admit of a "snap." and the bird spoils a 
time exposure by movement. 

A very convenient thing in photographing 
birds and their nests is a clamp instead of a 
tripod, by means of which the caniera can be 



attached to the limb of a tree. The writer hn-- 
used two kinds with satisfaction, a ball and 
socket and a simple type of pocket clamp. 

One spring it was noticed that a pair of 
bluebirds were seeking a nesting-place arountl 
the barn, and a box was htirricdly put up just 
e)\er the upper fioor window. 

The birds immediately look possession, and 
after the yonng luul been liatclied out a 
braclcel was fastened up alxjut four feet from 
the box, to which a camera could be screwed, 
the tube running back through the window. 
Back in the shadow of the interior the operator 
could watch, the arrivals of the parents with 
food, and make exposures. .Some six or eight 
negatives were thus secured, and at the same 
time a record was kept for se\-eral hours of 
the time periods between the trips of the ])ar 
e!it birds. A bird box at the bade do<n- of the 
liousc gave an opportunity for similar study 
and photographing, with a pair of house wrens 
as subjects. 

Where it is necessary to make a time ex- 
posure on a sitting bird some method must be 
found to overcome tlie sudden start tiiat the 
bird is almost sure to give at the opening click 
of the shutter. The writer has sometimes ac- 
coniplished this b\- "stopping dr)wn," necessi- 
tating an exiKisiire of fifteeu t'"> thirty sec- 
onds. If the bird gi\es one start at the oi)ening 
click of the shtttter and then sits expectantly, 
the movement is covered by such a small part 
of the time of exposiire as not to show in the 
picture. Some birds, however, continue to 
move nervously, and there is no alternative 
but a "snap" with open diaphragm, which in 
such situations is too apt to mean a hopeless 
under-exposure as well as no depth of focus. 

One ingenious bird photographer, to o^•er- 
comc the start of a cedar waxwing at -the 
shutter's click, hung a clock under the camera 
and left it until the bird became accustonVed 
to the ticking, so that she took no note of tlie 
extra click of the shutter. 

Perches have been arranged close to the 
nesting sites in such a way that when a bird 
lit on the perch it was depressed and closed an 
electric circuit, thereby setting off th.e shnlter. 
b'or operating the caniera from a flisiance a 
threarl has sometimes been used in place of 
the long rubber tube and bicycle pump, though 
less convenient than the latter, 

Sncli birds as hawks are very wary, and it 
is difficult for the photographer to conceal his 
presence, even near enough to the nest to op- 
erate the camera with tube or thread. One 
bird photographer secured very successful 



photographs of a pair of red-tailed hawks by 
passing a string over the nest, one end running 
to the camera and the otlier to a limb, so that 
when the birds stood or sat on the nest they 
drew the string taut ami made the exposure. 

A\diere it is necessary to ha\-c the camera 
some flistancc from the bird to be pliotograpli- 
ed. the oi-dinary lens gi\-es a ;)icture too small 
to be (if \ alue. If the lens l)e a compound c)ne, 
one part or the other is sometimes used single 
as a "long-focus combination," whereby the 
size of the image is magnified considerably. 
The "telcphoto" attachment is also used for 
this ]inri")ose, allowing a magnification up to 
three and one-half times the result obtained 
with the regular lens. 

The focal plane shutter cameras lia\'e been 
;i boon to the ii.atnre pbotograiilier. and restdts 
h;i\e been accomplished in the way of ph'ito- 
graphing flying birds, even to the extremely 
rapid wing movements of the humming bird, 
v.diich would otherwise have been absolutely 
impossible. With these cameras the oper- 
ator can focus on his object right up to the 
second of exposure, and tlic cpiick-ncss of tlu? 
focal plane slnitter is sn])j)oscd to range well 
aT)0\'e a thousandth jiaiM of a seconrl. 

The experiences of the bird photographer 
include glad snrjjrises, the securing of an ric- 
casional seemingly impossible, splendid pho- 
tograph, tlie incidental acquisition of a great 
deal of delightful knowledge of the ways of the 
birds — also bitter disappointments, the hard- 
est of work and the most extreme fati-guc, with 
the occasional risk' of life anrl limb on the face 
of the cliff, the dizzy height of the tree top, 
or the treacherous morasses of swamp or 
marsh, wdiithcr his quest leads him. At his 
ease in bis home he may operate the camera on 
his lawn, securing the family portraits of the 
cliipping sparrow or robin, but he must also 
be prepared tO' remain for hours motionless 
and noiseless, in a ci"?impe<l position, hidden in 
his blind in the woods, while the heat seems to 
be rapidly converting him into liquid lard, flies 
promenade o\ er his nose, and myriads of mos- 
quitoes h(dd family reunions and festivals on 
his defenceless person, and the bird whose por- 
ti'iit is so earnestly c()\-etcd tantalizingly med- 
itates iust outside of the camera's range. He 
must be pre])arcd to try, day after tlay. for a 
satisfactory photograph of some subject that 
.seems ever to elude him, and to search in vain 
for a nest of some species that the "other fel- 
low" got a fine photograph of. 

One June the writer found a nest of the 
scarlet tanager, and the better part of four 



afternoons was spent in trying" lo secure- a 
photo of the bird on the nest, but she frus- 
trated every effort. 

Jiunting with the gun has exterminated 
the buffalo, the great auk, Lal^rador duck, and 
has almost exterminated most of the larger 
four-footed game, and many of the birds. It 
lias I'obbed posterity of just that much, and 
has left the hunter richer in nothing but memo- 
ries, which can hardly be altogether pleasant. 
Flunting with the camera destroys nothing, 
and leaves the hunter perpetual trophies of 
scientific and esthetic value, gives him the 
most healthful diversion, and insures delight- 
ful memories. The time mtist come when for 
hunting the camera largely, if not entirely 
replaces the gun. 

Do not. li(n\-e\-er, imagine that, with the 
I)re\'aleiicy of camera hunting tlicre will be de- 
\eloped the same sort of "sport" as obtains 
with gun shooting, I cannot but think that, 
with the gun, there is a certain delight in the 
act of killing. It is indeed fortunate that noth- 
ing of the kind can arise in camera hunting. 
The camera hunter will liave for his rc\yard 
not the sense of bloodfihed and life extin- 
guished, but the reward of achievement. And 
this achievement nutst, in mail}'- cases, and cer- 
tainly for very many years to come, be unique 
and original in- a very striking* and wonderful 
manner, . 

Bird life, and indeed all animal lifcj is still 
largely unphotographed. This means that its 
most intimate phases are utterly unknown to 
us. The camera tlius opens up a marvelous 
field for ad\-enture and discovery wliich would 
seem ^velI nigh inexhaustible. 

And can it be pretended that there is not 
interest, and a world of interest, in the oppor- 
tunity thus offered the spc-tsm-an? A new 
kind of sportsman, it is true, ■ but- a- very real 
jone, nevertheless,- -who will igoi -out inta^'Na- 
ture's wilds, into the fields and forests, -and 
bring back- to his study and hi.s friends- per- 
manent records of bird life of unending in- 
terest and amazing novclt}'. Surely there is 
"sport'^ in work oi this kind, .just as there is 
value. 

So much the future has in store for us in 
work of this descripton. Work that is a pleas- 
ure and work that is helpful too. Already inuch 
progress has been made in the art of bird pho- 
tography and many interesting and valuable 
facts have been discovered. But there is still 
much to do, much to learn, much to ascertain. 
The camera hunter has the whole world before 
him. 



Blind Fish of St. Bothwell 



St. r.o.-,\\el!s of today. Lessudden of old, 
is a sm;dl \illage w-cll known tn thousands of

K.'ui- 
I'iin wa- born .-unl brougT.t i;p at l.e^siiddiii 
some eigliiN- yc'ars ago. .At ;i comp;irati\ely 
carlv age ids sight was completely lost to 
him through a severe attack of smallpox witii 
wiiich he was afflicted while in Lontion, for 
Rankin t\'-as given to -traveling about a good 
deal. After recoverinLT fri-ini ■ the nialad\' 
Rankin -returned- to- his- iialiN-e- village ■ and 
there spent the remainder 'U" his life.' lie was 
recognized a- rui authority 011 all iuattcrs per- 
laiiiing to ambling, a sjiort of which it was 
bis nature to be p,-i.--sional c-1 \- fond, and in 
spite of his blindness he was one of the 
most successful fishers that ever threw a 
line on the Tweed. Not only did Rankin 
practice the gentle art to jjenection ; he v\-as 
also given to making carious kinds of fish- 
ing tackle, flies, rods, etc. lie w-as recognized 
by the \-illagers and bv xisiuns to the \-illage 
as a capital md ni;d<cr and he freciuently ex- 
ecuted (II del s for rods from well known 
Twcedsidc gentlemen. 

Hearing and Touch Highly Developed. 

Raid'cin seemed to lia\e a marvelous com- 
mand o\-cr the faculties of hearing and touch, 
the de\-elopnient of which made up io a cer- 
lain extent for his \v-ani of sight. lie w.-is 
gi\-eu to w-andering- about the \illage .'ind b\' 
the banks of the Tweed unaccompanied, and 
appeared to know every inch of the ground on 
which he walked. Although when fishing he 
preferred to angle from the bank, he not in- 
frequently waded into the water if he thought 
it necessary. Not once dining his many ex- 
])editioiis to the ri\-er did he meet wdth mis- 
ha]). The secret iif this was no doubt the fact 
that he knew his ground so well, for he al- 
ways made a point of fishing the sam^ pools 
every time he fished. , 



He could practice the majority of the 
various forms of angling with almost equal 
success, but he j>rcferred to angle with the 
natural minnow, as in his hands it was the 
most easily used of the hires, be-ides being 
verv deadly. llis mode of fisliiiig the min- 
now w.-i-^ different from thai of the generaliiv 
(•f .•iiighr^. He did not ■-pin the mmnoxv- bv 
the aid of the rod. lir-lead. be placed .'i min- 
now I.I) iii(-' ■-pinner. <liot it well oni into the 
poo! and allowed it to sink, d'hat done, be 
lield the rod in his left hand, and with the 
other worked the bait to the side by |)ulling 
the line slowly through the rod rings and al- 
lowing it to fall in coils at hi.> feet. By this 
method Rankin got a good coi-nmand over the 
line as well as a suitable spin on the minnow 
and his success was on occasions phenomenal. 

Nearly alway-^ lie had far better basket■^ of 
tri'iit tb.an .-un- of the oth.-r .'ingh.'r^ id the 
viil.'iLjc. ill-- c.-iN ii for a single (l.iyV ^poi-t --iinu' 
lime^- .-ini' 'uniiiig to ;i^; much ;is 1 ])'':nid of 
splendid ironl. ' )f cour-c. it c.-miiol be for- 
gotten that iriiiil in Kankin's day were miu-h 
more unsophisticated than they are now ; 
nevertheless, such a fact docs not triuch lessen 
the wonder of the blind man's sjilcndid 
achievements. 

Naturally, it was when the river was in 
good condition for angling that Rankin's suc- 
cess w ith the rod \, a> greatest. Being prin- 
cip.dly a minnow fi.^her, he loved, in eonnuon 
with other anglers, the porter .colored water 
at the subsidence of a spate. When this oc- 
curred in the ba(d< (.'iid nf the \-ear rir in the 
-.priiig. tlicie wei-e usually large numbers of 
sea trout in the pools, and these fish Rankin 
sometimes caught with considerable freedom. 
On two successive days in the spring of 1879 
^^ankin killed with artificial minnow no fewer 
than nine sea trout, which together with a 
few yellow trout, scaled ]iouuds, when 

weiglic'l at the -i illai;e in ilie presence of a 
large muiibii- of :uiglers. On .-inothcr occa- 
sionwhile fishing with fl\- in the \-icinily (d 
Mcriouii bridge, lie hooked eight se.-i trout, 
landing five of them, aiul once he caught with 
flies of his own iiiak-e ten lio\\\ a\era.ging -r^ 
lb. each, all t;iken Ironi one stream. 

Som.'3times He Hooked Salmon. 

But Rankin's sp(jrt was iiot confined to 
yellow trout and sea trout only. Many^ a read- 



er tnay not credit my statement, but I may 
say it has been given to me on irrefutable 
authority that Rankin also hooked and land- 
ed salmon with minnow. In November, 1877, 

for two da\-s' fishing he had fi\e sabiKiii ,-ind 
four sea troui. d'wo cf the salmon scaled 

lbs., each and oilier w ;is 1^ lbs., whili- ih.e 
heaviest of the sea weighed 7' j lbs. 

.■\ssocialed al-o with St. I'.oswells are the 
names of John N'oimger. and his son \\ illi.im 
^'oiinger. The fi'rmer wrote an e.\((.lleiit 
work on fishing. "l\i\er .\ngimg fo|- Salmon 
and Trout." d'lie \'iningers were both ex- 
pert anglers, and William was a great friend 
of Rankin's, often accompanying him on his 
expeditions to the river, Sometmies when 
Rankin hooked a large fish and got into some 
difficnllN- w-itli it. \\'illi,-iin ^'o^lngel- would of- 
fer his ,'is-ist.-uiC(-. iliil K.-inkm did not like 
to be .-is.^^i-tcd.

line, and grasped his fish, loosened the hooks 
fnun its jaw-, and popped it through the hole 
in his creel. 

With salmon he naturally experienced 
more diffienlity. Still Rankin never allowed 
the "king of fishes" m- re scope (hen any 
angler with his sight would allow -it aitd 
when the shining s.ilv,er^ creature, wa.s brought 
dead beat dn to a bed of shitigle, Rankin just 
felt his way towards^it by the aid of his fish- 
ing line, aiid Seizing it by the gills, heaved it 
on the bank. ' • 

This wonderfuF blind fisher, it may also be 
pointed out, was always careful not to ;ingle 
where the river was overhung I)}- trees or 
other obstacles, and thus minimised the diffi- 
culties w-hich to any ordinary angler might 
have seemed to be in his ^vay. l^ankin was a 
man of the most kindl}- disposition, and he 
was only too pleased to give advice to any- 



one on angling matters, but be was alwa^'S 
slow to speak r)f his own exploits with the 
rod and line. Me did not like people to think 
that under the circumstances in \\hich he was 
idaced he did aii) thing woiu'erful in (Jressing 
liofiks or landing fi.-li un.'iided ; he ga\-e you 
I he iniiu-ession that he wished earnestly to be 
recognized as a man who was the very op- 
I'osite of blind. 

Such was W illiam Rankin, the blind fisher 
of St. Boswells, a man who.se name and whose 
doings by Tweedside will never be forgotten 
bv those who interest themselves in the an- 
nals of border angling. — W. S. B.

The reast.ni is that 
when the sand is dry there is air between its 
])articles, but when the sand particles are wel- 
ted they adhere closely to each other; the air 
is dri\-en out, and the water does not exactl\- 
take .-111 eipiivalenl space, but occupies less 
room than the air did, owing to the close cling- 
ing together of the wet particles. If you add 
a iittle water to some dry sand under the mic- 
roscope, you will sec the sand particles move 
and cling closely to one another. 

"Capillary attraction" — the ascent of liquid 
in very fine tubes or sjiaccs — is a result id the 
same sort of adhesi\'e action. If you walk on 
the firm, damp sand exposed at low tide on 
niany parts of the seaslKire wdien it is just free 
from water on the surface, yon. will see that 
when you put your foot down the sand becomes 
suddenly jjale for some seven inchesror. so all 
round your foot..- The reason is that the -water 
has left the palc-lopking,;;Saud (dry sand.lpoks 
paler than wet satid),' and has gone into' the 
sand under your foot, Avhicli is lieing stiueezed 
by your weight. The water passing into that 
squeezed sand enables its particles to sit tight- 
er or closer Irigctbcr. aiul so io yield to the 
pressure caused by your w^eiglit. You actually 
squeeze w.'it'.'r "into'' the sand, instead of 
squeezing water "out" of it, as is usually the

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Tennyson Literature 



For ihosc wliinn the .cjods love (and poets 
Ijcyond most nirn seem destined to die young) 
a hundred years affords ample time, not only 
for their life's achievement, but also for a lull, 
a brief reflective silence in which posterity 
may hope to count up its gains and to express 
its gratitude without bias or caprice. But so 
clear and fresh and contemporary in the minds 
of even the younger generation arc the poetry 
and presence of Tennyson that it is almost with 
a sense of incredulity" we turn to the hundredth 
celebration of his birthdaj . When, therefore, 
the question inevitably arises as to how pre- 
cisely the work- of those many devoted years 
has withstood the corrosion of the last few, two 
perplexing difficulties at least must be encount- 
ered. English poetry, it may be definitely as- 
serted, has floalecl out beyond the Tennysonian 
tradition. "The Dawn in Britain." "The Dy- 
nasts," "The Rout of the Amazons,"' it is not 
necessary to go further afield, or to cross the 
Irish Sea for illustration — such vvork as this, 
in conception as in execution, is little influenc- 
ed by, if not actually antagonistic to, the ideals 
of the \^ictorian age. .\rt has its stepping 
stones, and each may liring humanity accor(l- 
ing to its present needs a little nearer to the 
further shore. But what concerns us now is 
not whether the conseious aim and the half- 
conscious impulse of modern poetry are to- 
wards a rarer, fuller, and more enduring ideal, 
but that they are undeniably in a different 
direction. The reverberations, moreover, of 
the applause which greeted each new volume 
of Tennyson's — applause that was ever loyal- 
ly in danger of quenching judgment in en- 
thusiasm — cannot but baffle the lover of poet- 
try who would walk circumspectly, and en- 
deavor to appraise his complete accomplish- 
ment without sentiment for tb.e immediate past, 
or too lively and sanguine a prejudice for the 
present. 

Tennyson, by good or ill fortune, was a 
marked figure from his earliest years. lie 
moved in young manhood like a queen bee dis- 
pensing her priceless benefactions amid a 
charmed circle of diligent and scrupulous at- 
tendants. His son's biography, the testimony 
of innumerable friends, nearly every one of 
whom succeeded in making his mark on his 
own generation, present a manly-sided and yet 
perfectly conceivable image of so closely and 
lovingly qibserved a personality. The wistful 
and sincere regret — "I wish I had been A. T.'s 
Boswell" — is pregnant comment enough, com- 
ing from such a critic of life and literature as 
Edward FitzGerald. "He uttered by far the 
finest prose sayings of any man I have c\-er 
met" is a delightful corroboration. Even Car- 
lyle, that master of the acid summary, apart 
from a characteristic jeer at the poetical dung- 
heap, talked of Tennyson good-naturedly as 
"the spoiled Lifeguardsman." Peculiarly im- 
])rcssive, roughhewn, downright manliness was 
the outstanding feature of this humorous 
"grumpy" poet, who left his hair to the chance 
barbering of his candle ; who answered a flat- 
tering and formidable invitation to breakfast 
with contemporary demigods with a brusque, 
"I should hate it, Duchess ;" who eager to shine 
his brightest, could think of nothing but beer 
to. talk about to Robertson of Brighton; who 
' chanted his "hollow oes and aes" with a voice 
like the sound of a far sea or of a pinewood" 
out of a cloud of tobacco smoke to any old 
. crony that would listen to the poetns scribbled 
down in that historical butcher's book. In 
almost direct contradistination to these traits 
are others not so conspicuous but even, per- 
haps, more significant; his extreme sensitive- 
ness ("I am thin-skinned," he once owned 
frankly, drawing up his sleeve to exhibit the 
two-inch ravages of a flea-bite as proof that it 
was more than a merely metaphorical confes- 
sion) ; his intense love of that solitude within 
solitude — introspective, brooding reverie; his 
chafing against the least show of hostility, even 
the "pen-punctures of those i)arasitic animal- 
cules of the Press,' the critics ; his "moods nf 
misery unutterable." These conflicting char- 
acteristics form a tangled combination of 
qualities which might have made only for 
depth ancSjeach were not the conviction borne 
in on us that its less precious eknu nts are 
more conspicuous in his work as a whole. l'>os- 
well's Johnson, though well concealed in "Ras- 
selas," is at least actively present in "The Lives 
of the Poets." Is, we wonder, the Tcnnxxm 
whom FitzGerald would surely have portrayed 
as easily detectable in anything like the same 
measure throughout that life-time's elaborate 
self-expression ? But poetry is the outcome of 
an environment as well as of a personality. In 
his early days, and when under the malign in- 
fluence of the "indolent reviewer," Tennyson 
longed, we know, for the quiet and workailay 
life of a r.incolnshire yeoman, p- ssing rich 
with £400 a year. A light fierce enough, 
however kindly, beat on h'arringford. Tenny- 
son detcstc<l, even exaggerated, but would con- 
ceivably have missed the close and trj ing at- 
tentions that his renown and poi)uiarity en- 
tailed. Whether the narrow and enforced se- 
clusion of obscurity, of narrow means, uf 
few and huml)le friends, hut free from the arti- 
ficial cares oi the too much ruid the too man}', 
and from the disquietutle of a name and char- 
acter and domesticity almost public projjcrty 
— whether such an environment would have 
enriched or diminished his imperishable 
achievement it is tempting but vain to surmise. 
The mer« profession of poetry fs by no means 
an irresistible invitation to the Muses. Tenny- 
son, none the less, deliberately set himself out 
to become the natiimal poet, to write for the 
general understanding and appreciation, and 
without any apparent defection admirably suc- 
ceeded. What part of his work will eventual- 
Iv sitr\-ive the perils and privileges of such 
a career, what part of it hears the mysterious, 
inextinguishable lamp of genius beneath the 
mantle* of a classic art are nuestions the crit- 
ics of a hundred years hence will answer with- 
out presumption, unanimously, and with case. 



If we turn, however, to :the e£V,rlier and 
what may at last prove the most- enduring 

fraction of his work — to those two volumes 
whose date, 1842, comes as patly to the tongue 
as that which brought the Con(|Ueror sweep- 
ing acrf)ss the Channel — it may at least he 
possible to distinguish the qualities that will 
tend to endanger and those which may at last 
ensure Tennyson's final appeal. Through its 
whole range, and in all its diversity, Tenny- 
son's work was singularly of a piece. The im- 
print of his condensed, deliberate, fastidious 
style is on every line of his work, from the sol- 
'iloquy which, when a boy of fourteen, he put 



shake themsclv.cs free, cast off all likeness to, 
all control of, their creator and with a bold, 
unfaltering sweep of gesture stalk out of the 
\'oid, with an energy and a mastery that set the 
read,er wondering if he himself has ever real- 
!\- lived. Nor, on the other hancl, have they 
the power of hinting by subtle and accumulat- 
ing innuendo that reality itself is .nothing else 
than a disturbed and fragmentary dream. 
Nearly all Tennyson's men and women arc 
bodiless, skilful pictures, or a voice that ac- 
companies so many minutely observed and re- 
corded mental and bodily traits and features. 
We see with extraordinary distinctness a Will 
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'My Lady All-Thoughts"

The same attachment to a definite experience, 
the same precision of presentation, apart from 
many other mere technical resemblances, are 
obvious (|ualitics in these far-scattered quota- 
tions. Every facet of the poet's .■'.ii sli!!!'-- 
out somewhat in these two early \dlnmes, 
in examples of his three main f'li-ms of \erse, 
the pnrel\- lyrical, the narrative, and the dra- 
iiiatic. The narr;i.ti\'e, which in its many \ar- 
ieties of method combined nractically all these 
forms, became his favorite device. Yet, in 
spite of the latitude, the over-plus, and the 
decoration that verse admits, it is questionable 
whether Tennyson was endowed w ith the gilts 
tli;it go to the e(|U!pment of the born story- 
teller. He had little of that essential but, in 
minds much less well endowed than liis own, 
not very rare facidty, in\-ention'. There are 
at least half-a-dozen poems in the 1842 period 
alone which are threaded on the rather jejune 
and despiriting theme, the mesalliance, it 
is usually Mammon, too, that shuffles the 
cards. Other themes and subjects he acquired 
and elaborated, but in actual incident seldom 
enriched. Even with so simple a nucleus as 
this he rarely succeeds in telling his st(n-y well. 
His endings are often psycliologic;il!y, .'ind in 
some of the l)-rics pc.ielicall}', the wi'iil-icst pai'ts 
of the whole. Ho studied and analysed men 
and women, but he cannot perfectly put them 
together again ; life has flown. -His gaze is 
set and keen, but intuition and sympathy are 
its but feeble allies.' \ His characters do not 



Waterproof, a Farmer Allen, a fat-faced cur- 
ate Edward Bull, a Maud, a Xorthern Farmer, 
a Crandmother. a Guinevere, oven a Hallam; 
hut do they haunt us uncalled for, unannounc- 
ed ' r^o they ever evoke in us that hidden 
self which seldom stirs but never sleeps be- 
ii.ea'.li life's restless consciousness? Do we 
■-innilile lite secrets of our hearts in theirs? 
l-',\en in such a masterly ))oem as "A Dream 
of Fair Women" how chill and meagre are 
the uttered words: — 

1 had great beauty; ask thou not my name: 

\o one can be more wise than destiny. 
Many drew swords and died. Where'er I 
came 

1 brought calamit}-. 

tli:-^ the i;;c-e liuit iaunch'd a thousand 
shir-, :oid hurnt ilu: topless lowers of Ilium?' 
Tl'.ere i-^ indeed c it a strain of the "yi'onian" 
who scolded "i.a'lv Cl.tr;i \'ere de \'cre," or 
of tin- -.1 ncl-.cii hero of "Mauri," in .ill Tenny- 
son'l treatment of women. .-X. haunting sug- 
gestion of mock modesty herself ccjusents 
awhile to hold her tongue. He detested prig- 
gi.shness; he could speak out bluntly enough 
in (;rose, he coidd splash oxer the shallow tub 
of mere conventionalism, and was a man of a 
broad wholesome humor; and yet in his nar- 
rative ])oems how rare and niggardly is tlie 
])inch of Kahelaisian salt w.-hich could so won- 
(ferfiilly have sea.soned that tantalizing nice- 
lu s.s. that laboritms simjdicity ; how vainly we 
listen s( t climes for even the rumble of a 
voice against which Mrs. Grundy shall duti- 
fully and punctiliously stop at least one ear ! 
Poetrv, true, deep elemeiu of normal humani- 
tv that it is, languishes ui life's best parlor, for- 
bidden the freedom of the house. 

It is when we turn to Tennyson's lifelong 
and passioii.ate adoration of nature tha.t all such 
criticism sce-ins graceless and beside the point. 
"Wdiat is .Master .-Vwlfred always a-praying 
for?" iruiniretl the cook, who had heard him 
clanging his x'erses as he paced to gnd fro at 
Somersby. If it was for the power of con- 
veying to the world .something of his worship 
of beauty, and zeal for its perfect expres.sion, 
olit was a prayer abundantly answered. He 
e\'en sttimhles sometimes simply b\' reason of 
his ardour f(U' the last e.xr|uisite finish, the 
golden hair's-brc:adlh of felicity. He drojis 
the nosegay of the poem in stooping for the 
bud of a half line, of crystallizes what should 
be free and fluent with a too precise,- an! over- 
burdened epithet. The v6rse is sometiiiies as 
sharp and clear and as imperishable as mar- 
ble. Yet he. does not, as do so man3' pdetsi 



depict or translate the scene. Even in a simile 
he will take his reader bodily up, as it were, 
and set him there in the miclst: — 

She woke ; tlic babble of the steam 

Fell, and, without, the steady glare 
Shrank one sick willow sere and small. 

The river-bed was dusty-white 

And' all the furnace of the light 
Struck up against the blinding wall. 

and succeeds even in lines packed with "liter- 
ariness 

Thridding the sombre boskage of the wood, 
Toward the morning-star. 

It is merely a platitude to repeal now that hn 
is the master of the magic word — bow eagcrl}^ 
sought and, unless at the inspiration of the 
moment, how infinitely vain a quest ! — unless 
to add that nowhere else is evident quite such a 
magic after so eager a search — 

Still on the tower stood the vane, 
A black yew gloom'd the stagnant air 
* * * I lingered there 
Till every daisy slept, and Love's white star 
Beam'd thro' the thicken'd cedar in the 
dusk. 

Who, too, cannot remember a score of such in- 
timate and happy touches as the rabbit's 
"harmless face," the "blue fly," singing on the 
pane, the "crackling frost" of the "St. Simeon 
Stylitcs?" Such things as these have long 
ceased to be a poet's pictures, and have be- 
come our own enchanted memories. It is dif- 
ficult even in these hard and Spartan days to 
keep back our tears simply for the beauty re- 
vealerl in such poems as "The May Queen" 
and the "Mortc d'Artluir." 

When the flowers coine again, mother, be- 
neath the waning light 

You'll never sec me more in the long gra}' 
fields at night ; 

When from the dry dark wold the summer 
airs blow cool 

On the oat-grass and the sword-grass, and 
the bulrush in the pool. 

There is scarcely a lyric but has for its im- 
mortal charm not the simple passionate 
thought, not a mystic allusiveness or a pro- 
found human emotion, but some one supreme- 
ly beautiful or significant fragment or aspect 
of nature. However near and dear his com- 
panion, Tennyson always, his son has record- 
ed, withdrew himself into solitude to muse 
upon wdiat most deeply affected him in the 
day's journey. Out of that "never less alone 
than when alone," came the happy hsihrest 
fiehls, the ship in "Tears, Idle Tears," the 
shadow in "St. Agnes' Eye,'" the city in 
"Will, the wrinkled sea in "The Eagle," and, 
again, that luiraculous glimpse of the sea in 
the last four lines of "The Captain." The 
verse blows salt on our lips, with its roar 
and hollow crying; and its sea-birds wdieel in 
an abysm of air between eye and printed page. 
Where too beside, unless in Milton, arches 
such space, burns and glitters such splendor 
of moon and sun, of Orion and the Hyads, in 
a mere leash. of words? All else in his earth- 
ly life, so far, at any rate, as his poetry is 
concerned, seems of secondary import. Beau- 
ty is the unfailing impulse of his genius, the 
springing fountain amid the ocean of countless 
other earthly experiences. Science was little 
else than the diligent and curious servant to 
his^ love of nature ; his thought a medium in 
wh'ich to float its undisquieting, imperplexing 
beauty. Poets there are whose vision of the 
world is removed as was the Lady of Sha- 
lott's ; they weave the mirror's magic sights 
into the wch of fantasy: Tennyson from the 
windows of his eyes, "dark, powerful, and se- 
rene," looked down direct on Camelot. 

Inspiration comes and goes. Let a man 
toil or tarry in patience, poetry will not be ca- 
joled, or circumventeil, or suffer compulsion; 
and a lifetime's ilcv(4ion may be remci.ihercd 
at last oidy for the outcome of one supreme 
moment. \\ e may each, according to his own 
bypath of ihoughi, or feeling, or imagination, 
set store by this or that above all else in our 
iMiglish poets— Donne's intensity, Herrick's 
daintiness, Shelley's rapture, Keat's loveli- 
ness, Coleridge's magic, Wordsworth's depth 
of tenderness, arbitrary and piecemeal though 
these distinctions may be. Still remain the 
virgin riches of a world thai would suffice 
for theme and insi)iration though every man 
that breathes was borne to rhyme. And even 
from so distant and confined a fragment of 
Tennyson's work as it has been practicable 
to touch on here the uniqueness of his achieve- 
ment stands out clear and unassailable — his 
impeccable truth of observation, his never- 
waning love of beauty, his devotion to an 
ideal of art from which in that long, con- 
centrated, and conspicuous life he never for a 
moment deviated. These are among the dis- 
tinctive cuialities that have set Tennyson 
among the great poets of his time, and by vir- 
tue also of a certain dignity and simplicity of 
character established his name in history as 
one of the great traditions of Victorian Eng- 
land. — London Times.

Arthur W, Vowell 



Arthur W. Vowell, the subject of this 
sketch, is a man who has been identified with 
the history of British Columbia for the past 
47 years. His career, which has brought him 
to "all parts of the ijrovince, has been inter- 
woven by perils from flootl and field, and 
many are the hairbreadth escapes and excit- 
ing experiences which he has to relate. A 
man, verging on the age of three score and 
ten, he yet retains a considerable amount of 
the vigor which characterized his earlier 
years. Tall, erect, his face bronzed from ex- 
posure, his eyes blue, keen, and expressive, 
his military carriage and activity give him the 
appearance of possessing perennial youth. At 
a time when British Columbia was in its in- 
fancy he met and overcame difficulties which 
to other men would have seemed insurmount- 
able. Indomitable in his purpose, and brook- 
ing no interference in the path of duty which 
he defines for himself, Mr. Vowell has gone 
through life gathering round him sn ever en- 
larging circle of friends among the highest 
and lowest in the province. His work among 
the Indians, and the intuition which has led 
him to understand them so well, has earned 
encomiums from everyone. 

Born in Ireland 68 years ago Mr. v c^wcU 
comes from a family remarkable for its ten- 
acity on life. His grandmother attained the 
ripe" old age of 113, his father 86, and his mo- 
ther 90 years before crossing the Great Divide. 
Educated at the grammar schools of his native 
town of Clonmel, Mr. Vowell on attaining 
manhood obtained a commission in the Irish 
militia in 1858 and retired when a senior lieu- 
tenanr in i860. The following year he emi- 
grated to this ]iro\'incc, landing at Esquimalt 
early in 1862. His first experiences here were 
in the Cariboo country, where he endeavored 
to improve his fortunes but without success. 
In 1864 he joined the civil service of the 
orovince and in 1866 was appointed chief con- 
stable at Big Bend during the big excitement 
there. This office he occupied for six years 
when he removed to the Kootenay district as 
gold commissioner and stipendiary magistrate. 
Seven years later he was removed to the Om- 
ineca where he served in a similar capacity 
and from there he went to Cassiar where the 
gold had been discovered. Resigning from 
the government service Mr. Vowell in 1875 
entered politics, being elected as member of 
the provincial legislative assembly for the 
Kootenny district. The following year he re- 
signed his seat and re-entering the government 
service, proceeded to the Cassiar district 
where he acted as gcdd commissioner and sti- 
pendiary-magistrate until 1884, when he re- 
moved to the Kootenay. During the construc- 
tion of the C. P. R. in that district he perform- 
ed the onerous duties of stipendiary magis- 
trate with unvarying success. As an instance 
of some of the special duties which Mr. Y'^ow- 
ell had to perforin during his term of office 
it may be mentioned that in the early history

of Vancouver, 1887, there were serious riots 
there, a number of rough characters having 
congregated in that city from the American 
side and made raids on the Chinese, The in- 
cendiaries had become so powerful, and had 
passed so far beyond the control of the civic 
authorities that the provincial legislature pass- 
ed a special act relating to the preservation of 
peace in the city and appointed Mr. Vowell t6 
go to Vancouver and maintain order with the 
help of 40 special constables he speedily re- 
stored order. 

In 1889 Mr. Vowell resigned his position in 
the provincial government service and accept- 
ed the position of su]icrintendent of Indian 
affairs for the jirovincc of 1'. C. In this post 
he pr()\'ed his efficiency from' the outset, and 
has won a place high in the hearts of the na- 
tive poiiuhition of the j)rovince. 

Fraternally Mr. Vowell is a Royal Arch 
Mason, and he also belongs to the Pioneer so- 
ciety ot the province. His beautiful residence, 
called "The Eyrie," is well known to nearly "all 
the inhabitants of this city.

(Letter from a Russian Sailor to His Brother.) 

Cowes, July 23 (August 6), 1909 
f St. Trafim's Day. 1 

My Dear Ivan — I am alive and well, and I 
hope you are alive and well, and thai all the 
family are thriving, anT] I beg; you to greet 
my father, my stepmother, and little Peter, 
and all m\ no:\r ones frnm iiie. W e rirri\'C(l 
yesterday in this ((Tuiitfv. It. liclmiq- m the 
Englisii, wlio possess so many countries, 'i'heir 
great Queen is no longer alive, but there is 
noy\' a King in lii r place, who is a blood-rela- 
tioji to our Kmperor. We were sent on shore 
yesterday to buy provi.-i 011.=;. Everything is 
very ciicap, except \'odka, which c<^>sts 3 rou- 
bles a small bottle. But the i-.n^'^sh drink a 
\odkri of their own which is ;ilsii xciy dear, 
and tlic^- dfink :\ Isind of lu'Cf which \\'C clo 
not care for much. The liotisos arc all built 
of brick and warmed wlih eoal. r%ven the 
men live in s\nnc houses and heat them with 
coal. There is no wood anywhere. The houses 
and the street <; arc kept very clean, and the 
people. c\cn the gentry, obey the police, ;ind 
pre hunihic \\ hen they arc i.;i\-cii orders. The 
English arc (.'hristians anri lil<c white men in 
all re.--pccts. ThcN ;ire not hc.Tlhcns Most of 
them arc very rich, and they ha\c many lack- 
eys who obey their masters like dumb slaves, 
and dare not '00k them in the face when they 
speak to them. 

The Knglish food is very nasty, and there 
is ver\- little to eat. althoui^h all cat meat e\cry 
dav, c.\cc|it the \ er\' piK-ir. w 1im seldom ieeei\e 
alms from the p.i.-sei- 1)\ . There are here 
man\- beggar^ in liie sticets, liui nolxuly gi\cs 
them fill 1(1 or money. We ga\c a cri[)plc a 
quarter of a rouble and he was surprised and 
pleased. 

There are many luxurious ships in the 
harbor all painted white and pretty to- look at. 
All night they are lit up by electricity. The 
English Fleet is here, too, nnrl it is very big 
and the ships are fine, and we were hea\y- 
hearted vvhcn we looked at it anri thiuight of 
oiir brave sailors w lui had been obliged to 
fight like lions for their dear ciinntr\- and jicr- 
ish like do^s. lUit there is no help lor it, and 
if Providence wills we shall one day have an- 
other fleet bigger than the first. 'I'he tide is 
very strong here and dangerous for us wivo do 
not know where the rocks are. and when we 
ask' nobori\- (-,in e.vidain, for the I'.nglish do 
not speak Russian at all. 1 onl\' know- tlirce 
words in l-'.nglish : "Plentx- w hisky." which 
means \-odka : "h"t\-e o'clock." which sliabasb 
(all o\-cr) : anrl ".Mlrighi." which means 'T 
thank von." Tiic l{nglisii sailors are like ours; 
but they have little to eat or drink. The laws 
are very strict here, and if a man who has 
taken drink walks about in the streets he is 
pur in prison. If that hap|)encd in Russia we 
should mutiny. .V|oreo\cr, it is forbidden to 
smoke almost c\erywlicrc. This is strange, as 
the English smoke a great deal ; but they are 
an obedient jK'ojdc and clean. Thcv respect 
their laws. 

On shore it is nicrr\-. There are n-iauv 
clowns and acrobats dancing and singing, just 
as though it were a fair. Bui the English do 
not know how to sing properly, and tiiey do 
not dance at all. Although there is .so much 
merrymaking going on. I have not ^een one 
drunken man. so much afraitl are ihey of being 
put in pri.soii. 

The English ha\ c a Duma, but an English- 
man A\ho speaks Riissiim told iis that it was 
just like ours, an l that ihey did iiothin.L; hut 
talk foolislil\ iheie. lie alsn told us thai the 
English women had mutinied because so inan\- 
of them had been put in prison f(,r beating the 
pcdicc. ami ih;it they were being star\ed in 
the prisons until they should submit. This 
aeems to us cruel, but the Englisii are often 
not kind to women and animals, and they .say 
the women interfere in what is not their busi- 
ness just like they do at home. The F\nglish 
ha\-e no arniv. iiiii\- mercenaries who arc paid 
a great deal Siiine ,,\ them .-ire nigger--. ! 
asked the in.ni wlm i.-dked Russian win- il 
■■'.■as that II men were p;iiil si 1 iiiiu-li to 1h' .--iij- 
Micrs everyone was not a soldier. lie said 
that soldiers were sent away to foreign cli- 
mates and that men did not res|)ect soldiers 
in [Migland. It is also like thai in China. 'J'lie 
sailors are much res|)eclerl and nuich loved, 
ami they arc all Ejiglishmcn and udiite men 
uid not niercenarics. They are merry people,

regjard to the restoration of some of the 
ancient ruins of f-iome will prove of interest: 
The making 01 the Zona .Nloiuimentale will 
clear the way for an c.xtcnsix^e scheme ot 
archaeological research prepared by Commcn- 
datorc Boni and approved by the Royal Com- 
mission. The details of that scheme have 
now been published, and it has ben determin- 
ed to proceed at once to carry two pf them, at 
least, into-effcct in order to save from further 
ruin the great broken arches of the N'eronian 
Aqueduct which crosses the Via di S. Grcgorio 
and to clear away the masonry and rubbish 
w hich now'^ljlock the base of the Palatine hill 
on lliat side. 

The rest of the scheme can only be carried 
(-lut according to the progress made by the 
municipality in clearing the ground. It com- 
prises the uncovering of the bases and sur- 
rouiuling pa\emcnt of the .\rcii of Constanline 
which are now buried ; the discover}- below 
the \''ia di S. Grcgririo nf the ancicnl \'ia 
Triumphalis and its j^.-irtial restoration: the 
adornmenl of the snrrouudinp area \\illi trees 
and shrubs and with the marble rentains now 
scattered about the Botanical Gardens; the 
search for remains of the great seven-storeyed 
edifice built by Scplimius Scvcrus ; the dis- 
covery of fountains, if such existed, in the 
neighborhood of this' Seliizonio, and 'the re- 
storation of w-atcr suppl}-. drawn from the 
small stream nf the .\qiia .Marrana, to bolii 
tlicin and the old fountain kno\\-n now as the 
Mela Sudante.

In our schooldays, when wo are so 
easily excited and so easily delighted, 
events somehow paint themselves in 
fast colors on our memories, and 
won't wash out. 

I can remember as If It were yester- 
day how a generous little act on the 
part of a school-fellbw of mine, -with 
whom I had Just had a battle royal, 
resulted in a friendship which has 
lasted unimpaired to this day. 'Twas 
long, long ago, In the later sixties. 
This will seem to be In another age to 
the schoolboy of today, but, after all, 
boys wore boys then as no%v. 

We learned more Latin and Greek, 
and less science and modern languages, 
than now in the old Grammar school 
where the episode which I am about 
to relate took place. We played 
rougher and less se-lentinc games, we 
fought rather more, and, above all, ^va 
were thrashed when wo did wrong 
(and sometimes when wo didn't) in a 
fashion that wfiuld send a shudder 
through the being of a twentieth-cen- 
tury humanitarian. 

How vivltily now I see the old school 
buildings .standing In their fine 
grounds, shadowed by "Immemorial 
elms," great spreading willows, and 
tall stceplc-like poplars. The spacious 
old rectory, where we thirty odd board- 
ers or so dwelt with the reverend 
headmaster; also the "school house." 
standing a little apart, tho beautiful 
neglected old garden where each ven- 
erable plum or cherry tree had Its lit- 
tle forest of stout "suckers" or sprouts 
growing about it, which the Head used 
to cull for our benefit when he hud 
mislaid his oHicial cano (or when some 
one had done it for him), tho old barn, 
behind which tho flghts took place, the 
spacious cricket-fleld;and playgrounds, 
and the Whole dear-' old place as it 
was over forty yoarsfngo. 

There Is little trace Of it now. Where 
the picturesque old.^ectocy stood is

Well, In this caim sanctuary of clas- 
sic learning I abode; tis one of tho 
boarders, and my opjionttit In 'the bat- 
tle about to be cjispnlcled — George 
Sii abridge — did likewise. . He was 
head of the senioH.class, and much 
the cleverest boy In. ttie school. 

In anylhinB approaching intellec- 
tual acriuiremonts he was easily ray 
superior, as he was of every other boy 
In the school.

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The other day — to reckon officially from 
the dale of his coronation — Edward had 
been King of England for nine years, a short 
reign beside his mother's Icnglli of days, btit 
one that already seems long in the distance 
tliat separates us from what the historians arc 
already beginning to call solemnly the Vic- 
torian epoch. The return of the anniversary- 
brought the usual "loyal" congratulations and 
the usual "loyal" anticipations of many more- 
years more of King Edward's sovereignty. In 
form and in fact the congratulations were 
hearty and sincere; but at botlom the anticipa- 
tions were a little foreboding. Unmistakably 
now the king is an elderly man, who for a year 
or two past has aged rapidly and very per- 
ceptibly, v/ho has begun to order his life ac- 
cordingly, and \yhose soberer anticipations are 
not precisely those with which his ]ici)plc 
warmly saluted him. As the years go, he was 
an elderl)- man when he succeeded to the 
throne : but fur a time the stimulation of his 
new life in his new position almost rejuve- 
nated him. Eor a generation he had been a 
mature crown prince under a sovereign who 
had kept her prerogatives and her privileges 
closely within her own hands. To her eldest 
son, meanwhile, fell the countless ceremonies 
and formalities that a ciemncralic cmintry with 
manv interests asks of its royal bouse. 

How many corner-stones King l.'"dward 
laid during the }-cars in which he was I'rince 
oi AVales, how niaii}' institutions he opened, 
how manv regiir.ents he rexunved. and how 
manv congresses he addressed, oiil)' the sec- 
retaries that arranged his official engagements 
may really know. At the least the routine 
was as ceaseless as it was dull, and, as the tale 
goes, the Prince once described it lo some of 
his intimates of the Marlborough club as a 
"busy idleness." In his private life he found 
the diversions and the pleasures that relieved 
the monotony of ibis ceremonious existence — 
the divL-r^ions of a society th;it \vas more lux- 
urious and sprightly than the prim and dowdy 
Victorian court : and the diversions of Conti- 
nental journeys in which he could put his cere- 
monious existence, and even some of the con- 
ventions of English society, far behind him. 

At last Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, 
became Edward \'II., King of England, and 
the change surprisingly exhilarated him. As a 
few of his intimates knew, he had a liking for 
personal . government, as though the blood, 
and the' ,,iabils of the tlorman electors and 
princes from whom he had descended had sud- 
dcid\ reasserted themselves in him. He found 
opi)ortun!ty to exercise and gratify this liking 
in the conduct of foreign affairs. .Much, per- 
force, he had to leave to the foreign office and 
its secretaries; to the prime minister and the 
cabinet generally; but as a sosereign ho coidd 
meet sovereigns on terms of ecjuality. discuss 
with them, and even in a measure order, mat- 
ters of mutual concern. He could extend his 
])ersonal influence on the Continent and so 
extend the influence of J£ngland. He could 
coinmeiul himself in many small ways to the 
public opinion of the Continent, especially in 
countries that like France, Cermany and Rus- 
sia were subject to clironic sus|>icion and irri- 
tation over English pcilicies. Very late in lit'' 
the King hail IduikI an opportunity to jjrove 
the capacities that were rea'ly in him and that 
\-ears of ohser\-ali<>n. iridirect contact — and 
waiting — had shar])ened. in a sense the Kin.g 
has become a highly efficient foreign minister, 
and the continuity of British policy since his 
accession, the widening and the heightening 
of British influence and the closer relations 
of England with "the Contituntal Powers, have 
been, in no small part, his wcrk. There was 
occupation for tlie King, or.isidc llie ceremo- 
nies and the routine oi sovcreigiUy. and occu- 
jiation tiiai lu- cra\-ed ami liked. From par- 
ticipation in domestic policies he was neces- 
sarily barred. Could he have entered them 
he might have shown as nuich capacity as he 
has in foreign affairs and as much a predi- 
lection for a governmg and not a ceremonious 
sovereignty. In the X'lcujrian days it was 
easy to he.ar much in Londun of the Queen's 
i)ersonal likdngs among 1 'arliamenlary leaders; 
ini; little of her o])inions upon (|iiestions of iu- 
lernal policy. Nmi-, such g'-ssiji lias much to 
sav of both King Edward's likings and opin- 
ions. Tiiue and again, for example, in the 
long controversy over the fiscal changes that 
the present budget proposes, has come the rc- 
])ort that the King favored the new taxes in 
]iarticular and a general policy that should lay 
the burden of taxation uimn the rich rather 
than u])on the classes of moderate or of ])Ctty 
income. Tt is an open secret that the King 
approves the vc(irgani/:aliMii of the anuy that 
y\r. Ilaldane is accomplishing and that he has 
done all thai he may to further it. Certainly, 
too, he is in closer personal i elation with three 
or. four of the present ministers than he was 
with any of their Conservative predecessors. 
An English King is presumed to be outside 
domestic politics. Ikdng a man as well as 
a King, F".dward VII. has his natural i)olitical 
preililcctions. As many say, and profess lo 
liclieve, they :iic Liberal, even Radical, rather 
than Conservative. 

Be that as it may, the jiart in llie actual 
affairs of government thai fell to ihe King, 
even itnder the limitations of British institu- 
tional theory and practice, keenly stimulated 
him. He has gone up and down England, vis- 
iting the great provincial cities whenever there 
* was occasion to warrant such, a visit. What- 
*pver required "opening," he has opened tdad- 
ly; wdiatevcr was lo be "addressed," he lias 
addressed willingly. By his |)ersonal pres- 
ence he has proved his interest in more of the 
multifarious activities of, his kingdom than 
have sovereigns of half hib years in other 



countries. ]\leanwhile, he has been busy with 
more ]icrsonal concerns. Me has made ihc 
English court the becoming court of a great 
empire, and not the middle-class German 
drawing-room that it was in spirit and in 
shabbiness in the Victorian days. Iler late 
majesty, as they still say on occasion in Eng- 
land, was notoriously Philistine in her encour- 
agement of the arts. Her tastes were "Vic- 
torian" in the sense in which that word raises 
now a half-amused and half-pitying .smile. Tiic 
King is of w'ider knowledge ami more elastic 
apiM-eciation, and he has acted accordingly in 
his contact with the art.s. As a vicarious 
si)ortsman, in -racing, for example, he has been 
the more eager to encourage by his presence 
ihe sports that give hini or his people pleas- 
ure. His mother made few personal vi.sits 
to the great houses of great noblemen. The 
King pays them, almost weekly, within and 
without the immediate circle of his personal 
friends. In a \vnrd, from his accession on- 
ward, he has contmued with zest what had 
once been routine, and in h.is own eagerness 
for all the duties and the activities of kingship 
he has multiplied obligations that in his days 
of waiting seemed irksome to him. 

The pace, so to say, has been tremendous 
even for a man in middle hfe, and still more 
far a man who was well within the sixties 
before he began it. Once the nervous slim- 
idation began lo decline the reaction was 
hound to come, and for the last year or two, 
and especially Mie present summer, the signs 
of it have been clear. The King has begun to 
look his years; he stands like an elderly man 
who would be sure of his footing; he walks 
like an elderly man who is not altogether coii- 
lident of his knees. Undeniably the King's 
figure is now obese, liis face in turn has 
grown heavy and pufl'y. and of late it has lost 
its color for'a dull pallor. The cxiu-ession used 
to be animated and eager; now it is anxious 
and restless. These outward signs, by all ac- 
counts, suggest the mental and nervous con- 
dition behind. The fine nervous energy of 
kingship that carried him so triumphantly 
through those earlier years has begun to fail. 
The more it fails, the more King Edward 
would sumiuon it. in all his reign he has 
not made and kept so many ceremonious en- 
gagements as he has this summer and up 
and down his kingdom. In no London season 
since his accession has he made so many vis- 
its, accepted so many invitations to dinners? 
and to parties, as he did from the beginning 
of May to the end of July. .\ relentless rest- 
lessness of spirit seems to drive him forward. 
Once in the relations of comparative intimacy 
he was eager to he amused. Now he insists 
that his hosts, his fellow-guests, his intimates 
sh;ill amuse him. lie has an old man's sus- 
ceplibilitv to small irritations. The reaction 
has come, rmd he would thrust it back by yet 
more nervous and restless energy. No wonder 
his people regard hiiu with a truly kingly 
liking. He began to be their King when many 
a man seeks retirement and repose. He has 
tried to be their King in the fullest sense of 
the word. 

.MniwSt in spite of himself, the King has 
foreseen that unrler these bodily conditions 
the lessening of some of his activities can- 
not be far distant, and very !.;raduaUy he has 
begun to shift a few of the more ceremonious 
and iniperi^oiial of them to the Prince of 
Wales. He has begun as well to give the 
Prince some training in the routine cares and 
tasks of kingship as a part of the complex 
government of England. King Edward, so 
to say, has been a born king. The instinct to 
govern, bv tact indeed rather than by author- 
\[y, has been strong in him, and he has used 
fully and frcelv the opportunities lor influence 
and' control that the British Constitution still 
leaves lo the so\-erein;ii. The process has been 
so gradual and unobtrusive, so free from any 
other purpose than the security and well- 
being of a democratic state, so wise and so 
adroit, that many an Englishman has hardly 
discovered that King Ivlwa'd lias ruled, espe- 
cially in foregn politics, far more than did his 
mother or the sons of Ceorge IH. that pre- 
ceded her. L<pi;illy. the king has enjoyed the 
ceremonial side of kingship — the functions of 
courts, the visits of sovereif,Mis. military and 
naval reviews, the reception oi congresses 
from colonial premiers to colonial pressmen, 
lupially. King Edward has delighted in the 
social side of kingship. His instinct for king- 
ship has been two-fold and each fold has been 
the complement of the other, lie has courted 
and fulfilled its obli;;at ii m s, wliile its theo- 
retical pleasures ha\'e, to him, been real. 

The Prince of \\ ;ile>, Ccorge \'. that is to 
lie, has no such laste, inn,-iii' or .accjuircd, f'lr 
so\-ereigntv. lie is less the King's own son 
than his grandmother's own grandson. The 
King loves urban life with all its exactions 
and excitements; the Prince, like Ouccn X'^ic- 



'an amiable«liking and a practiced familiarity 
with the arts — music, the drama, painting, 
sculpture, letters. The Prince is indiffcrcnlHo 
all these things. They do not interest him; 
he cannot make them interest hiiu. The King 
has a kind of instinctive ai^titude for the for- 
malities of sovereignly; now that the prince 
has begun to exercise some of them he has 
needed sedulous coaching. The King's tact, 
the Kuig's talents for sovereignty, the. King's 
genuine capacity for constitutional monarchy 
have not descended to his son. The King's 
traits arc warmly outlined in his life, ami 
thev arc clearly in play wherever and when- 
ever he is in close contact with his subjects. 
Manv of them are the aristocratic trails that 
in sovereigns, in their lighter relations with 
their people, so comment! them to a demo- 
cratic communit3^ The Prince lacks such dis- 
tinctions, and he is outwardly so cold of tem- 
perament or invariably so sluggish of mind 
that he seems distant and indifferent v>lieii it 
is the least of his XN'islies so to be. l'",ii,L;lan(l is 
conventionally "loyal" to the Prince of \\ ales. 
It holds the King in an affectionate regard 
that makes "loj'al" seem an academic adjec- 
tive. 

Instruction and example from the King can 
hardl)- alter his son's nature and capacity, but 
it may make the one more malleable and the 
other more adaptable. Certainly the training 
has begun, and m the last three or four 
mouths the Prince has been learning the rou- 
tine of the King's business and taking some 
share in the rlischarge of it. The Pnnre has 
liked to \-egetate in comforl.able couuti>- 
genllcman fashion at Saiidringliam , at a lodge 
in Windsor Park, at his estate in London. 
Or else, ci^ning lo London, he has livetl 
quietly and lazily at Marlborough House and 
lounged about the Marlborough club, the par- 
ticular circle of British royally and its inti- 
mates. The King is shaking his son out of 
this relative stagnation. To London he must 
come, not lo idle or to keep the company of 
his friends, but lo open ch.emical congresses 
with an address that contained a sentence so 
shrewd of thought and neatly turned of ex- 
pression that gossip wondered a whole even- 
ing how it got there: to lay a corner-stone on 
occasion; to dine out as invitations come; to 
share in the social festivities of Ascot and to 
do generally the tilings .social that he ouglit 
not to leave undone. The Prince has made his 
general tour of the British Empire; he has had 
his holiday missions like that which carried 
him lo the Champlain celebration at Ouebcc 
last year. Now he must undertake larger, 
almost royal errands. The South vAfricau 
States will soon enter the Empire as a feder- 
ated dominion, and to South Africa the Prince 
must go to open the first Parliament of the 
new State. , 

In the doing of all these tilings, he must 
by the King's precept and the King's exam- 
ple, make himselt agreeable to all men. The 
indifference of the Prince is yieUling under 
ibis astute treatment, and a ])eople that has 
regarded him as impersonally and indifferently 
as he seemed to regard them is beginning to 
discover that he has likable qualities. 

The innovations of Edward VII. will be 
precedents by the time of the accession of 
George V., and precedents still count even in 
an England that is trying in its capital at 
least to be ultra-modern and cosmopolitan as 
its sovereign. Whenever or however Ceorgc 
V. succeeds to F.dward \'ll., and whatever 
the new King's personal (|ualilies may be, the 
long Victorian eclijise is definitely ended. Aii 
English sovereign can no longer <lwell out of 
the capital of the Empire for nearly the whole 
of the year, as the Queen used to do, and pay 
it grudging visits only when her presence w-a.s 
absolutely necessary to some ceremony. The 
English court can hardly return to its Vic- 
torian shabbiness and primness. The King 
has kept its dignity, released it irnni its nar- 
row constraint and gi\ en it sometliijig of the 
magnificence that befits the court rif a great 
and opulent empire in a luxurious capital. The 
society thai is quickest to feel the influence 
of the court has gained in honesty, in liber- 
ality, in pleasant social qualities. In the Vic- 
torian lime, it ])rctendcd to be a great many 
things that it was not. Now it is sprightl)', 
enjoyable and unashamed of its enjoyment. 
King Edward has shown his people a sover- 
eign who makes fetes and processions lor them 
out of njval visits and lari^e public ceremo- 
nies; who" shares their sjiorts with them, who 
enters into their pleasures, who is tireless ; 
in his effort to touch all their activities, who 
o-ocs at every opportunit)- among them, who is 
concerned v\'ilh their enjoyments as well as 
with their sorrows. Queen Victoria preserved 
British royalty as a venerable institution; 
King Edw'ard' has made it vital ami human 
again — a sovereignty that touches the popular 
imagination, that wins the popular heart, that 
seems an integral ami animated part of Ihil- 
ish life. .\Tid in the jirocess he has actually- 
governed in a fashion thai nine years ago 
wouhl have seemed impossible to a P)ritish 
monardi.— I . T. P. in the Boston Transcript.

Thirty years ago an international associa- 
tion for the study of earthquakes would have 
been an absurdity, if not an impossibility. , In 
very few countries was any attention paid to 
the sul)jecl by men of science, and in none 
])erhaps, except in Italy and Japan, could 
more than one jicrson ha\'e been found who 
made it llu' serious work of his lite. Now, 
however, the scientific neglect <.il earlluiuakes 
is completely a thing of the past. All over 
the world, in every civilized country, there 
are established observatories furnished with 
delicate instruments for recording distant 
earthquakes. From many of these ohserxa- 
tories there .'ire issued bulletins at monthly 
or even shorter intervals. Ihit the principal 
evidence of the activity and care with which 
all the varied phenomena of earthquakes are 
being investigated is to be seen in the founda- 
tion, four years ago, of an international As- 
sociation of Seismology, of which Dr. .Arthur 
Schuster, Emeritus Professor of Physics in 
the University oi Manchester, is president. 
The first of the beinnial meetings of the as- 
sociation was held in 1003. at Str.assburg, and 
llie second in 1007, at Tlie llague. wdiile the 
third will lake ]>\:'Xi. from .August to Sep- 
tember 4 of t!u- present xe.ir at Zerinatl. In 
this piclures(pie spot there will be assembled 
delegates from almost every land, the major- 
ity, of course, from the neighboring countries 
of Germany and Italy, but some from places 
as distant as the United States, and possibly 
from Chili and Ja-pan. 

■This sudden change in the observation of 
earthciuakes is ciiicfly due 10 an accident, or 
rather lo a series of .accidetits. In 1.S77 the 
Uussian astronomer Xyren was making ob- 
servations wiih one of the levels attached to 
a telescope in the great observatory of Pul- 
kowa, when he noticed the bubble of the level 
making a series of oscillations for which at the 
time there seemed to be no reason. Shortly 
afler\vards the news arrived of a great carlh- 
(piake which occurred at iriuique about an 
hour and a quarter before Kyren's observa- 
tions were made at Pulkowa, and we know 
now that this is just the interval that -would 
be rctjuired by the earth-waves to travel the 
8,000 miles along the surface which separate 
the two places. Isolated observations such 
as this, however, made but little impression. 
No definite connection between the earth- 
quake and the movements of the level could 
be actually proved at the time. A few years 
later, on Christmas day in 1884, a disastrous 
earllKpiake in the South of Spain was followed 
by abrupt movements of the recording mag- 
nets at Paris, Greenwich and iVilhelmshaven, 
and these were repeated after the well-known 
earthquake in the Riviera on February 23, 
1887. Two years later further coincidences 
between earthq-uakes and unexpected move- 
ments of delicate instruments designed for 
other purposes were established, and it became 
practically certain that eartiKpiakes occurring 
in lai^an and other distanl places were re- 
sponsible for the disturbances noticed m 
I'.uropean countries. In 1893, and again in 
1S04, while working with a delicate bifilar 
pendulum in Birmingham, I noticed the si)ot 
of light observed in the telescope to make 
large and regular oscillations, each lasiini; 
about twenlv seconds. The origin of the 
earthquake of iS'i^ was uex'cr ascertained; 
that of i8()4 originated m Northeastern 
Greece, where the shock wrought much de- 
struction. .Vftcr this observations became 
more freipient. The inslrumenfs with which 
the records were made were then altered and 
speciallv adajited lor the registration of dis- 
tant earthquakes. The cost of erecting and 
attending to these instruments is consider- 
able, but the total number of observatories 
containing them now reaches nearly two 
hundred. 

Solitary observations of distant earth- 
ciuakes. though interesting, are not, however, 
n\ much value and their significance is chiefly 
manifested when they are collated wilh those 
from other st.ations. Many of the earth- 
quakes also occur in desert or mountainous 
places, or beneath the sea, and of these it is 
often diflicult or impossible to obtain any per- 
sonal records. Thus, in two directions, com- 
bined action of some .sort became a necessity. 
The compilation of a catalogue of all known 
earthquake shocks is obviously a task beyond 
individual effort, and the collection of records 
from different ol)servatories could onl\' be 
made hv .a central office possessing consid- 
erable auliiority. M;iinl>' for these two |)ur- 
jjoses the formation of ,'m international asso- 
ciation was suggested flnring his l.ast illness 
bv the late Dr. E. von Rebeur-Paschwitz, of 
.Merseberg in Sa.\ony, and, by the energy of 
his friend Professor G. Gerland, of Strassburg, 
the j.uggestion at last was carried out, and is 
now bearing much fruit. It should be men- 
tidiieil that ;i committee of the P.ritish .Asso- 
ciation, under the lead of Professor .Milne, 
has also been engaged in similar valuable 
work fin- the last fourteen years, the network 
of ol>ser\'alories in this case beine chiefly, 
thou.gh not entirely, confined lo Great Brit- 
ain and her colonies. 

While the biennial meetings of the associa- 
tion arc held in different countries suiiporting 
it, there also exists a' permanent centr;il office 
at Strassbui-g. The comiMlaton of eartlupt;ike 
catalogues forms part of the regular work of 
the staff at this office. ( )wing to the time 
recpiircd for the iinx'Stigation of a great carth- 
cpiake and for the collection of the materials 
from all iiarts of the world, these- catalogues 
must always be a few >'ears behind the date 
of publication. The list of earthquakes regis- 
tered during the year 1905 at all the station? 



working in conjunction with the association 
was issued a few weeks ago, while that of the 
shocks perceptible to human beings for the 
same year will be ready shortly. In part the 
lAvo catalogues will cu\er the same ground, 
but the majority of the shocks recorded in the 
second list will find no place in the first, as 
they consist generally of small rapid vibra- 
tions w hich do not affect the instruments de- 
signed for the registration of what are known 
as "world-shaking earthquakes." ' 

At the Zermatt meeting many subjects of 
importance will be discussed. These relate 
chiefly to the future and extended work of 
the association. B\- an examination of three 
or more records of a distant shock the posi- 
tion of its origin can be approximately dcter- 
mineil, and tliis is a matter of some conse- 
quence when, as may happen for commercial 
reasons, all telegrams from the seat of the 
disaster are stopped. To lessen the great ex- 
pense of telegraphic communications in differ- 
ent foreign countries an international code 
specially adaiited for the purpose will be con- 
sidered'and 110 doubt adopted with or wdthout 
modification, .\niong other subjects that will 
he br<uiglit before the mectiuGr may be men- 
tioned liie imi)ortant task of preparing a bib- 
liography of all books and papers relating to 
earthquakes and the formation of a central 
library. The investigation (already begun) of 
the mysterious earth-sounds or rumbles, 
known in Italy as •bromides," in Belgium as 
"mist-poeffcurs," and in India as "barisal 
guns," will also he discussed and the examina- 
lion of the relations which exist between the 
occurrence of earthquakes and the formation 
and growth of mountain ranges will be con- 
tinued, while one member proposes to direct 
attention to a question of absorbing practical 
interest— a "method of foretelling certain 
earthquakes." 

During the brief term of its existence the 
association has already done excellent work. 
Difficulties that ap]X'arcd almost insuperable 
have been, at any rate, partially overcome, 
valuable memoirs have been published, and 
indirectly the science is advanced by bringing 
together for co-operation the -workers oi^n- 
fcrent countries. After Germany, Holland 
and Switzerland have received the association, 
the turn of Great Britain will probably come, 
and it is to be hoped that the fourth meeting 
in 191 1 mav be held in London or Manchester 
or some other of our larger towns.

(Continued ffom Page Three) 
ing growth and it then can be raised without 
interfering with those adjacent. Never use a 
knife or lerk the mushroom, as there usually 
are a luuiiber of small mushrooms around the 
ijase of the larger ones, and if these are loosen- 
ed ihey will never mature. A good way to 
keep nnishrooms clean is to have a frame about 
three feet long by one and one-half feet wide 
with strings run across and lengthwise about 
one-half inch apart. This makes a number of 
small squares, into which the stems can be 
set, thus keeping the top of the mushroom up 
ami in-eventing dust from hlling the gills. 

Some prefer round topped beds, others 
make them with sloping sides, but I find that 
:v flat-lopi^ed bed is less trouble and will give 
just as .good resnlis. The bed should 'be from 
twelve to lafteen inches deep. 

As soon as the mushrooms are lifted from 
the soil the part that has been in contact with 
the ground should be removed with a knife. 
This will keep the mushrooms free from dirt. 
After the bed has been bearing some three or 
four weeks a number of small nnishrooms will 
be noticed on t(.ip of the bed. Cover them with 
one inch of good loam. — William McCoUom. 
in Garden Magazine.
